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I Naturally begin this little hiftorjr with the account of 
9r^ Eden Owain, the place where I firft made my entrance 
hito this bufy world. The prmcipal houfe in this toi/fhih^j 
Downing^ was built m the year 1627. It ceruunly had no bowKxyt, 
pretenfions to the EngUJb name of Downing^ which doubtlefsly 
Was a corruption from Eden Owain, die Tre or townihip in which 
it ftands. The founder was John Pennant j fon of Nicholas Pennant, 
a younger fon of Hugh Pennant, of Bycbtim. He married the 
heirefs of the place> and built a houfe^ which was much too large 
for the eftatc. The ftones were brought from Nrnt-y-bi, a dhigle 
c^ofite to the houfe. There is a tradidon, that the ftones were 
rolled along a placform from the top of the quarry, raifed on an

inclined plane till they reached the building, and there were elc-' 
vatcd as the work increafcd in height, till the whole was finiflied. 
The houfc is in form of a Rman H, a mode of architefturc very 
common in Pf^aUs at that period. On the front is the pious 
motto frequent on the fFeiJh houfcs, Heb Dduw beb ddim^ a duw 
a digon^ which fignifies, * Without God there is nothing, with 
* God enough.! There were only four generations of this branch; 
Thomasy the laft, died in 1724,^ and was buried in IVhiteford cYmrchy 
on June 6th of the fame year. He bequeathed his eftate to my 
father, who made the houfe his refidence; his own father being 
living, and the houfe much better than our paternal. 

To prevent all diiputes about the place and lipac of piy.liirdi^ 
be it known that I was born oa June I4fh,*i72i5,.;6ld ftyfe, in 
the room now called the Yellow Roam; that the celebrated Mlrs.

My nurfc^ niaidca 
name was PeMnanfi and from the time of this great event flic re-» 
fgmed it, notwithftanding ihe had long ufed that of her hufbandy.

in the reign o{ Edward IV, was a moft noted one. In a fatal 
feud between Jdvtm and his brother-in-law Rys ap HoweU the 
latcefi cxpedfinig a it^, provided a butcher to murder Jevan in 
the confufion of the battle, and to him he gave orders in thefc 
terms. The butcher not being acquainted with Jevan, jfy Rys 
fmd, • Tboii flialt ibone <fifccme him from the reft by his ftature, 
/and he will makt way before him. There is a fofter-brother 
* o£ his, one RuUn ap AkOj a littie lelbw, that ufeth to match him 
f faeUod: take heed of him, for be the encountre never foe hot, 
« his eye is cf cr on his fcfter-brother ^ — and fo it happened. 
RMn funded the treachery, and feeing the butcher watching 
jhi&opponunicyi came behind him and knocked him on the head 
10 the noomeat in which he had eome behind Jevan, ^nd had 
ainaed one %t that of hia bdovcd ifofter- brother. The patrimony 
of kis fiuthfiil follower was in the parifh of Uanderfeli and to 
tiuf day fCtaiiH the name offyddhtlhh.

to her brethren three notable rogues * of the damned crew fit for 
' any mifchief; being followers oiHmelap Rys: Thcfe watched 
the parfon, and as he went one morning to look to his cattle, 
cruelly murdered him i die fequel is told in the JFelJb Tour^ 
vol. i. p. api, and the proper end of the villains,— Thcfe cxtra6t$ 
are taken from die hiftory of the Gwi^r family, a curious pub- 
lication, for which we are indebtec^ to my true friend the Honor- 
jkble Daines Barrington. 

Whin I came into poflcffion oiDowningy by the death of my 
excellent father DcFvid Pemani, the houfe had pardy tranlbme, 
pardy faftied wmdows. By confulting a drawing of it in that 
ftate, may be known the changes made by myfelf. Widi the 
cflatc, I luckily found a rich mine of lead ore, whith enabled mc 
to malce the great improvements I did. The grounds were 
much hurt by a vile road running in front and on one fide of the 
houfe, and through the middle of the demcfnc, to the hamlet 
GwMVAirT. called Gwihant^ or the nuandring ghtL, The houfe was planted 
up almoil to the door, which gave it a very melancholy gloom. 
But I (bon laid open the natural beauties of the place, and by the 
friendly exchange Sir B^ger Moftyn made with me, enlarged 
the fine fcenery of the broken grounds, the woods, and the com- 
mand of water. The walks in the near grounds, the fields, and 
the deep and darkfome dingles, are at left three miles in extent, 
and the dingle not ill united with the open grounds, by a fubter* 
raneous pafiage under the turnpike road. I am not a litde flattered 
by the admiradon of thofe who vifit the place. Mr. Boydel has 
publifhed a fine engraving of the houfe among his Welfi> feats. I 
have, as a head-piece to p. i. of this Work, given it in the pretrieft 
reprefentation.

Mr groundfr confift of very cxtcnfivc walks along the fine 
fwelling. lands, beneath the ihady depth of the glc.ns, or through 
the contraftcd meads which meander quite to the fliofc. The 
views are various towards the hills, and the antient Pharos on 
Garreg. Over the channel of the Dee^ the ISlir^e ifles,, on one 
of which had been a ceVi of Ba!ed$£lmes, dedicated to our Lady> 
and dependent on Cbefier and poffibly the hermitage called 
Hilturgbey^ which in the fecond of Edw^d III. received ten 
fliillings a year from* a charity belonging to the caftle at Cbefter^ 
The dreary woodlefs traft of fViraly a hundred of Cheflnrt^ 
ftretches eaftward as far as its capital, chequered with black 
heaths, and with corn,- a bad return to the prolpeft of our 
wooded flope j yet formerly was fo well doathed as to give oc- 
eafion to this diftich :

The library is filled by a numerous coUe^ion of books^ LiB&Aitr^ 
principally of hiftory, natural hiftory and daflks.. My own la« 
bors might ftU an ordinary book-room i. many of them' receive 
eonfiderable value from the fmaller drawings and prints with, 
which they are illudrated on the margins,, as well as by the larger 
intermixed with the leaves $ among the latter are feveral draw-- 
logs of uncommon beauty^ by that eminent hand Mr. Nicholas 
Pococie. Thefe relate either to the Fa^roe ifles, or to Iceland^ 
others to the diftant 3!ibet ox BoiUan. I was favored, by Jolm, 
Thomas Stanley^ e£q. with permiffion to have cQpiea made of the. 
firft, and by IVarrm HqftingSy elq, of the laft. Among my owa 
labors, I value myielf on my MS. volumes of The Outlines OuTLtns of tm 
Qf THE Globe^ in xxii* volumes, folioj on which uncommoa 
cxpence has been beftowed, in ornament and illurn'mationSi.

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Halx. In the hall are fomc very good pifturcs by Piter PmBoUj a 
fine painter of aaimals and birds : four cxprefi the three cli- 
mates, two of them arc of the horrid Ztme^ one the Temperate^ and 
another the Frigid^ all illuftratcd by fuitable animals andfcenery : 
the two laft have much tncrit. Bcfides, there is a romantic view 
in Otabcite^ and another of part of an ifle ofice near the AntarSKc 
Circle, with three difierent fpecies of thofe ftrange birds the pin-^ 
guins, and two different Ipecics of the petrels ; this was takeii 
from an original (ketch made on the fpot by Doftor John Rein^ 
bold Forfter. 
PoRT»AiT8. The parlor is filled with numbers of portraits, and other 
paintings. The greater part of the firft are reduced from the 
originals by Mofes Griffith, in a moft mafterly manner. A few 
excepted, they are family piftures. A very large one covers the* 
end of the room ; the figures are three quarters, and drcfled in 
the manner in which Vandyk did his ; the man has a remarkable 
good look, long hair, whilkers, and fnull beard : his wife is by 
him i between them a boy with a ba(kct of flowers, and by him 
David Pen- a gre-hound. Thefe reprefent David Pennant, flierifF of the 
^^^\mll^ ""^^ county in 1643, his wife Margaret Pefmant, oi AUrtony and their 
eldeft fon Piers. This piece is done in a luperior flyle, a good 
imitation of Vandyk. A grand column and a rich carpet isf intro- 
duced, a flattery of the artifl:, for in thofe days we were far from 
being able to pay for even a performance of that value. It pro-' 
bably was done in the troublefome times, wheri^ fome pamter of 
merit might have wandered about the country, and have been 
glad of working for his meat and his drink, and fomc trifle for 
other necclTarics* 

* ' My 
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My great, great grandfather was an officer in the garrifon of 
Denbigh, when ic was befiegcd and taken by my maternal great, 
great grandfather general My f ton. My loyal anceftor fufFered there 
a long imprifonment. Bycbton was plundered, and the diftrcfs of 
the family fo great, that he was kept from ftarving by force of 
conjugal afFeftion ; for his wife often walked with a bag of oatmeal 
from the parifh of fVbiteford to Denbigh to relieve his wants. 

Notwithstanding the zeal of hb houfe for the loyal caufe, 
it fufFered very little in refpcft to the general compofition of 
delinquents 5 the Bychtm eftate only paid 42/. ij^s. whereas 
Robert Pennant, of Downing^ paid not lefs than 298 /, for his 
eftate, which was very far inferior to the other. The occafion 
was this: Robert Pennant had the misfortune to have a hot- 
headed young fellow in his houfe, when a fmall detachment of 
the adverfe party, with a cornet at the head, approached the 
place. He perfuaded the family to refift ; the doors were barrio 
cadoed, a mufquct fired, and the cornet wounded. The houfe 
was fdon forced, and of courfe plundered j but,fuch was the mode- 
ration of the party, no carnage enfued^ and the only revenge 
feems to have been the difproportionatc fine afterwards levied. 

Notwithstanding his brother Huz^^ is not delivered down Major Hugh 

^ . Pennant, 

to US on canvas, I cannot omit the mention of him as a brave 

and feithfiil officer in the royal army ferving in North Wales. 

He attained the rank of major^ and particularly diftinguifhed 

himfelf in the iile oi AngUfey. In 1648, that iOand, in imitation 

of feveral of the EngUJb ccuintiesj rofe in order to let the king at 

liberty, and to reftorc monarchy to the opprcflfed kingdoou

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of North U^akSi and made a general muftcr in the middle of the 
ifland, under the command of^omas lord BulkeUy. The par- 
Icmcnt determined on their reduftion, and made Comvy the 
place of rendezvous. General Mytton was the commanding of- 
ficer J he landed at Cadnanty where Hiigb Pennant was pofted, 
who, after undergoing a fcvere fire from the rocks and hedges, 
beinjg left linfupported, was obliged to retreat. ' Two captains 
polled at Portb-aethwy^ madt fo fpeedy a flight, that it was faid 
that one of them at left had prcvioufly received the bribe of 
50/. for his treachery. In the battle which foon after was fought 
near Beaumaris^ Hugh Pennant charged the enemy with grew 
ipirit, and was very near taking that brave officer colonel Lo^ 
tbian prifoner. Some others of the loyal officers conduced 
ihemfelves with fpirit i but, in general, the iflanders arc allowed 
by their own hiftorian, a fchoolmaftcr of Basumarisy to have be- 
haved very ill. huAngleJey captain was diredtcd to keep the church : 
he pofted his men in it, locked them iafely up^ and then ran away 
with the key in his pocket. The hiftorian tells us, that he was 
called Captain Cburch to his dying day. They certainly had great 
valor at diftant danger. As loon as the enemy appeared march- 
ing over Penmaen-mawry at left four miles from Beaumaris^ the 
Anglejey people began to buftlc ; drums beat, trumpets founded^ 
and great vollies of fmall Ihot and great were difcharged \ at 
which the enemy, fays the fage pedagogue, took little or no no- 
tice. MsLjor Pennant was probably taken in Beaumaris caftlci 
with the royal army, to which place it had rttired after the de« 
feat. As foon as he obtained his liberty he relided at Bryn-Jhtme^ 
in the parilli of TJkvoiogy where he died on Mardf ioth> 16699 
and was interred at Wbitefard. tt 
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Hf was married to Margarei Atmgiery baronefs of Longford, 
one of thetiaughtcrs of Sir nomas Convey ofSlimford, in the 
county of Northampton^ knight. This lady had four hufbands j 
(he paid our country the compliment of beginning and ending 
with a fVelJhman: her firft was Sir John fVynne, of Gwedir, 
junior, they lived unhappily together, which fent him on his tra- 
vels into Italy, where he died at Lucca. She then took one of 
the Milefian race, for fhe married Sir Francis jiungicr, mafter 
of the rolls in Ireland, afterwards created baron of Longford. 
Thirdly, (he gave her hand to an EngUfbmany Sir l^bcmas Wenrnan^ 
of Oi^ordftnre \ and, finally, fhe refigned her antiquated charms 
to our valiant m;yor, who in the year 1656 dcpofited her with 
bis^nceftors, in the church at Whiteford.

in the company of his neighbor raptain Richard Mqftyn, a 
younger fon o^Moftyn, who fell in the fame fpot. 
Pet£rP£nkant. The portrait of my grandfather, Peter Pennant, reprefents^ 
what I well remember him to have been^ a fine perfon^and of a 
jovial complexion. He is dreffed in a white tye-wig, and a red 
coaL On the death of his firlt wife^ Catherine^ fecond daughter 
of die Wynnesy of Gfynne, in Merionethjbire^ he went into the 
army in the reign of Queen Ame, and ferved at the fiege of 
Brujels. Difgufted with his colonel^ Sir Thomas Prendergaft^ 
after demanding fatis&Aion, which S'u* Tlmnas declined, he re* 
figned, and pafled the remaindef of his days at Bycbtoni where 
he lived in great hofpitality, and died in Offober 1736^ 
aged7a.

The original, a well painted picture, was given to us by John 

Wynney of Coperleneyy in this neighborhood, who, by the in- 

fcription on the back, feems to have taken as much pride in 

being thought the friend of John Pennant^ as Sir Fulke Grevil did 

in being the friend of Sir Philip Sydney. Many a botde had they 

emptied during their thirty years friendlhip. He refided at 

Cbelfea^ where my father often vifited him during the boyilh 

holydays. My father told me he was frequently taken by hint 

to the cofiee-houfe, where he ufcd to fee poor Richard Cromwellf 

a little and very neat old man, with a moft placid countenance, 

the effcft of his innocent and unambitious life. 

I IMAGINE that the coffee-houfc was Don S^altero\ to which 
he was a bcnefadtor, and has the honor of having his name in- 
ferted in the catalogue.. I have, when a boy, feen his gift to 
the great Saltero^ which was aUgnifod hog. I fear that this 
matchlefs curiofity is loft, at left it is omitted in the 'laft, or 
47th edition of the catatogue.— What author of us can flatter 
himfelf with delivering his works down to pofterity, in im- 
preflions la numerous as the labors of Don Salisro ?

aukwardly in a long flowing wig. He was brought up at 
^biftleworiby under Creecby the tranflator o( Lucrefius i after that 
his education was neglcded, but he was ahormis/apiew, and of 
the beft of hearts. He paffed a ufeful and worthy life to a good 
old agci and departed, with every expreflion of piety and rcfigna^ 
tion, on January ift, 1763, aged 78, 

My good and religious mother is painted m oH, over the Mother* 
chimney-piece j Ihc is dreffed in blue, her neck naked, her 
treffes auburn, long, and flowing. The painter was Mr. 
Fellowes, an artift of fomc merit, who lived at Wrexham 
and Chefter. She was called a beauty, * in fpitc of her teeth,*" ♦ 
which were not good.

HouUon, lord mayor of London in 1695, lord of the admiralty 
in the time of King William^ and the firft governor of the bank 
of England. See more of his hiftory in my account of London^ 
p. 455. I have often been aflured by fomc of my aunts, that 
(with their father and mother) they had often danced to the 
number of eight couple. My mother was born September 6th, 
1689, and married to my fethcr December a4th, 1724. The 
courtfhip was carried on at Wynn-Jlayy and the nuptials per- 
formed at the xicighboring church of Rhiwabonr ^htit good man 
Sir JVatkin JVilliams Wynne^ in a frolic, jumped on the box, and 
drove the bride and bridegroom to the church-door. This 
excellent woman died in London of the fmall-pox, in the year 
1744. She, near to hef dying moment, called me to the bed-fide, 
and prcfchted me with her filver etwee, and looked as if fhe 
could have delivered her tender adieu m the Augufian ftyle (which 
1 engraved on it) VIVE MEMOR AMORIS NOSTRI, ET 
VALE! 

The portrait of my venerable aunty. ElizaieSh Petmrnti was 
drawn in water colors, in her old ^e, by Mojes Griffith, and 
does him much credit. It is a very ftrong likenefs, dreffed in the 
old fafhion, with a long white handkerchief flung carelefsly over 
her cap ; the countenance fhews the goodnefs of her heart. I 
Ipeak gratefully of a friend, -who doated on me and mine. I loft 
this valuable woman OSober ad, 1775 j who, with all the con- 
fcioufncfs of a well-fpent life, quitted the earthly ftagc with the 
utmoft tranquillity. 

.Mv Tcfpcdted uncle JohnMyttmy of Halftone born Septem^ 
'J?er iitti, 169Q1 clofes the lift of relations. His countenance in^ 

dicates 
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dicaies the Iweet difpofitian he potkttcd, and II his features are 
amiable. His drefs, a grey eye-wig, a blue coar> with a Icarlet 
mantle flung oyer one arm. He was bred a merchant, and fpcnc * 
much of his time in Pitrlugcil ; but fucceeding his eldcfl: brother 
Rkbard in his cftate, retired to Hsijitm, where he ended his 
benevolent life. 

I MUST not forget a fliade of my affeftionate uncle James jAMtsMTTTON. 
Mytton^ fifth fonof the fame houfe, and brother to the lafl, thc^ 
kind friend of my youth, with whopn I lived long, and (bove, to 
the beft of my power, to reap fxom him every advantage that his 
good fcnfe, good hearty and polKhed manners, wifhed to inftil 
into my fufcepdble mind 

I CONCLUDE the accounts of the portraits of our family with 
my own, in a Vmefyk drefs, by Mr. WilUs^ an ingenious artift, wjio 
afterwards quitted die pencil and obtained holy orders, to which 
be did no diforedit>

SuFuiOR even to die portrait of SSr Rfger Mkfyn is that of 
Bmfhrrf Lhjdy taken from the original, on board, in poffeffion 
of the Reverend John Ucyd^ dij^hn^ in Shropjhire. This ilhif* 
trk)U6 perfon was fenator, philolbpher, hiftorian, and phyfician^ 
He reprefented the town oiDmbigbi in 1653. He is celebrated 
aUb as an accomplifhed gentlem^* eloquent, and an excellent 
rhetoriciao. Camdm fpeaksof his great ikill in die andquities 
of his country. He married a fifler of J^bn lord Ijtmky: and 
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formed his brother-in-law's library, which now is the moft ya* 
luable part in the Britijh Mufeum. He died in 1658, aged 41. 
He is painted with (hort rcddilh hair, rounded beard, and 
whifkers, a ftiort quilled rufF, black drefs, and a triple gold 
chain ; on one fide of him are his arms and creft ^ beneath is 
this motto:

(It is taken from the original at JVym-ft'ay). He' was buried 
there, in the parilh of St- JobtCs. I have ften numbers of his 
letters, which (hew him to. have been a moft obfervant man. 
He was eUeft fon of Sir Jnbn Wynne, oiGwedir. tit is in black, 
has a large rufF, laced turn-over, and others at' his wrifts, a white 
girdle ftuck with points, and a white bek paffing over his 
ihoulders and breatt. His countenance is good, his hair fliort 
and dark, his beard fmall and peaked*

f^ynuiy baronet, grandfon to old Sir Jobn^ and laft of the male 
line. 

Aboyb Sir John IVynm is a very fine head of (Varies I. by 
Vamtfk. He is elegantly drefied in a red jacket, flafiied and 
laced. This was purchafed at the iate of the late colonel Nor-^ 
UHy of Soutbwieky in Ham^iUy by rny worthy friend the late 
l^ujty Brooke, e(q, and gratefully prefented by him to the late 
Mr. Edwards, of Bfynfird, to whom he lay under obligations. 
It was on his death prefented to my fiuher^ and decreed to re<- 
main an heir-lome in the fanoily. 

. Opfositi to Cbarks \. is another-Gft^r/w, great grandfon to 
the unfortunate monarch. It is a head in oil-colors, after the 
original by Huffiy. ^He was a man uncommonly handfome : 
his fine brown hair is tied, behind, and curled on the fides ; his 
bo^y and arms ^^clad in armoi*. In. the ^eld he certamly 
took too great qz^^ of his. pcrfon, ^ut I believe the armor to 
have been the painter's choice. His highncfs had given him- 
fclf the two orders, for both the blue and the green ribbon grace 
his fhoulders. 

This pifture was originally th« property of the late Sir 
JVUliam MereStb, baronet. He fuddenly veered fix)m the Stuart 
to the Brunfwick line j and thinking it unfafe to have a Stuart, even 
in canvas, prefented it to my very worthy mother-in-law, EMzabetb 
Falconer, a true, votary of exiled royalty. .

Downing may boaft of a good and numerous colle<ftion of 
foffils-and minerals, pardy colleded by myfeif, pardy by my 
Ion in his extenfive travels i many of the Ipecimens are el^;ant9 
and moft of them inftrudlive. 

Above a mile from Downing is TydJyn Ucba\ a &rm-houfe 
belonging to our family. In the laft century it was inhabited by 
my grandfather, during the life-dme of his hxhtx. My uncle 
John Pennant, and two of my aunts, were born there. I have 
often heard it &id, with pride> that once three baronets were 
9 entertained 
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entertained thert by the hofpicable owner. I vehemently fufpeA, 
fix>m the fize of the houfe, that at left two of them muft have 
flept together. 

My father has oftm told me a ridiculous ftory of the efFeft 
of a jolly evening pafled there by fomc of the convivial neigh^. 
bors. They had made very free with Ibme ale which had been 
brewed with malt made of foul barley) unfortunately miied with 
the feeds of a certain plant, which brought on a temporary blind* 
ne£. The guefts had not gone &v before the fymptoms feized 
them, and they were led back to their hoft, who was in the fame 
condition. They were fuddenly alarmed with a violent fcrcam 
in a female voice. It feems that the bialenfi^ or female bucler, 
had, in her repeated vilits to the cellar, fipped too plentijfuUy of. 
die cwrwj and, terrified with the efie&, betrayed herfclf by giv* 
ing unguardedly full vent to her fears. 

Iif thofe days the neighbors were much addided . to terming^ Tumxii*. 
f. i. brewing a barrel of ale at fome favorite ale-houfe, and ftay* 
ing there till it was all drunk out. They never went to bed, even 
(hould the term laft a week; they either flept in their chairs or ou 
the floor, as it happened, then awoke and refumed their jollity. 
At length, when the barcel was exhaufled, they reeled ^way^ and 
she hero of this BaccbanaUan rout always carried the (piggot in 
triumph.

dngon. 

. Thb dragon was worn as a cognizance by all our princes', 
particularly by Cadwaladr, who died in 688. It was adopted by 
HmyVU^vfbo clamed defcent from him, and wore it inh^ 
battk of Bdfwcfib^ - It tiook its origin from the legend of Uibcr 
Pen-dragon, father of king Jrtbur, ifrho is faid to have received

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the addition of Pen-dra^on, from his wearing that infiaginary am-, 
mal on his helmet. 

Our bards united with the poet the office of herald. At 
firft our ped^rccs were preferved by oral communication ; after- 
wards committed to writingi and preierved ia the houfes of our 
great men. The heralds office is at prefent a great repofitory 
of thefc kinds of treafure. 

By the firft we are aflured of many other ilkiftrious dcfcerite 
from princes' anceftors to oor Tudor Trevor j frofh the princes 
ofPowiSf from RywaJbm Genwyn^ (who, with his brother Kytirie^ 
were joint princes of North Wales) ; from even Roderic the 
^ Greats and from Cadwaladn and finally from VorHgem, the, un- 
fortunate king of the Britons^ who fled from the rage of his 
fubjeAs^ for his invitation of the Saxoni into Sritnith and died in- 
glorioufly about the year 465, in the darkfome Nanty Gwrtbejrn^ 
in the county oi Caernarvon^. 

Thb Bnglijh heralds attempt to add feme to mir racey by 
telling us that the prefent Sir Roger MoJIynh nineteenth inde- 
fccnt from the Conqueror, from John of Gaint^ from Richard 
Pkmtageneti duke of Tork^ father to Edward IV, I leave A^bur 
Gfllms, (vol. iii. p. i2j^ 131) to adduce the proofs. Why will 
my ingenious countrywoman^ aft«r admitting thde honors f^ 
deny to us birth, by diftinftion fine as ether, and as imper- 
ceptible, allowing us only the advantage of family !

Guttun Owain and Tudtr JkJ, another noted bard» tpak not 
only of his works of utility ; of the waoer and of the wind-milb 
he eredled; of his having enlarged and beautified the abbey» but 
aUb compliment him on hi$ prowefs in battle. Neicher is GuUun 
filent on a fubje6t> pleafing to every fFe^ e^itj the pedqgree o£ 
his patron, whom he derives bom Edwyn^ and ftom Rb$s Sail, a 
direft delbcndant ftom Tmkr Trevor^ . 

It is probable that our abbot di&overed that celibacy did not 
fuit his conftieution. He quitted his profcifllon, and became (in 
the law term) a monk deraipu, and married into the great houfe 
oiPenrbyn^^\^j of the mxm o( AHgbar4ui. .He became the 
father of four children* Of them» Edwmd the eldeft fucceecfed. 
to the fortunes which he feems to have fecured in the pariih of. 
HofyweU. nomaSf thefecond fon, became vicar oi Hofywett. 
And Nicholas^ the third, in due time aCbbot of Bi^ngwerh^ he was 
the laft> and became founder of a femily, as I (hall have occalion 
to mention.

It was faid to have been 
invented by Raymundus LuUiuSy the famous alchemift, who died 
in the year 13 15. Charles tbe Body king of iVinwrr^> came to a 
moft horrible end, fays Mezereyy (i. 954.) who, to rcftore his

6T0RY OF JOHN PENNANT. 

Ilerrisj wife to Sir iFrancis Herris^ knight, to difleft her nephew 
John Peimant, who had deceafed the night before, to know the 
caufe of his death. The dodor brought with him Matter Jacob 
Heydoriy furgeon, to aflift in the enquiry. Mr. Heydon made in- 
cifion into the left ventricle of the heart, which wasfull of blood. 
On thorough examination, the monfter was difcovered, the head 
of which was fo like to that of a ferpent, that Lady Herris 
fhivered to fee it. To judge by the prints, all the upper part 
of it was cylindrical i towards the lower part bifurcated, and 
each fork divided into five long and flcnder fibrilte. I leave to 
the reader the perufal of the reft of Dr May's moft curious dif- 
quilition. 

This is not the only inftance of (imilar appearances in the 
heart : but we hear no more of ferpents ; the name was changed 
to pofypujes^ to which, for their numerous ramifications, they 
might bear the refemblance. In our Philofophical Tranfaftions 
are more than one paper on the fubjedt In Mr. Lmvtborp^s 
Abridg. iii. p. 70, and tab. p. 1 20, is an account, and the figure 
of one found in the heart of a man at Oxford\ and in Mr. Martyn*% 
Abridg. ix. p. 135, is the account of feveral difcovered in num- 
bers of failors who died immediately on their return from the 
Weft Indies. This paper was written by the celebrated Dr. 
Huxbami he qxiotts Malpigbius, BartboUnuSy ^ulpius, ^LndPecblin, 
as giving inconteftible inftances of the exiftcnce of polypi in the 
heart, in the ftridteft fenfe. This opinion is now exploded. 
The only uncommon circumftance (my ingenious friend Dr. 
Haygartb afTures rtie) is, that the left ventricle of the heart, and 
probably the aorta^ which after death are ufually empty, were

in thcfe cafes full of blood. The crajfamentumy upon coagula- 
tion, had taken the form of the arteries in which it was con- ^ 
tained. 

I BREAK a little into chronology, to conclude with an event Bahbamui 
relative to another of my houfe ; of litde moment indeed, but fivs^^i. 
merely to give a pifture of the barbarous days, even of the be- 
ginning of the laft century, which I coUefted from the journal 
kept by Peter Roberts^ of St. /ffapb, before mentioned. He re- 
eords, that on July 2 ad, 16 15, Hugh Pennant, brother to Pyers 
Pemtanti efqj of Bychton, died of a broken head given him at 
DenUgb, by Pyers Hughes: That in the year 1626, Rowland , 
Evan; a vicar of St. /Ifapb, was killed at an ale-houfe in Uandrttto 
Eidernem : That on OSiober 3d, 1628, Mr. Richard Tbelwal was 
flain at his own houfe at Ruthen : And that, in 1634, one Foulkes, 
cffCHawen, killed his wife, and cut his own throat. 

The mention of ale-houfe tempts me to fpeak of a houfe of LtiTTt Gouwt. 
mine, by the fea-fide, in the townfhip of Bycbtan, called Lletty 
Gonefty or the boneft houfe. It had been formerly in the higheft 
repute for its excellent ale, brewed by a good ale-wife yclcp'd 
Jane^ o^ Hetty, whom I well remember. She acquired both fame 
and wealth, both of which I may fay (he bequeathed to her 
defcendants; who to this day, by their own induftry, continue 
to flouriih on the efFeft of her*s. 

• THt houlc was originally built by one Smith, from Worcejler, 
partly for the purpofes of diftilling, and partly fdfa Warehoufe. 
I am told, that it occafionally had fcrved for the place of con-; 
finement for impreflcd men, at the time in which the' ccflfiefs

windows favor that notion. 

Above the door is a very fingular fculpturc, 'cut in bas-relief 
in ilone> a^d let intx) the wall One p&rt is a (hrange cbimerifral 
6gurc of a monfter with four legs, and the head of an owl, fixing; 
its claws in the fide of a human head. The face is averted> anc^ 
cxprefling much agpny. The eye-lids arc drawn up, the eyes the: 
fame, the mouth half opened^ and the teeth clofely fixed together* 
The face is young, but has a p^ir of ^ybiikers, and is far from beings 
ill cue. It has the character of one of I.^ Brunts pa0io|is^ articlor ' 
Paw. It evidendy qever was defignq^d for this place, but fDctm 
originally to have been one of thofe fiinciful ^otbic fcidptuftft be% 
longing to fomc antient church. 

In the reign of King JViUumh this houle was remarkable: for 
the violent hands laid on a vaft ieizure of French wines,^ to the 
amount of fixty pipes, which had been fini^led inta the great 
barn at Trelacre, in the paridi of Uanqfa, deftined for the uie of 
the fFelJb gentry in this and the neighboring coundes* It txniSi 
be obferved, that in thoie days port- wine was in very little ulcr 
ifi our country. The officers had conveyed this prize widi, fafetf 
as £ir as Uefiy Gemft^ where they intended to deep that fiighr.r 
At midnight they were alarmed by the entry of multitudes oT 
colliers^ who ded every body in the houfe neck and heek* Theyr 
removed the wine ipto other carriages, and conveyed it into> 
pjku:es fo fecurc that it never more could be heard of. Many oT 
ihe colliers were ob&rved to have ring^ on their fingers,. aiKi fin^ 
Iinen» In &d numbers of them were the gentlemen intereftecl 
in the wincj. and concerned la the re*capture,. who mixed with 
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ifie eolfieri; to direct them in their operatidns. A pro£HirAj{do« 
mis iflued out for the difcovery of the ofienders; but fuch wai 
tiie fidelity of our people, that diey were never detected. Tht ^ 
poor tapfter^ in pardcuhr, knew perfeftly well who they were> 
and large rewards were offered to him by the cuftom-houie ; but 
nodiin^ ondd lEake his attachment to his friends. He lived 
long z&tt, fupported by the grateful contributions of thd 
ne^boring 'fquires* 

HiOH above LUfty Gtmeft ftands a fummer-houfe, buik by my 
graiid&ther, to which he ofteh acyoumed whh his guefb, to re* 
gdb them wkh the delicious beer, brewed by die fiimous Jam^ 
Maifjr years after,, when I became mailer of the eftate, 1 aifb 
^d my adjournment, but it Wa^ eitha- to eat (hrimps or to drink 
tea* An honeil: vicar of a diftatit partfhj Who had been il 
moft intimate friend of itiy convivial grahdfoher, enquired 
whether I* ever went to the fummer^houfe i and was anfwered^ 
^ Now and then, to drink tea«' Struek with horror at the At^ 
gtticricj of die grandfbn, the good man with indignatidh ex« 
iclamed, ^ Drink Taa ! his grandfiu:her would have scornbd 
'itI* ^ 

TfiB turnpike road defigned fbr the enabling the fmekers and 
others to convey our coal to the places of its deflmation, froni 
the Mojiyn and Bycbton pits, pades by *Lktty Gtmefii and goei 
akH^ the fhore towards HofywelL In the ipace of a ifiile it paiTea 
by three fmelting-houfes, Sh^-fochy the property of Sir Rogi^

good friend ^pd tenant Mr. Ra^b Ricbard/iK, who for feveral 
years h^ with great fuccels and integrity carried on the fmcltu^ 
bufincfs, with the advantage of Iblpping the produce fix>m the 
very fpot, after a fliort carriage to the veffcls. 

A SMALL .n/^arih .begins a little beyond Uet^ GiniJtiZtid widens 
as it extends fouthward. It borders on the maaor of MoJ^ : but 
itfclf owns no lord but the king. The fame may be /aid irfthc v»i 
luable remainder^ as far as the mador ofCokJUff, in the parifli of 
Flinf. The manor of Gteti^eld, in the parifli of Hofywiik was long 
ilippoied to have been the property of one or other of two 
clamantSy who fell into dilute about the right. The matted wa| 
referred to two gentlemefi of the law; eminent for their abilities^ 
and not lefs fo for ^U": probity* After examining all the proofi 
adduced by the rivatjsj they ;a(^udged:that neither had any clatne 
to the lordihi^li £o \t is now left to the freeholders under our 
fovereign lord the king: a rich tl-a6t f6r future inclofures. ' 

A LITTLE beyond Kinf^le is the end of our parifh on this fide. 
The boundary between it and the pariih tiHMfywell^ is. a fipall 
AtonMaush rill czSLtd Auott Marjh Siambr. Above on an eminence is the 
old feat* of the PierciSi a family now extind^ and the property 
pafied into other hands. It bears the name of /;r Glan, (torn the 
name of the townlhtp in which it ftands. • 

About a mile higher \3p is Merton^ the feat of the Reverend 
Mr. Jabn Foulkts, He derives bis r^ht to it itom Marg^ttti^ 
daughter and heircfs to Thomas Parry ap William Parry IVyme. 
She married J^bn Foulkes^ of Pm-ycba Pluy, in the parifh of 
Skyviogy great-grandfather to the prefent owner,,' who. died in 
July^ 1667, and was interred in /i^;V^(?r</ church- yard. 
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^r$ Mojfyn bounds ^re BycbUm on the weft. This town^ Tk« Moityw. 
(hip is confidered as containing one fbul-th of the parifh. It 
reaches to the iea-fide: on which, as well as the whole, trees of 
every kind grow moft admirably. 

It is divided fix>in ^n Bychfon, in the lower part by the turn- 
pike road, which extends from the fea-fide to Henllan, fixteen 
miles diilant, originally defigned for the conveyance of coal 
from the pits of this townlhip, and that of ^re BycbiM, to the 
great lime-works near JDenbtgb. The firft aft was obtained 
in X768, the fecond in 1770: before which our roads were " 
fcaroely paflable. If either Sir Roger Mcftyn^^ femily or our 
own waAted tp get to Cbefiery we were to reach the iea-fide % then 
to FlinfiBLs we could, and from thence at low water crofs the ford 
o(the Dee^ a way not always unattended with danger. 

Oppositx to Mqfyn gates, on this part of the turnpike road. The Rhewl. 
is a hamlet, called the Rhewl, yr Heol^ flatea^ a way or ftreet. 
On each fide are a few houfes. The Swan^ a fmall ale-houle, my 
property, was noted for its vaft trade about the beginning of this 
century, when the coal trade was m the height of its profperity :

TTfomas Edwards^ who fcvcral years was tenant there, edu- 
cated a family of numbers of children, at no inconfiderable 
expence, and is fuppofed to have acquired by the tap at left 
fifteen hundred pounds. 

From the Rbewl opens the principal gates to Mqfyn Hall, or Moitym Hall. 
more properly Mefion Hall, for fuch, for many ages, was the

On this approach is a moft venerable avenue, which goes for a

^ the old times is kept up when the &mily is at home. The head 
lervants take their dinner at the Bais^ and the numerous inferior 
fervants fill the long table. The roof is lofty^ croifed with long 
beams.. The nen-br^n^ or top*beam> was in all times a frequent 
toaftj whenever the mafer oS the houfe's health was drank ; and

The third arc tke 3xms of GlvJdaetb, (gules a chevron argent 
between three plates) acquired by the marriage ofHawd ap Evam 
Vycban^ fon of the former, in 1460, with Margaret^ daughter and 
heir of Gryfffdd ap Rhys ap Gryfydd ap Madoc Gloddaetb ap Ma^ 
docap Jerwetb Gocb, of Cryddyn, thc'hiindred in which the houfe 
(bands. 

The fourth are the arms of Sir Gryfydd Uoyd. Morfydd^ one of 
his daughters and co-heircffes, married MadocXjIoddaetbjVfho with 
her received Tregarneddj in the ifle of Jinglefeyy as her portion. 
Thateftate followed the fticceffion of the houfe, t'dl GlUdaetb Wits 
united with that of Mdftyn^ in which it continued till the year 
1750; then it was alienated by the late Six tbomas Mojiyn^ to the 
kte Mr. Owen jyiUiamSy of Anglefey. 

The walls are fumilhed in a fuitable manner with antient mili- 
tia guns, fwords, and pikes $ with helmets and breaft-plates ; with 
funeral atchievements, and with variety of fpoils of die chace. 
FLIGHT OF OKI. A falcOH is nailcd againft the upper end of the room, with two 
bells, a greater and a lefTcr, hung to each foot. On two filver 
rings arc infcribed the name of the owner, Mr. Kinlocb^ of JT^/- 
r/V, in the county of Angus^ on the Eaftern fide of Scotland. With 
thefe incumbrances it flew fi-om its owner on the morning of the 
a4th of September^ i??^^ ^d was killed near this houfe on the 
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morning of the a6th. The prccifc time it reached our Country is 
not known s therefore we are uncertain whether this bird exceeded 
in fwiftnels the hawk which flew thirty miles in an hour in pur- 
fuit of a woodcock; or that which made a flight out of H^eft- 
fbalia into Pruffia in a day— inftances recorded by the learned 
Sir nomas Brawn. 

' The adjacent kitchen is overlooked by a gallery leading to 
the anrient apartments of the lady of the houfe^ at a period when 
the odors of the pot and fpit were thought no ill favors. Froni 
the commanding hei^t of the gallery the good lady might give

In the roof to this gallery are numbers of fmall roofting-holes, 
to which the inferior maidens of the family nighdy repair to reft 
from their labors. 

At one end of the gallery is a great room, remarkable for a 
finguhr event. During the time that Henry earl of Richmond was 
fecretly laying the foundation of the overthrow of the houfeof 2*(?r^9 
he paffid concealed from place to place, in order to form an intereft 
«mongthe Wiyby who fiivored his caufe on account of their re- 
aped to his grandfather Owen Tudor^ their countryman. While 
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he was at M^fyfiy a paity utt^hed to RUbardllh arrited there to 
apprehf ndlkim. He was then jiboiiE to dine, buc had juft time to 
leap out of a back window, 9M make his efcape thn>ugh a hole, 

Hekrt \ai. which, to this day, is <?alled ttes King's, Rkhardap HowH^ then 
lord ^iMqftyn^ joined iifoio? *^ the battle of Bofwwth \ and after 
the viftory, received fronn the king, in token of gratitude for his 
prefervacipn, the belt and. fword iie wore on that day.; he alfo 
preflh} Riiikard.grp9tly to folio vyHm to court : but betrobly an«-

In that of the late Mr. Parry^s of Merton^ 
one of fmall fbrtuncr As to our eftate, I think the rent-roll in 
the year 157 a might amount to about 2poL a*year, ctmfjfting 
of a little money, and rents in kind, and fervices. 

Beforb I quit the old houfe, let me fay, that the bcft view of 
the cbaotic additions backward is from the garden, from a very 
handfome fummer-houfe, built by the firft baronet, as app«Ars by 
his arms quartered with thofe of his wife, dulkeley of B^tr^n 
Hilln -From this fpot is feen great part of the buikJings, and the 
appurtenances to the oW houfe, one tacked to the other, as the 
increafe or the wants of the family made ncceffary. 

Ik the year 1631, Sir R^g^r Mo/yn, knight, gave to the houfe Naw'Hovst, 
a very handfome ad<lition 1 a Ujuare mais, confifting of fix bed- *^'*' 
chambers, a very large eating-room, and a dining-room or 
drawing-room above, with a large bow- window in the midcfle of 
each. In that below are the arms of Gwymt and lyArcy^ well 
emblazoned on glafs, Thcfe are complimentary to two great 
alliancci ; the one of Sir K^%9r himftlf with M^^ daughter of 
the famous^Sir JohnWymtroi'tk^ii¥\ the other out of rei|>e^ 
to the alliance with BridgifSaV^if daughter of jyAnUSavage^^<\. 
ofLflgbtcfff in Cb^tn^ by whom the family acquired the great 
cftates they poflefe in that 'county. From thtf principaf gate of 
the park they have the ple*flng view of tho^ of Se^Jtot^f and 
thofe above ?4WTtg;tf/f.

Thofc of Gxvydir 

quarterly with thofe of Gryfydd ap Oman. In the firft of the 

Moftyn fide are thofe of ^Tudor Trevor^ the ftock of the houfe* 

The next arc thofe of Uwdocca ap Caradoc. jdly, the arms of 

Elidir ap Rhys Sais. 4thly, thofe of 7<5^» tfp Gurgant. fthly, 

the bearing of Brocbwel Yfcythrog. 6thly, the arms of Edwyn. 

7thly, thofe of T^udor ap Granw. Sthly, of libel Vychan. pthly, 

arc the arms of Madoc Gkddaetb. lothly, are thofe of Sir 

Gryfydd Lloyd. The i ith, of Goodman j and i2thly, and laftly> 

the arms oi Sbalmejborow^ which feem an appurtenance only to -^ 

thofe of Goodman. This is a mere focal ornament, an a.l|^idge.- 

ment of the thirty-two coats which graced the pedegree ^f the/ 

houfe in the year 1663. Two Termini fupport the entablature . , 

of this genealogical table. The other ornaments are elegant ; 

but unfortunately, as if to daih the mirth of the company, the . 

archite£b has added^ in full view> the monumental crofs-bones 

and bared fkull. it 

At the upper end of the room are two fine portraits by 
MytenSy full lengths. One is of Sir Roger Moftyn^ knight, men- , 
tioned at p. 17. His face is an excellent reprefentation of the 
viridisfene&usy his countenance floridj^ his peaked beard of /Irong 
whitenefs. On his head is a black clofe cap, turned up with 
Flanders lace j round his neck a fiat lai^ ruflT; his whole drels 
befides is black ; round the waiftband of his great breeches is a 
girdle ftuck with points. This piece of magnificence gave rife 
to a very coarfe proverb, applicable to inferior people, ambidoua 
of adtingJbcyond their ftauon. Round his knees are fimilar g^r^ 
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dies. His boots are large, and of white kadier, turned down at 
top> and ornamented in the fame finical manner as the cap : 
fuch was the foppery of the thnes, even in fo manly a figure as 
was our knight of Mofyn. Put then he was in full drefs^ his 
fpurs of fine gold, with vaft fpur^eathers* His ri^t hand refts 
on his ftick^ his left on a table covered with a carpet moft ad** 
mirably painted s on it his hat^ broad* brimmed, and with a 
moft immoderate crown. The date on his portrait is 1634; 
his age 67. He died on Augufi i8th^ i642> and was interred 
at HHniefard, on September the i ft. 

His lady's neck (in a pifture of the feme date) is ornamented 
with a large ruffj fingle and elevated^ her right hand haSr 
|n it a fen, and refts on an elbow-chair ; on a finger of her left 
hand is a ring, tied to her arm by feveral black ftrings» • 

Shb is drefled in a handibme long gown, with a fafh up 
to her very arms, exajftly like the no-waiftcd fair of the prefcnt 
days. Her (hape is contrived to have fome degree of elegancc> 
notwithftanding ft)e feems to have been a large woman. I wilb 
our modern embcnpoints relembled this lady. They fcem to emu- 
late in faftiion the form of a feck of wool, bulging out on everf 
fide, undulating their plump graces, here and there, as motion 
^ves occafion. Over the mouth of the feck feems to have been 
pftimes flung by accident a light-horfeman's cap, or any 
other incongruity, inftead of the venerable coeffiire of the Lady 
Mtfiyny at the fober age of forty-nine. 

His fon Roger ^ the firft baronet, created Augufi 3d, 1660, is Sir Rogei, ?u$^t 
the middle figure of a pifture of the moft ridiculous compoficion* 
This diftinguifhed charader is reprefented a kit-kat length, in a

tion on the fame page our Billy Bangor, the wit, the jeftcr, buf- 
foon, and fool (as he probably was mifnariicd) of our country. 
His fayings and his pranks are to tliis day much talked of. 
Hiis is a half-length, with a pipe in his hand. ' His look favors 
not of folly, and is full of fly gravity. The portrait is well 
painted, I imagine in the beginnmg of the prefent century, in 
which Billy flourilhed. 

Two. very, good portraits,^ half-lengths, c^ofe the lift. They 
are faid to have beentwo painters, wK'o fate for their pifturcs to 
each other. Their countenances are good, their drelles limilar. 

Bbtwben them is a head oi Charles H. in his ufual black wig. 
He is well painted, but without flattery. Hiscparfe features 
well vindicate the.queftion, he, put to poor Riley ^ the painter, on 
feeing the portrait done by that artift : ' Is this like me ?— then, 
. * od's fift)> I am a very v^y fellow * ! V - , 
BciTj. In the room are fome bu;^ colleded by the late. Sir ^mas 

Moftyn, when he was aj:. B^mei aniojng\t^em is a beautiful head 
of a young Farniy in a fbrygian, bopnet, placed (by no very un- 
common miftake) on a fqm^ bodj;, which it never owned. 

One of the Corneliiy wiih meagre face and lafik hair. Ju-^ 
guftus. A Seleucusy with two wings fattened to an imperial

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diadem, fymbols of difpatch and expedition. Two heads of old 
men, one with (hort curled hair, and long rounded beard i the 
other with a long Iquare beard, and long flowing hair. Both 
have a fillet round the head. Neither of thefc arc determined. 
Ope is conjedlured to have been Hefiod\ the other Hippocrates. 

This room is in length thirty-five feet three inches; in breadth 
twenty feet, from the hollow of the bow-window to the fire-place* 

In pafTing out of this apartment to the great ftairs is the 
entrance into a (mall and darkfome room, mentioned only for 
the fake of a pifture of a hound bitch, moft enormoufly fat, 
doing great credit to the houfe : as another, I am in pofleflion o^ 
did to that of Bychttm. 

The dining-room is above the parlor. The dimenfions are very 
lingular, exceeding in breadth thofc of the room below about 
nine inches. On an antient table, made out of one plank (of fomc 
unknown wood) feven feet ten inches in length, and four feet ten 
in breadth, ftands a moft exquifite buft of the elder Brutus, which 
leems as if formed in the inftant that the love of his country got 
the better of paternal afieftion $ when with a ftcady voice he 
was delivering to the lifbors hb Titus and Tiberius^ to receive the 
reward of their treafons. 

On a ^afs cafe are two bufts in brown alabafter, of a male op two Fauni« 
and female Faun^ with the flammeum on their heads. Both are of 
hideous deformity, but well executed. In the cafe beneath is a 
very fine model of a man of war of fixcy-four guns : and beneath 
that a moft fplendid barge. I ihould have mentioned, that, 
between the Fauns, is alfo a model of the Edyjione light- houfe, 
which was burnt down in the year 1755, and fucceeded by the 
prcfcnt, the work of our able engineer the late Mr. Smeaton.

' On the left hand of this cafe is a moft charming painting by 
Leonardo da Vinciy oiSt. Catherine. The wheel is placed by her, 
and in her hand is a palm-branch, the fymbol ofmartyrdom* 
Moreri, and the moderate catholic writers, feem to be incredu- 
lous, equally with myfclf, as to her hiftory. The Go'de?i Legend, 
that flower of martyrologies, is fuperior to all doubts. She was 
daughter to king Cojlus, married to our Saviour, and martyred 
by a wheel ftuck with razors, under the tyrant Maxenfius. The 
wheel burft to pieces, and at once killed four thoufand Paynims 
who attended the execution. Both thefe fubjefts have furnifhed 
moft delightful piftures for the beft matters. (Sec more d[ 
her in my Outlines of theGlohe^-Arahia^ vol. x. p. 23.) 

Over the chimney-piece is a good pidure by one of the 
Bajfdns^ of the fupper at Emausy filled with pots and kettles, and 
all the charafteriftic culinary furniture of thofe famous artifts. 

Two very good pieces> I imagine of the interior of fome great 
quarries, vaft caverns, with pillars of ftone left to fupport the 
roof. Similar to thofe arc the caves of Cauffie^ in the county of 
Banffi in North Britain^ drawn by my much-lamented protege^ 
the late Mr. Cordiner, (fee IntroduSlion to the JrSic Zoology^ 
tab. i.) and fuch as thofe engraven by Le Bri^n (ii. p. 189* 
tab. 250, 251, of the Englijh edition) which he faw on the Wo^ 
logduy in the province of the fame name. 

The family portraits Ihall be mentioned as they are placed. 
At the upper end of tEe room is Daniel^ fecond earl of Nott'tng-^ 
ham^ fitting in his robes, with a moft enormous black wig, flow- 
ing on each fide, almoft to his waift; hi^ complexion fuitabljr 
fwarthy. • . 

'This 
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This noble peer was painted by Sir Godfrey KnelleTy and was 
•one of the few piftures which that unprincipled painter, as Mr, 
Walpde fays, would not gladly have difowned the moment it 
was paid for. The earl of Nottingham was, as Dalrymple repre- 
fcnts him to have been, moft vehement in his political principles, 
both in church and ftate, fo that he could hereby not Hve in charity 
with thole who differed from him. He undertook the defence 
of the former againft the attack made upon it by the famous 
Whiftm, in a letter in 17 19, addreflcd to his lordfhip, which the 
carl anf^ered i for which his lordfliip received from the univer- 
fity of Oxford^ in full convocation, its folemn thanks, for his noble 
defence of the Chriftian faith. He died January i, 1729-30. 
His zeal (as Mr. fFalpoIe ohkrvcs) caufed him during life to 
iliffer many afpcrfions. In all probability the following may 
have been one : a ftanza in the tranflation of the 4th EpiftlCt 
iib. ii. of Horace, Nefit ancilU tiH amor pudori, by the Earl of 
to the Earl of S.

Mary, countefs of ^anet^ in white, fitting, married to Sack^ 
ville Tufion, earl of Tbanet* 

Dorothy, countefs of Burlington, wife to the late Richard Boyle^ 
carl of Burlington. She is in the charafter of Diana, in wHite, 
walking, with a fpcar in her hand. 

Those two ladies were fifters, daughters to William SaviUe, 
marquis of Halifax, by his fecond wife, Mary, only daughter of 
the pious earl above mentioned, by his firft wife, lady Effex 
Rich, one of the daughters and coheirs of Robert Rich, earl of 
ff^arwick. 

Sir Roger Moftyn, grandfather to the prcfent baronet. He 
was pay-mafter of the marines, in the reign of Queen Anne, and 
one of the tellers of the exchequer in that of George I. He died 
on JWfoy 5th, 1739.' 

The late Sir nomas Moftyn, and the general John Moftyn^ 
painted when they were children of feven or eight years of age, in 
one piece. Sir Thomas is dreflfed in a blue filver-laced fuit. His 
younger brother habited exaftly like a girl, in ftays, a frock, and 
an apron, with his neck naked: too ridiculous to be attempted by 
the artifl, or permitted by the parents. 

Savage 
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Savage Mofiyn^ afterward admiral Moftyn. His is a very good 
andfpiriced portrait. It was painted when he was a lieutenant: his 
hand refts on a cannon, the fea. and ihipping in view. His dreis 
a red ihort ^^aiftcoat, a colored handkerchief round his neck^ 
and a colored worded night- cap, fitting lightly on his.well-fhaven 
head. There is a neat etching of this portrait, by ^f^r/ii/^^. It is 
faid that he firft introduced the uniform into the navy. He died 
in 1757. 

Jlgemon Percy ^ earl of Northumberland* That nobleman was 
not bred to the fea, yet in 1636 was employed by his nujefty, 
with a fleet of fixty fail, to drive away the Dutch {Ketmet, iii. 78.) 
who would perfifl: in fifhing on our coafts. When his lordfliip 
found them indifpofed to comply, he took fome, funk others, 
and drove the reft away. Soon after which the States were glad 
to fubmit to pay the fum of thirty thoufand pounds for permit- 
fion to continue rfieir filheries^ In the next year the earl was 
conftituted lord high admiral of England. Lord Clarendon 
fpeaks of him when he was appointed privy counfel, as if it was 
done for ornament ! He took, in the confequent troubles, a pait 
adverfc to the king. But in 1648, he voted that his majefty's 
conceffions were fufficient grounds for fettling the peace of the 
kingdom. The army foon fettled that aflfair. His lordlhip 
retired from the tyranny of the times, became one of the inftru- 
xnents of the Rcftoration, and died in 1668. 

He is painted as lord higK admiral, fitting (a half-length) 
with one hand on an anchor^ with the view of the de07Oymg the 
buffcs at a difbnce.

Two beautiful hatf-l^ngth portraits of Charles I. and his beau- 
teous queen, both profiles, finely painted. They arc called . 
Vandykes, but I fufpeft the artift. Charles in black, with one 
hand playing with his ribbon. Henrietta is in white, lightly hold- 
ing her mantle. 

There is befides the (ame royal pair in one piece, three-quar- 
ters length, fmall, evidently by Fandyk. The king is in a light 
red jacket, heed with filvcr ; (he in white, a favorite drcfe with 
her majefty, and prcfenting to him a wreath of laurel. She ap- 
pears pregnant. They are charmingly painted. The drefe of 
the king is the fame as the portrait I mentioned at p. tp* only 
mine is red, laced with gold. 

Dispersed in different rooms' are twelve fmall heads of 
€Z>tfr/i?j II. and his beauties. 

In the windows of the dining-room are feveral honorary me- 
morials of alliances, or of great men, friends of the family, per- 
}>etuated by their coats of arms inftaincd glaft. 
' ^mta^U of ^\t Orlando Bridgetnan^ a perfon eminent fot 
his piety and charity^ in the reign of Charles I. and his fucceflbn 
He was employed on the part of the king as one of the com- 
miffioners at the treaty ofUxbridge, but fell under fomc cenfure 
in fhewing a difpofition to make conceflions in church affaii's, 
* ' 7 which 
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which were difagrceablc to his majcfly. Yet lord Clarendon^ 
in his own Life, i. 176. attributes tliem more to a timidity of 
dilpofition than to any ill defign. At the Reftoration he was 
fucceflively made chief baron of the exchequer, chief juftice of 
the common pleas ; and at lengdi lord-keeper of the great f^als. 
He ended his days in 1674. 

The arms oiCadifcd ap 'DyfnwaU quartered with feveral coats 
of arms of the great men in Scuth Wales. 

James earl of Derby^ his arms quartered with thofe of his 
gallant Charlotte de la Tremouille. 

Sir I'homas Savage y baronet, afterwards created vifcount Sa* 
vagey by James I. j and in 1639, on the death of his father-in-law 
lord Darcie, vifcount Colchejter^ became earl Ravers.

Towards the end of the volunfic is a r^prefcntation of Pope 
Joan*^ accoucbeme»t in the public ftrects of Rtmtc^ in her way 
to the Latrran church, between the Cclifimm and ($*/• Clcmeni'% 
church, attended by two cardinals, preceded by a white friar, 
and followed by a numerous concourfe of mob. 1 his cele- 
brated Popefs (if fuch there ever was) is faid to have been a 
German girl, who had aflumed the habit of our fcx, went to 
Atbens to ftudy, and made fuch a progrcfs as to be the ado- 
niftiment of every body.

It was moreover adorned 
with garlands, which were twined round to its vertex, where 
was a golden ftar, fix cubits in circumference. See Athen, 
lib. V, c. 5. At Ifemid, a province in the kingdom of the two 
SiiilieSi the women annually celebrate the anniverfary of their 
patron faint, by offering at his fhrine ex voto of wax,, reprefent- 
ing the male organs of generation, which they ftyle St. Cojmus'i 
toes. Sir JV. Hamilton addreflcd a letter to the Dilettanti fociety 
upon this curious circumftance, which he accompanied with dif- 
ferent Ipecimens of the ufual offerings ! This letter gave birth to 
a very learned and ingenious eflay, by Mr. Knight^ on the ancient 
worlhip of Priapus, written at the requeft of the fociety ! and 
partially diftributed for their ufe ! In the courfc of this work 

- Mr. 
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Mr. Knight thus cxprcffcs himfelf : ' Whatever the Greeks and 

* Egyptians meant by the fymbol in queftion, it was certainly 

* nothing ludicrous or licentious ; of which we need no other 
5 proof thaii its having been carried in folemn proceflion, at 

* the celebration of thofe nnyfterics, in which the firft principles 

* of their religion, the knowledge of the God of nature, the 
'first, the SUPREME, the intellectual (y.Plut.de Is. & 

* Os.) were preferved from the vulgar fupcrftitions, and com- 

* municated under the ftrifteft oaths of fecrecy to the initiated ; 

* who were obliged to purify thcmfelves, prior to their initiation, 

* by abftaining from venery, and ail impure food! 

I FIND this deteftable worihip among the Gentoos in Indoftari. 
Captain Alexander Hamilton^ in his' account of the £4^ Indies^ 
i. p, 381, gives the following relation : * In all this traft between 

* Gamgam and Jagarnauty the viGblc god in moft cfteem is Go* 
^ paljamiy whofc temples arc decorated with obfcene reprefenta- 

* tions of men and women in indecent poftures, alfo of 

* demons and caco-demons, whofe fliameful parts are of a 

* prodigious fize, in proportion to their bodies. This filthy 

* image is worfliipped by the heathens of both fexesj but 

* barren women arc his greateft devotees, and bring him the 

* beft obladons.' 

6. The Hog-Skin* — Avow to Bacchus. — ^The cuftom of AHog-skik. 
prtfferving wine in hog-flcins is ftiU obferved in Spain^ and many 
other parts of the world. The antients retained the form of it 
in their domeftic utcnfils, and yeflels of libation, long after the 
ufc of it had been fupcrfeded by the more convenient amphora.

Among others, he has pourtrayed a man 
of rank in the bath, while two boys are feen on each fide of him, 
ufing ihtftrigil. This inftrument is very common on all the 
Greek vafes, and is always reprcfented among the ceremonies of 
the bath. 

10. A COMB, cxaftly refembling thofe now in ufe. This 
alfo formed a necefiary article among the bathing apparatus.

To thefe may be added others, which I have defcribed in the 
firft volume of my ^gur in Wales. Thofe which are foreign, are 
feveral marbles brought from Narbonncy the Narho Martius. It 
is one of the moft ancient cities mGaul^ for it was a flourifhing 
place two hundred and eighty years before the Cbrtftian era. A 
Roman colony was eftablifhed there in the time of Marcius Rex, 
from whom it received its addition. It is full of antiquities, 
which have been ufcd in the various modern buildings. Thofe 
in queftion came from the walls of the archblfhop's palace ; and 
were brought here by the late Sir Thomas Moftyn. The en-

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graving) with the infcriptionsi taken from die 2d volunie of mf 
Tour, gives a full idea of thefe funebrial memorials. 
ToKoyss. T»B golden Urques, that invaluable morfel in poflelfion of 

this family, was found by digging in a garden near to Harlech 
cafUe in 1692. It is well defcribed by Camden^ as a wreathed 
rod of gold, about four feet long, with three fpiral furrows^ 
with (harp intervening ridges running its whole length to the 
ends, which are plain, truncated, and turn back like pot-hooksr 
Whether this was purely Romany or whether it might not have 
been common to both nations, I will not diipute; The ufe was 
that of a baldric, to fufpend gracefully the quiver of men of 
rank, which hung behind, by means of the hook ; and the golden 
wreath crofled the breaft, and pafled over the (houlder. Virgil^ 
in his beautiful defcription of the exercifes of the Trojan youth^ 
expreflis the manner, ia thefe frequently mifconftrued lines : 

Cornea hina/erunt frafixo hafitliaferro .- 
Pars l€ves humero fkaretras : ait pe^orejumm^ 
FUxtUs obtmrtipcr ccUum circmlus auri. 

Each brandilhing aloft a cornel fpear t 

Some on their backs their burnifii'd quiver borr. 

Hanging from wreaths of gold, which flionc before. 

The torch, or torques, worn by the Gauls and Britons^ was a 
very dilFerent affair, a collar of gold, or other metal, worn 
round the neck. Our heroine Boadicea had a great one of dm 
precious metal ; and Virdomarus wore round his neck anothepj 
fattened behind with hooks, which fell off when the conqueror 
cut off his head» 

m 
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lUi virgatis jaculanti ex agniine braccis 
Torquis ab inciii decidit uoca guku 

Manlius acquired the addition of ^orquatas, from a torques 
which he won from a Gaul, whom he flew in finglc combat^ in 
fight of the army i and Puhlius Cornelius^ after the Daughter of 
the Boiiy took^ among other fpoils^ not fewer than four thoufand 
and ftventy golden torques. 

They were alfo in ufe among the Romans^ who beftowcd 
them as military rewards j and, as Plit^ pretends, the golden on 
the auxiliaries, the filver on the citizens. They probably were 
made in feverai ways. I have feen a very beautiful one (I think 
at prefent in poflcflion of the Rev. Mr. Prejcoty of StockporfJ 
compofed of feverai links of filver wire, moft elegantly twifted 
together : it was long enough to go twice round the neck, and 
had clafps which faftened it on* 

The cuftom of wearing the torques was continued from the 
more remote periods o( Britai/t, to later times. Uewelfyn, a lord 
of Taky was called Uewefyn aur Dorcbog, * Uewelyn^ with the 

* golden torquesy on that account 5 and the common proverb, 

• Mi a dynnaW dorcb a cbwi, I will pluck the torques with you,' 
fignifies to this day, a hard ftruggle of a perfon before he would 
yield a viftory. 

The next antiquity is, as to material, Britijhi as to its deftina- Copfbe Cake. 
tiotiy Roman. I refer to the cake of copper fmelted at the antient 
Conoviumy the modern Caer-beny near to Conwy, which probably 
was fmelted from the ore of the Snowdon hills, where of late years 
• much has been got. This mafs is in fliapc of a cake of bees- 
wax: 
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vax : on the tipper part is a deep concave icnprelTionj with the 
words ' Socio Rtmu^y To my partner at Rome ;' acrofs thefe is ira- 
prefled obliquely, in lefler letters, NatJoU I cannot explain it, 
unlefs Nat ftands for NatiOy the people who paid this ipecics of 
tribute ; and Jbl for/chit^ that being the ftamp-mafter's marl^* 
Thefe cakes might be bought up by a merchant refiidcnt ip 
Britain^ and configned Socio Roma^ * to his partner at Rome, 
The weight of this antiquity is forty-two pounds j the diameter 
of the upper part eleven inches ; the thickncfs in the middle two 
and three quarters. 
ScLVEx Harp, The filver harp is purely Britijbi both as to the metal, and the 

ufej which, with the commiifion for holding an Eifieddfod^ or 
feffions of bards, at Caerwis^ in 1568, is ftill in poilefiion of Sir 
Roger Mojiyn. The harp from time immemorial had been in 
the gift of his anceftors, to give as a temporary mark of ejfcel- 
lency on the chief of the faculties, or thofe who had excelled 
in their different ways, poetical or mufical. I iDball only pre- 
fent the reader with the copy of the patent to Sir Richard, 
Bulkeley^ knight, and to William Mojlony and many other;. 
fVilliam Mojion is the gentleniaii mentipned at p. 73. Thjs 
commiffion is ip fome mcafure hiftorical: but the reader 
who wilhes for a fuller account of the Eifteddfod^ may gratify 
his curiofity by turning to p. 457, and from thence to p. 478, of 
the firft volume of my ^our in fFales.

Of the fcven churches in the hundred of CoUfoitty part of the 
SopcGH Attfrrosy Wi^ord^ as it is caljied in the Downfdaj Btnk^ is 
one. The name was changed to Whitrftfrdy of derivation un^ 
known^ In the Doomfday B^ok notice is alfo taken of fomeof 
the prefent townfliips, fiich as ^re^Moftyn, ^re^Bycbim, and 
Mertm^ under the names of MofioM^ Wi^wrd^ Pututme, and 
J^eretont. Mejione was then a plough-land, terra wtius caruc^^ 
It had on it four villeyns and eight boors ; (Bordarii) a wood a 
league long, and forty perches (ferticata) broad^ and w^ valued 
at twenty Ihillings. 

fFidfordis joined with Putecaine^ the firft feems to have com« 
pretended our prefent ?r^ lan^ or the place where the church- 
vfllage now ftands. Thefe had one plough land, two villeyns, 
and twelve others between men and maid fervajits, fifheries, and 
a wood half a mile long, and forty perches broad i the value was 
die fame with that of Moftone. 

With Mereton is joined the third part of Wtdfardy and the 
Berewicha^ op hamlet of Caldecatey the laft at prefent a townfhip 
of the pariih of Holywell. In this divifion was a prefbyter, a 
church, and Gx villeyns. Here was a wood half a mile long, and 
twenty perches broad.

The living is a re£tory, a fine* 
cure, whichi with the vicarage, is m the gift of the bifliop of Sh 
Jfaph. The church confifts of a nave, with a good plain 
tower-iteeple. It has befides a fide ailcj built by a BUthyn Drow^ ^ 
of the houfe of Mqfyfh to whom diat part belongs, 

Divmi fervice is performed every Sunday^ alternately in 
/f^ and in Englifo. Ax the firft the congr^don is very nume- 
rQiis» and at aU times truly ferious and devout. The dreis of 
even tiie poorefir, neat and whole, and very unlike the iqualid 
ragged figures, too fi'equendy feen in the congr^ations of manf 
a ibcithern county. 

QrFSRiKds at funerals are kept up here, and I believe in 
all the fFdfk churches. A diigufting, and in cafes in which 
the dt^afed may have died of an infeftious diftemper, a dan« 
gesous. cuftom, often prevales, of the corpfe being brought into 
church during divine fervice, and left there till the congregation 
isdifinifibd. 

That excellent memento to the living, tht pqfing'ieU, is 
piifiduallf founded. I mention this, becaufe idle niceties have 
in great towns often caufed the difufe. It originated before the 
Re&>rmation, to give notice to the prieft to be ready to do the 
laft duty of extreme undtion to the departing pcrfoni in cafe he 
had no other admonition. The canon (67) allows one (hort 
peal after death, one odier before the funeral, and one other 
after the fiineral. The fecpnd is ftill in ufe> and is a fingle bell-

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Solemnly tolled. The third is a merry peal, rung at the pequeft 
of the relations i as if, «S'o'/i&wi like, they rejoiced at the efcftpeof 
the departed om of this troublcfomc world. 

Bjbll-corn b a fmoU perquiGte belonging to the clerk of' 
certain pariihe$« I cannot learn the origin. 
Poo« Rates. Hanging up againft the .wall is an imperfeft table of bene* 

f^ftors. The annual revenue in intercft and land is.68 /. yet the 
poor's rates are alarmingly Wgh. In the beginning of die pre-* 
fcnt century poor rates had not taken place. CoUefbions were 
made jn the church for the fick and the aged. Filial piety had 
at that time full pofifei&on of the breads of the children, or great 
afiedion on the part of more diftant relations, and the pangs of' 
poverty were as much as pofiibfe alleviated. There was alio a 
laudable pride in them, which made them above fuffering dieir 
friends to be a burden to their fellow parilhaoners i all this gra-* 
dually ceafed^ and the warmth of natural afiedion foon quite dil^ 
appeared. I cannot but mention aa inftance of therapid increafe 
of taxes in my days. In the year 1756* fFilliam Usyd^ fmith^ 
was one of the overfeers of the poor ; at that time the annual 
tax was only 69/. 3 j. \d. He was appointed again overfecr 
in the year 1783, when the tax was increafed to 600 iL William 
U&yd is aow living, but the books prave the exadnefs of the 
afiertion. 
ScRooi.. In the village is the fchooL It wa^ (bunded by Mary Brad-- 

fiaw^ widow of Thomas fViUtams^ otMoftyn GatCy who bequeathed 
by wil]> dated 1745, the intereft of X41 /. to be paid to the maf- 
ter of the faid fchool, for inftruAing for ever, annually, fourteen ' 
children, who ^rc in^£ted in reading and writing Englifo^ and. 

accounts^ 
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•ceounts. The prcfcnt fchool-houfe was built by Pyers Jmes^ 
an opulent farmer of this parifli, who alio beftowcd a very hand* 
fi>me brafs chandelier on die church. 

In this and a iew other of the mineral pari(hes^ is a Cymdet-- Club. 

rtwi or club, inftituted in 1766, for the fupport of the members 
in cafe of illnefs, or any accidents, provided they are not con- 
traded by intemperance, fighting, or any immoral aft. Our 
clubconfiits of 240 numbers, each of whom contributes monthly 
8 d. whidi is put into a box locked with three keys j two arc 
kept by theflewards, and the third by the perfon to whom the boip 
is intrufted,.fo that all three muft be prefent at the taking out or 
putting in of any money* The club has been of late years for- 
tunate enough to have faved three hundred pounds, which is put 
out on good fecurity, and kept in referveagainft any calamitous 
times, fuch as feafons of licknefs, or uncommon fucceffions of 
accidents. 

In cafe of illnefs a certain allowance is made tiU the time of 
their recovery, or till they are deemed incurable^ In the lafl 
cafe they are allowed two fhillings and fix-pence for life. la 
cafe of death forty fhillings is paid for funeral expences> and a. 
fum to the widow proportionable to the time the hufband had 
been member of the club. 

Whenever the bufinefs requires a meetingj^ the fleward mufk 
bring with hun the tankard of ale, and a very fmall cup, in or- 
der that the members may not exceed the bounds of temperance. 

If any member comes to the club in liquor, he forfeits two- 
pence s if he fpeaks ill of government, or abufes any body, or 
curies and fwears„ or will not hold his tongue when required by 

the 
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the ftcwards, he forfeits two-pence for every offence. In a word#. 
cy^tf caution is obfcrved to prcif^rve the ruk$ of morality in thb. 
our parochial fociety» FinaUy^ there is n great annual nusetifig. 
on New-Tear's D^, in which every member attends* Every one 
appears neatly dre0*ed> carrying a wand gaily painted^ and make 
altogether a moft refpcdahle figure> ranged ii\ two lines from 
the porch door to th^t of the church. 

I ST£P into the church-yardj and figh over the number ci 
departed which fill the inevitable retreat. In no diftant time 
the north fide^ like thofe of all other IFelJb churches^ wost 
through fome fuperftition, to be occupied only by perfoos exe« 
cutedj or by fuicid^s. It is now nearly as much crowded as die 
other parts. The moft rcmaikabie infcription is on a head-ftone 
i^t up by myfelf. ' 

Catheriv s * Hbkb lycth the body of Caiierirte Morris^ pthcrwifc Gtnfe^ who during 

Goiis*. *' fix^y years, to the bcft of her abilities, difchargcd the duties of a good 

* and fidtiifol fervanfe in the fiunily of Sfcim, died Auguft 3d, 1 767, 

This AHte-dilwrnan was one of thoft charaftcrs mifhamed 
fools, a mixture of weakncls, with tnuch acutencfs and Ib-qng 
cxpf efllonsi 6ftcn highly diverting to the. company. The addi* 
tion to her name, of Cors was from her conjing from Cprs-y-gidoh 
in Merionetbjhire^ into our fcrvice.

This diftaiit uncle was a younger fon of Hugh Pennant, and Nicolas Pbn- 
one of twelve children by Sionet Moftyn (See p, a6) one of the 
five daughters of the valiant Howel ap Richard de Moftyn, who 
led his countrymen to Bcjworth -field, and received the honor* 
able reward I mentioned, at p. 58. 

By the remams oi Nicolas Pennant are depofited thofe of my late Loui» Golow 
worthy fervant Louis Gold. What I never wifli to be done for 
ftiyfel^ I did for him, I placed a fmall brafs within the church, 
with an ipfcription expreffcd in the following terms ;

He was born at St. Hermes de Rouvette 

\n Normandy^ Auguji 22, 1717; died 

at Downing J Auguft 20, 1785; and was 

interred in the Church-yard near diis wall 

on the 2^ of the &me montfa^i , 

The wealth which Louis had acquired was confidcrable. Abore 
fixteen hundred pounds paffed through my hands. He had be- 
fides a thoufand pounds, which a fetter to an attorney prcvaled 
on the good man to fink with the man of the law for an an« 
nuity. Death foon put the lawyer in poffcfllon of the principal. 
I lament this \ for I had been left by him refiduary legatee and 
fole executor, with a power to difpofe of the remainder (all 
legacies paid) in charitable ufes. Thus a thoufand pounds were 
loft to Wbiteford parifli. The intereft of the remainder is 
quarterly divicfcd among the worthieft of our poor, who may 
annually blcfs fo excellent a bencfaftor. 

Louis was bred a Roman catholic, and notwithflanding he occa- 
fionally frequented the prayers of our church, he chofc to be 
buried according to the rites of tbofc of Rome, which were per- 
formed 
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formed in a room in my houfe. He left twenty pounds to the 
gentleman who performed the fervice. I fixed on the Re- 
vcrend Pht^p Jones, who had in this neighborhood near fifty 
years difcharged his funftion in a manner truly exemplary. 
I took up the old cuftom of attending a faithful friend to 
his grave^ a reipedt the excellency of his condudb clamed from 
me. 

\ , Near to th^ tomb of Nicolas Piimanty is another in memory 
oftkigb PiimanS, fon and heir oi Robert Pennant^ oi Downing, (fee 
p. 9.) who was buried Auguft i6th, i675> ^^^ ^^^ ^^ of cha-» 
f jjftcrs; * Pc lived honeftly, and hurt nobody. He gave twttf 
^ one hi* due.* 

* Near to this place, tumbled on the ground, is a flone In 
memory of a Pierce oiYJglan, in this pariih, a relpeftable family 
0OW exjtindt, dcfccnded from Ednowen Bendew* The crcft of 
this family is a boar's head marked with a crefcent^ a Ggn of its ^ 
having bc^n a fecond branch. On 4 board 1 have of the 
arms of the houfe, I fee it had been allied with numbers of 
repucabl^e families, among others I venture to reckon that of 
S^'cbtou. 

I m;^9T mention other tombs of the men of property in oujr 
pariib, who in Icfs luxurious times lived in hofpitality, till^ 
infefted with thofe fiends luxury and oftentation, they foojj 
became fwajlowed up in the greater cftates. 

Benj!ath the venerable (hade of two great yews, our Baucis Or theFoulkes's. 
and PHlemon, is the tomb which prcferves the memory of A&r- 
j;aret Parry, heircfs of Merlon, (fee p. 52.) the feat of our hofpi-

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table vicar, the Rev. Mr. ^ohn Foulkes. The epitaph gives the 

dcfccnt :

This at prefcnt is the tomb of the family of Mr. Foulkes^ of 
Mertofi. On the top arc cut, as I fuppofc, the arms of the fa- 
mily from whom he derives his right, quarterly for his firft coat 
a flag, by which I imagine that the bearer derived^ his defcenir^ 
from Hedd Molwynog^ lord of Uwcb Aledy and one of the fifteen 
tribes, and cotemporary with Dajydd op Owen Gwynedd. If the 
reader will give himfelf the trouble of turning to p. 56 of the 
fecond volume of my PFel/h Tour, he will find a recital of the 
great deeds of the houfe. 
Of Willi AMI. The next is the place of interment of P^^ JViUiams, of Aftr- 

ton Tfglan, who died January 19th, 1671. 

His arms fliew hhn to have derived his dcfccnt from the 
above-mentioned Ednowen Bendew^ quarterly with thofe of 
Edwyn^ lord of "Tegengl. The family fell to decay, and the part 
of the eftate which lay in our parifli was purchafed by my 
fether, and the name changed to that of Kin/ale (fee p, 52.) from 
the late owner having made that place his refidencc. 

The following quaint rhyme, on another grave-ftone, may 
conclude with much propriety this part of the funebrial fubjeA»

north wall not inelegant. 

All are fmall. The firft has the figure of a man and woman 
kneeling on oppofite fides of a delk. Two fons are behind the 
man, and three daughters behind the woman, in the fame at- 
titudes. They arc mpft neatly engraven on a tablet of white 
marble, and the whole included in a very neat frame. The in- 
fcription gives their brief tale :

Tradition is warm in her 
praife, and full of her domeftic virtues, and the particular at- 
tention that (he Ihewed in obliging her domeftics, of each re- 
ligion, to attend their relpeftive churches.

* were lovely and pleafant In their lives, and in their death they 

* were not divided.' They died within a day or two of each other, 
at Gloddaetby in Caernarvonftoirey and were interred in the neigh- 
boring church of Eglwys Rhos. They are here mentioned as 
the firft of the family who were interred out of the antient vault 
of the houfe of Moftyn.

* Merfeyi and to the North (at times) the ifle of Man and th? 
Cumierland jSps^tht frequent prcfages of bad weather. 
f HA&oi. • The Rdfhans took advantage of this elevated fituatiori, and 

placed on its fummit a Pharos, to conduft the navigators to 
and from Dw^, along the difficult channel of the Seteia Pmus^ 
The building is ftill remaining. It is tolerably entire; its 
form is circular; the inner diameter twelve feet ayid a half; 
die thicknefs of the walls four feet four inches. The doors, 
or entrances, are opppBte to each other; over each is a 
fquare funnel, like a chinuiey, which opens on the outfide, about 
half-way up the building. On each fide is a window. About 
four feet from the ground are three circular boles, lined with 
mortar, as is frequent in Roman buildings ; and penetrate the 
^hple wail, ler purjiofes now wiknown. 

' WiTKfNSiDE are the vcfliges of a ftair-cafe, which led to the 
jSoors, of which th^re appear to have been two. Along fuch 
part of the upper, which was confpicuous from the channel, are 
£Tght/a)aJljRj«are openings, cafcd with frce-ftone (the reft of 
ithe iHiiMii:ig being of rude lime-ftone, bedded in hard mortar) 
4MKi eaehof di^e were feparated by wooden panneb, placed ii) 
iljsep^grooves, the laft ftill in a perfeA ftate. In each of thefe 
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partitions were placed the lights, which the Romans thought nc- 
ceflary to keep diftinft, or to prevent from running into one, 
left they fhould be miftakcn by feamen for a ftar. Periculum in 
corrivatione ignium^ nefidus exiftimetur. 

To the building is very evidently a broad and raifcd road, 
pointing from the eaft ; and near its upper end arc the marks of 
a trench, which furrounded and gave protection to this ufeful 
edifice. It certainly had in later times been repaired, or perhaps 
applied to fome other ufe, for in one part is a piece of timber 
which could not have been aboriginal. 

Thb curious crofs called Maen Achwynfany or the ftone of MaekAchwyk- 
lamentation, ftands in a fmall field oppofite to the gate which 
opens from the turnpike-road into Garreg^ It takes its name, in 
all probability, from the penances, which were often finilhed be- 
fore fuch facred pillars i attended with weeping, and the 
ufual marks of contrition : for an example, near Stafford ftood 
one called the weeping crofsy a name analogous to ours. This 
^is of an elegant form and fculpture j is twelve feet high, two 
feet four inches broad at the bottom, and ten inches thick. The 
bafe is let into another ftone. The top is round, and includes^ 
in raifed work, the form of a Greek crofs. Beneath, about the 
middle, is another, in the form of St. Andrew^ % : and under that, 
a naked figure, with a fpear in his hand. (Sofe to that, on the 
fide of the column, is reprefented fome animal. The reft is 
covered with very beautiful fret-work, like what may be feen on 
other pillars, of antient datCy in feveral parts of Great Britain. I 
do not prefunrie (after the annotator on Camden has given up the' 
point) to attempt a guefs at the age ; only muft obfcrve, that 
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It. muft have been previous to the reign of grofs fuperftitioit 
among the JVeljh^ othcrwife the fculptor would have employed 
his chizzel in ftriking out legendary ftories, inftcad of the ekgimt 
knots and interlaced work that cover the ftonc. 

Those, who fuppofe it to have been erefted in memory of 
the dead (lain in battle on the fpot, draw their argument from 
the number of adjacent tunuili^ containing human booes, nmi. 
fculls often marked with mortal wounds; but thefe earthy lis 
pulchres are of more antient times than the ekgant fculpture of 
this pillar will admit. This likcwife (from the croflfcs) isevidcndf 
a Chriftim monument. The former were only in ufe in pagan days. 
CiLLi. Therb is likewife^ near to it, an antient chaf^iel, now a &rm^ 
\kOVL&^ called Gdlh or the Uazel-gr^vcy the name of an adjacent 
traft. This might have relation to the crofs j as well as a place 
for performance di divine lifrvice to the abbot of Bafingwerk, 
who had a houfc at no great diftance. This traft (mis-lpelt by 
the Englijbj Gettly)^ with the weod (at that tiaK on it) wia^ 
granted by Edward I. to the abbot and .convent, on the tenth of^ 
Na^mhr^ at Wefimk^er^ before the* death of our laft prince. 
He alfoi gave him power «> grul> up the wood ; which by 
^ the nakednefs of the place appears to have been done moft 
^fieaually. 

- Farthsu to tife weft is another inclofcd mountain called: 
GW> my own property i part is covered with hazels and large 
white- thorn trees (perhaps a continuation of dte G^)y part is 
-^ery rocky, part a fine fliecp-walk. In many places were fc-* ' 
▼eral druidical circles, which I believe are now injured by the 
removal of the ftooes for various ufes* In the rougher parts of 
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this lAdoTure arc eften fcfcn vipers, which always prefer the dry 
and funny parts of a country. 

' On Sarn-Hwlkifh a little cosntnon to the eaft ofGloly was a 
very, long but low tummlus^ fuppofcd by the vulgar to have 
been a gianfs grave^ fix>m a tradition that one of our Ions of 
Anak had been there interred. It probably did cover the 
renmins of fome Bri$yb heroes of the common fize, who 
there found their grave, after fome fierce iftion, I have before 
fuppofcd to have happened before the place. 

The townlhip of T^r^r-AhhoU one of the eight which compofe 
our parifli, joins to diis |>art of "^ttt-M^fiyru In it ftands the 
houfe of the fanK name, originally the country-feat of the tbbod 
of Bajm^mrk. but long fince the property of the Dauies'sy latdlf 
fold to Edward J&ties^ of IVepre^ efq. From the proof that 
gendeman has given of his literary abilities in drawing up the 
refolutions of the Holywell afibciadon, in December 1792, I 
muft lament riiey are not oftener exerted, the occafion alone ex- 
cepted. 

This townfhip was once exempted from the payment of 
tythcs by a modus j originally gHKed by the abbot of Bq^g" 
V)erky but wluch by negligence has been t<Kally loft. 

Thb houfe, in Mr. Miles Davies, produced .a very extraordi- 
nary genius indeed 1 The talents of this Ccentric gentlenhaii 
were poetical. He lived about the year 1716, and publiflied 
three volumes of his Athena BritannUa. In his Mgrtii Ca^ 
lendiejive laudes Cambro Brkmma^ is a Latin poem on St. 
Davids Day. I never could get the fight of the books, but 
was indebted to the Rev. William Cole, late of Milton, near 
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Cambridge^ for the following extradt j which will, I dare fcy» 
content the reader, as it does me.

Having reached the fardicft part of our parifh, to die north- 
weft, I return along the great heath Mynydd Tegen, or ^egen^ 
Mountain^ which yet preferves the antient name of Tegengly 
which comprehended the three modern hundreds of Cole/bill, 
Preftatyn^ and Rudland. It had been the property of Edwin^ 
dcfcended* from Rodsricktht Great, and called prince ofTegengL 
Hk Lfysy or royal refidence, was, in 1041, near Lianeurgan or 
Northop. This common, for I cannot call it mountain, ftretches 
aloiig the whole of the higher parts of our parifh, and is covered 
with the erica vulgaris^ or dRimon heath. It feeds numbers 
W of (heep, and is part of the mineral traft oi Flintjhire. 
LlVn Helyg. The manor of Moftyn^ of which^ Sir Rogjsr Moftyn is lord, 

includes the greateiT)art of the mountain, and reaches to the fed. 
It was derived from the heirefs of the houfe, defcended from 
her anceftor, prince Edwin. 

A LARGB piece of water, now well ftocked with filh, made 
by Sir Roger Mofyn, baronet, grandfather to the prefent owner, 

lies 
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Ecs near that end of the heath. . In the winter it is the refcHt of 
ducks and teal 

On the call -fide of Moftyn pool, in Tegen mountain, is a.grave P^^s Captaiw. 
bounded at each end by a rude ftone, above four feet high. It 
contains the remains of captain Edward Morgan^ of the adjacent 
houfe ofPlds Captain^ and of the refpeftable family of the A&r- 
gans, of Gwlgray, in the adjoining parifli of Llan AJaph. Some 
years ago a perfon of ftrange curiofity opened the grave, and 
found the Ckeleton. On the head was a red cap, I think of 
velvet, and round his neck a filk handkerchief. By him lay his 
fword, and his helmet; and beneath the Ikcleton two bullets, 
which had fallen out of the body on its diflblution i all which verify 
the report of his having been flain in battle, or in. fome Ikirmifh 
during the civil wars^ and that he was interred, according to his 
wiih, under the fpot on which he fell. In a coUeftion of pede- 
grees lent to me by Thomas Gryffitby efq. of Rhualy I find this 
fliort memorial of the captain, in the pedcgree of his family : 
* Capt. Edward Morgan, flain at Chejhire raifc.' If he was flain 
in that county, I cannot fuppofe that his body would have been 
carried fo far^ nor can I accoui^ for this relation, or for the 
body being found here, unlcfs that the above is a miftake,. and 
that he fell in fome flcirmifli near to his own houfc. 

At a fmall diftance from Plds Captaitty is Plds-mawr, at pre* 
fent the property of Sir Edward Price Lloyd, bare, of Pengwern, in 
right of his worthy grandmother, Frances, daughter and heirefs 
to Bell Jones, fecrecary in the civil board of ordnance in the 
Tower. He erefted a handfome monument in Whtteford church 
in memory of his father Robert Jones, and others of his predeccf- 
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fors. He ditd, and was buried in the chapel of the ToWsr, 
aged 49, near the remabs of his wife Frances^ who died N$^ 
vernier 24*, lyaj, aged 48. 

About a mile farther, the turnpike, which is named the Flitf/ 
road, croffes the upper road from Newmarket to HofyweliJ 

It is the firft turnpike known on the Hofybead road. The 
aft was obtained in 1755, and contained, befides the diftrift of 
Flinty thofe of Ellefmerey Cbefter^ and Mold, The part in queftion 
is called Uwybr-blr^ or the longrpatb, for it extends along the 
mountain weftward, as far as Brick-kiln. 

On the right hand, as you pafs towanls that hanilet, on a 
rocky elevated part, called GelH, is a multitude of loofc ftoncs, 
lying on the furface. They are of the Kme-ftone kind, mere 
itifu/esy affuming moft Angular forms *, {omc are excavated, and 
often perforated. This muft have been done when they were in a 
foft ftate, for fince their formation nothing has fallen on them but 
the rain of heaven, and that could not efFeft the phenomenon. 

Scattered over this part of rfie mountain are fcveral rounded 
tumuli i and to the left, at fome diftance,- is a work, pro- 
bably coeval with them, •n the flopc of the weft part erf" 
the race-ground is an entrenchment of a circular form, about 
a hundred and fixty-thrce feet in diameter, furrounded with a 
low bank, and on the outfide of that with a ditch j in one part 
very Ihallow, in the other more deep. This circle could not 
have been defigned as a poft, or place of retreat from an enemy. 
Its entrenchment is weak, and it might eafily be commanded 
from above by the rifing-ground. Poffibly it might have been 
for fome religious purpofe, or for a place of council, or for ha- 
ranguing 
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mngulng the people, who might affemblc round the outfide, and 
readily hear what was delivered to them. 

On returning along Llwybr-bir^ I rejoin the Newmarket road, 
at the place I had left it, near a great inclofurc belonging to Sir 
Roger Mojlyn^ called Ty^maen. Within, near to the road, is a 
great mount, now planted with fir-trees, the fite of a caftelet, 
probably a feat of Owen Bendew, which my fncnd and fellow- 
traveller, the late Rev. Jobn LlcyJ, fuppofed to have been one 
of the habitations of that chieftain. Ow^r was lord of Tegengl 
in 1079, and one of the fifteen tribes of N<frtb Wales. He 
was diftinguifhed by the name of Pendew, or Bendew. I have 
confulted Davies's^ and all . our didionaries, and can find no 
other tranflation of the word than Tbick-fctdL Of him arc 
defcended, as the MS. of the Rev. Lewis Owen (my authority) 
fay, many worthy families, among them libel ap Rotperty arch- 
deacon of Tegengl, who was living in the years 1375 and 
13931 ^nd the BUbels, and a great many families beGdes. I 
might venture to mention the living defcendants of the great 
Bendew ; for the unfortunate idea of character imprefled by the 
capiomen is entirely worn out. Thiy are only to be known by 
their arms, argent, three boars heads couped, a cbevron fable. 

Th« extinct families were the Wynnes^ of Galedlom, and 
Caerwis; Piers of LUmafapb and of Merton T/gloHy and the 
fViUiams's of Merton^ both of the parifh of Wbitefordi the 
Parry 5 y of Colejbill and Bafingwerk j the Ffacbnalts^ o{ Ffacbnalts^ 
in the parifli of MQld\ and the Griffitbsy iX Panty IJ0 wndjy in 
Lknbafa parilh, and Griffiths of Caerwis hall j all of whom are 
Qow extind, unlefs it may be b the female line. 
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A LITTLE farther on the left, on the common, are two raifed 
mounts of a conoid fliape, called Gorjeddau^ a name common to 
all of the fame kind. According to our learned Rowlands (fee 
p. d^ it is derired from the cuftom which the -Druids had of 
fitting aloft on them, when they pronounced their fent^ences, and 
made their folemn orations to the people. * Multa^ fzys C^ar, 
^'de Deorum immortalium vi etfotejiate dijputanty et juventute tra^ 
^'duntJ* The cuftom of promulging the laws in the IJUof Man 
from their Tinwald, a larger but fimilar mount, has its origin in 
Druidifm. A certain officer takes the place of the Bruidy and 
makes known to the people, who ftand- beneath, the inftitution of 
the new law. 

On the mountain oppofite to the place called PenJffSrdd j 
Waeriy are other remains of the antient Britmsy one or two 
tumuliy and near one of them an upright ftone ; and a little 
farther is. another, its tumulus poffibly deftroycd. Thefe are the 
Meini Gwyr, Meini Hiriony and Llecbey differently denominated in 
different places. Thefe were fometimes memorials of great 
events, fometimes monumenul,,as in the prefent cafe. There 
are illuftrations of both in tKe book of Genefisy ch. xxxv. v. v. 
14, 20. On the pillar which Jacoi erefted, after he had the 
gracious favor of converfing wirfi the Deity face to face; he 
made a libation of oil.: on that raifed on the grave of his wife 
Rachely he omitted that refpetSh ^ 

I NOW advance towards my Conclufion, and Ihall attempt the 
more intercfting topics of the rural oeconomy of my native 
jarifl), and Its mineral and commercial advantages. In rcfpeft 

to 
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to fizc and population^ it may rank among the moft important 
ki this divifion of our principality. 

It is bounded on the eafl: by the Cbefter Channel^ the Seteia 
jEfiuarium oi Ptolemy. Its inhabitants at that time were the Or^ 
dovices 5 but whether in fo long a period any of the anticnt 
blood at prefent runs in our veins, is extremely uncertain. The 
' fbuthem boundary of this pariih is that o( Holywell i the northern, 
diofe oi Han AJapby Newmarket ^ and Cwm\ and the weftern, 
thoie of J'remercbion and Caerwis. 

Thb whole length of the pariih, from its eaftern extremity, not 
fer from HoUmutf turnpike-gate, to the extremity of the townfhip 
^re^r^-Abboty is about four miles two furlongs. Its greatcft 
breadth, from the fea-fide near Uanercb-y-mar^ to FoeUday ad- 
joining to TJkiviog pariih, is near three miles four furlongs. The 
northern part, which is its length, is in general a rapid defcent 
of two miles three quarters and 136 yards, reckoning from 
Pen-y-ffordd Waeriy to Uanerch-y-mSr. All beyond to the 
fbuth and to the weft is l^egen mountain, or the old l^egeniay a 
large extent of plain fwelling into gentle rifings, covered chiefly 
with heath, and mixed with grafs, unlefs where the lime-ftone 
ftratum appears above the furface. 

Being on the fpot, I fhall give firft fome account of our MiwEXAts. 
minerals, the fource of wealth to the land-owner, and of wealth, 
butoftener poverty, -to the adventurous miners, who, like ad- 
venturers in a lottery, to which miners may truly be compared, 
are tempted by the good fortune of others to rifque and fre- 
quently lofe their all. If they arc fuccefsful, they never think 
of a future day, but enjoy their fortune in good living, forgetful 
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q( the pains ie coft thcm» tiJA all- ia gonc> and they are again 
compelled to take to hard laboc. After a life of dtffipatioQ they 
fink under the fetigue^ lofe their health, and early beconQc a 
burthen to the comniunityj by adding to the load o£ paupeia 
under which it groans. 
Wot RED BT THE Thjs Want of gun-powder, in early times, with the Ronums, 
was a great impediment. Inftead, we find that great fires were 
\ifed i the rock intcnfely heated, and cracks formed m it by the 
fudden infufion of water j Pliny fays of vinegar. The wedge on 
pick-ax was then infinuated into the apertures, and the (bone or 
ore forled out. Miners ofi:en difcover the marks of fire in 
antient mines. I am in pofiefilon of a little wedge, five indies 
and a quarter long, prcfented to me by the late Mr. Sme^ey^ of 
Ba^t HaU^ difcovcred in working the deep fiflbres of Ddar 
Gocb rockx in the pariih ofDifertb^ in this county. This little 
inftrumcnt affords a proof of its antiquity, by being almoft in- 
tircly incrufted with lead ore. It had probably lain in the courfe 
of fome fubterraneous ftream, which had brought along with it 
the leaden particles, and depofited them on the iron* 
TBsxa Tqou. Pick-axis of an uncommon bulk, and very clumly, have 
been difcovered in the bottom of the mineral trenches ; thefe 
leem to have been the fame with the fraffaria of the Romans^ 
pick-axes of enormous fize, ufed by the miners in the goki 
mines of Spain. Buckets of fingular conftru6lion> and other 
things of ufes unknown at prefent, have been found among the 
antient mines. 

Mr good friend, that thorough honefl: nune-agent Mn 
^omas Edwar^y of Saitb jUhrfd^ lately brought to me zfrac^ 
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taria and a wedge, found in a (haft in our parifh, at the depth 
of fixty yards. The wedge had at the riiickcr end a fquare 
perforation, through which a (lick was to be thruft, which was 
hcW by a man,whUfl: another, with repeated ftrokes of a mallet,. 
drove the inftrument into a cradc it was to force open. 

I AM alfo indebted to Mr. Edwards for a plate of lead of the 
/kape of the fole of a (hoe, with an elevated rim round the (ides, 
and fomUhed alfo with a hooked handle to hang it in the fUTures 
of the rocks of the mines, evidently defigned to have placed on 
it a lamp, to give the miners light in their fubterraneous opera- 
dons* This and another were found at the depth of fixty yards 
in a Rmnan mine. 

Our mineral traft is from Pen-yr-aJlt^ or Bryn-digri, in a line Mihsxal Tsact. 
to the wcftern borders of Holywell parifh. Its extent to north 
and fouth is very narrow. The turnpike road by Kefyn and P«r. 
y-ffordd fFaen. as far as Creecas, defcribes its courfc eaft and weft. 
This part goes under the name of the Wbtteford Rah, and is 
nearly the fummit of the parifh in this part. The veins on the 
eaft fide, when they dip into the fields, fcarcely ever bear. 

The veins run either north or fouth, or eaft or weft : the ' 

laft are generally found moft profitable. It is Angular, that the 
ore got in the firft fcarcely ever produces filver worth the re- 
finer's labor. 

The ores differ in quality. The lamellatcd or common Liad O^eu 
kind, ufually named potter's ore, yields from fourteen hundred 
to fixtecn hundred and a quarter of lead from twenty hundred 
of the ore: but the laft produce is rare. 
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. ; The quantity pf filver produced from pur lead is alfo van-i 
able. The upper part of a vein of lead ore is always richcft 
in filver j the bottom^ in lead. Our refiners will aflay any lead 
that will yield ten ounces in the ton of lead and upwards. , The 
ufual produce is fourteen ounces ; fixceen haVc been gotten ^ 
but acquifitions of that kind within this circuit arc extremely 
uacommon. 

On the fide of the Wbitefcrd Rake are the ruins of a large 
building called Carrickfergus^ probably from being founded by 
feme adventurer frorti that town, for the purpofc of fmclting 
the ore got in its neighborhood. It is near a century oldj and 
crefted when the furnaces were conftrufted in a manner very 
different fi-om thofe of the prefent times j for by the remains of 
the chimnies they feem to have been formed like thofe of the 
modern iron-furnaces.. 

The depth of our lead-mines arc various. Rich veins have 
been difcovered to the depth of ninety yards. 

Th» veins are found either in the limc-ftone rock or that of 
chert. Thefe frequently go to unknown depths j the ore is pur- 
futd extremely far indeed 5 and when it ceafes, the unprofitable 
is ufually found eo confift of fpar. 

Gravel ore, or lumps, from forty tons weight to the fize o£ 
a hazel-nut, are often difcovered in what the miners call jfa/j, or 
loofe ground full of gravel, tumblers>and the like. It is rounded 
and fmoothed on the furface, as if it had been rolled in violent 
waters : but withm is pure, lamellated, and rich. It is a. potter's 
pre, reduced to this form by accident.

LEAD AND COPPER ORE. 

ThUre .is;i¥> ^focrtaaning the quantity of lead ore which is 
an|i\MUy taken up in. our parifli> nor yet that of lead exported. 
It is included in the coftom-houfe books at Cb^eri in the general 
account of the produce of the mineral parts of this county, and 
that oiDadngb, The number of tons wcported in 1792, is. as 
follows: 
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About fifty years ago about ftvcntcen hundred weight ofcop-f Copper Oae^ 
per ore was difcovered in a tenement of my father's called Caibe^ 
rine George's > which on beii^g affaycd was found to be very rich : 
but none has been difcovered fince^ notwithftanding the ground 
has been diligently fearched. 

Lapis CALAMiNARis^or calamine^ isfbund in very great quan* Calamikv, 
tities almoft the whole way I have mentioned> but increafes in 
plenty as we advance eaflward* It is found in veins like lead ore, 
often by itfelf i fometimes mixed with ore, which renders the break- 
ing and feparating a work of labor and expence % what is found 
in thefe parts is generally of the cavernous, boney, or cancellated' 
kinds. This mineral was the Cadmia of P/rVpr, lib. xxxiv* c. lo; 
and the Stone-cadmia oiStrabo^ lib. iii. 248. The Romans knew 
its ufes in making of brafs ; therefore cannot be fuppofed to have 
overlooked fo neceflary an ingredient. The remains of the brafs- 
founderies, difcovered in our kingdom^ fhew^ that they were ac* 

quainted 
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quairitcd with it. The knowicgc of this mkiertl in ftftcr*aget 
was long lofl:. Before the reign of BJizatefhj much was im- 
ported from Swedeni but at that period it was dtfcovered agaia 
in the Mendip-biUs j and, fortunately, at the fame time diat the 
working of the copper-^nines in thofe of Cumierimid was re- 
newed. Our county abounds with iti but, till within thefe 
fixty years, we were fo ignorant of the value, as to mend our 
roads widi it; which have of late years been turned up in a hun- 
dred places moft fuccefsfully to recover the toft wealth. It was 
John Barrow. 7^^^ BarroWj a miner, from the MenJip-btOs (whom I well re- 
member living in this parifh) who firft made us acquainted widi 
this valuable mineral, having long worked in the calamine mhies 
of his own country. 

It appears that this mineral traft (which is called the Panr^ 
win) has yielded ore from very early times. In the laft Century 
there have been no very rich veins : but then it is almoft always 
yielding fomething, and of later years has been particularly 
produAive of calamine. In the beginning of this century Sir 
Tbomas Grojven^wr had a good mine of lead ore on thfe fide of 
Ac road. My grandfether^ had another. The bencvoleht, chari- 
table Mr. Edwards^ oiBrinfhrdy had another. The Mr. Jones ^ of 
Cefytii had another. The laft is faid to have put a trap- door to the 
top of the ihaft, and to have locked it, and made ufe of the trea-^ 
furc below as a bank, which he had recourfe to according to his 
wants. All thefe mines are on the fame vein, which is an eaft 
and weft. Sir Thomas Grofvenour's mine was included in the vaft 
mineral grant, pofleflcd by his anceftor, fee Tour 'in fTales, i. p. 76.

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AQ tbt other freehotd^^ work on their refpe&ive freeholds. Sir 
/?^^^ M^j^» on his manor o( Moftyn^ and on his freehold. 

A Mr. Francis Leicefter^ of VoHttbaS^ gives an account of 
this vein in a ihiall pamphlet, called ^ The Ikfk Mine Adven* 
^ turc/ publilhcd in 1702. He ftyfes Wmfelf the prefent leffec, 
and givcs> I befieve^ a good plan of the vein in* an annexed 
map* 

Black Jack, Zinc^ Pfeud^gaknaf is met with in large quanti^ Black Jack* 
ties near the eaftern tyAtemxf of tl^ pari(h. It is found to anfwer 
the purpoles of calamine*. It has hitherto been only exported 
to Brijioli and is fold there at the rate of 4/. la^.^ ton, deli- 
vcrcd* We have it in a metallic form, of a bkieifh grey color, 
and again of the colors of the dark femi-pdTwrid ambers. 
Cronjtidy ii. p. 779. Magellan's cd. calls the firft, Zincum ferro 
Julpburato mmralifatum i the other, Zincum cakifcnne cum 
firrojulpburatum. 

This iemi-metal, and its ore, has been long known in India, 
and imported from thence in a metallic ilatei under the name of 
tiUmtagy as early as the year 1647. It had even been fufed in 
the G^Znr mines, as early as 1617. Yet the lecret of its being 
an ingredient in making brafs, did not reach us till the year 1738 5 
when it was communicated to us by Mr. Van Swob. I refer 
to the learned Bifhop JVatJen^ entertaining and inftruftive works,' 
for a full account of this ufefiil mincraL Let me here inform 
the reader from the fame authority, (iv. p. a.) that by the ac- 
cident of the JDi^/fifr taking a Pcrtuguefe (hip laden with cala- 
mine, we learn the origin of the name, it being, derived from the 
jirahic^ calam^ the fame mineral as our calamine^ which is 

plentifully 
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plentifully found in the peninfula o( NUlacta, and probably ia. 
other parts o( India. 
MitL«Di8TEMPEi. A MOST excruciatlng^ and often fetal dilbrderj frequently at- 
tacks the miners who work in the hard veins of lead ore, or of . 
black jackj or of fuch as are folid and lodged between fides, or' 
iffimerfed in dxe rock. The diibrder b called the Fefyn^ from 
Felyn^ a mill. It 'may be tranflated into MiU-diftemper, becaufc 
it was at firft dioft frequeiit in the (hielting-r mills ; but for a 
confiderable time paft. has ceafed In.thoie buiklings; and that 
happinefs may be dated from the period in which lime has been 
ufed as a flux for the lead ores. 

In the mines it arifes from the workmen being obliged to 
ufe the pick-axe in the hard veins to get the ore out. The mi- 
nute particles fly about, and are taken down into the itomad^ 
and into the lungs. This occafions a moft obftinatecoftivenefs» 
attended with mofl: dreadful pains, which have .been known to 
lafl: fourteen, and even twenty-one days, and atcerdcd wilh a 
ftrong fymptomatic fever. . . ./ 

* William Spencer^ a miner, worked in Meilwr, (a mii)e Miar 

* Holywell) in a clofe confined fitiiation, and where the ore was 

* of a particular hard nature. He was attacked annually, during 
•.fifteen oi; fixtecn years, (ufually in the fpring) with an acute 

* pain in the pit of his ftomach, extending itfelf downwards, with 

* a griping pain in the bowels j and attended with a violent 

* reaching, vomiting, coftivenefs, and tenefmus. His bowels

favorite amufements, I rofe from my bed, with the grateful pro- 
fpeft of pafling the remainder of my days with my prior aftivity 
little impairedi thankful to Providence for gracioufly adding 
this bicfling to the numbers of others it has (howered on mc 
during ray long and various life. 
Chert. Chert, which I have mentioned before^ as being often the 
lodgement of the mineral veins, is thtpelrofikx^ and lapis corneus^ 
ofCrGnJtedti i. 1 89. It is. of a flinty nature, and the only one of that 
clafs^ we have in our county. Nodular flints, the attendant on chalks^ 
are quite unknown here. This is in the neighborhood oflime-flonc^ 
as flints arc concomiunt with chalk. It is an opaque flone,.fome- 
times plain, often varied with ftripes. 1 have fpoken.of it as a ma- 
trix; of the ores. I now confider it as ufcful in manufadlurcs. It is 
frequently cut out of its quarries in great mafTes, and fent to the 
pottery countries of Staffbnijbirey Brit ^Jot the purpofes of form- 
ing Hones to grind and comminute the calcined flints, which are 
the great ingredients in the (tone ware ; and I think, it is itfelf 
calcined, aad being homogeneous with the purer flints, ferves alfo 
for the fame purpofesi* Much o£ it is &und in the midft of our 
bills, finking, as I have faid, to depths unknown. In Sir Roga: 
Mofiyri% land, near Pen-yr-allty where the upper part of the pa- 
rifh hangs abrupt over the lower, it forms the broken precipitous 
front, and has been of late quarried out for exportation. Bifbop 
WatJoHy (ii. 263) fays, that it fells in 'Dtrlyjbiu at eight Ibilfings 
ton.. The duke of Rutland contents himfclf with five fhillings 
fer ton> as lord of the rock.. The workmen have three fhillings 
£)r raifingf I leave the reader to confult the right reverend au^ 

tboc 
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thor for the procefs of calciniiig, &c. The knowlege may be 
of ufe to my countrymen, whether it is any way related to the 
Petunfe of die CbmefSy p. 273. It may not be wrong to eonfult 
our late legatine voyage;rs to China (or that purpofe. 

Our lime-ftone is a genuine marble, often pure, often filled 
vrith entrocbi and fliellsj compofed entirely of homogeneous 
matter. I haive mentioned the immcnfity of the beds : but it is 
often £bttnd mixed with calamine and ore. Its ufes cannot be 
unknown to any, whether in building, whether for the purpofes 
of agriculture. I am fenfible its application is nor extended as 
far as it ought to be \ (but more of that under th% article 
Rural (EcmoffTf.) Here I may fay that it is the common flux 
ufed by the fmclters in the fufing the lead ores ; which has taken 
off miich of the noxious effed it formerly had on die fmelters, who 
were engaged in the operation, and on the catde who fed on the 
grafs within reach of the fmoke. 

• Ok the weft fide' of Celyn rake, is a large ftratum of a 
deep grey lime-ftone, which, when calcined, makes, mixed with 
common Hme,. an excellent cement or terras, for works con* 
ftruded in irater. It is nearly equal to the Aberdbur ftone from 
&mlb ^o&j,. of which much has been imported for the ufes of 
oiijr great buildings on the HefyweHQrczm. 

Of fpars we have in abundance the white opaque kind ; but 
I think none of the fine refrafting fpars, or the Cryjiallum Iflan^. 
dkmn^ which is frequent in the neighboring pari(hes. 

Pjbt&oleum, rock-oil, or what the ff^eJ^ call it y menmtyU' 
VHtbJig% or &iries butter, has been found in the lime-ftone ftrata 

S 2. in 
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in our mineral countay. It is a grcafy fuWlancc, of an agreea* 
ble fmell; and I fuppofe afcribed to the benign part of thofe 
imaginary bebgs. It is efteemed ferviceable in rheumatic cafes, 
rubbed on the parts afFcded. It retains a place in our Dilpcnlkry. 
I SHALL juft mention two or three adventitious bodies difco- 
vered at vaft depths in our mines. We have been often fiir- 
prifcd with finding great rude logs of timber, at the depth of 
twenty-five or forty-five yards under ground. They are quite 
rough, and totally freed from any fufpicion of having been ufcd 
in the mines, even had they not been met with in new or un- 
worked ground, in blue clay, and amidll tumblers. They are 
firm and ftrong when firft taken up, and of a black color, as if 
they had been burnt. 

Shells, efpecially concha ancmue, are very common, fome- 
rimes loofe, but more frequcnriy immerfed in the lime-ftone. 

I NOW quit the heights, and go dowh a ftccp defccnt, about 
half a mile, into the lower part of the parifli. The mouth of e 
levels and a fhallow fliafi: near it, difcovers the change of ftrata. 
The chert and the lime-ftone quite difappear, and in their place 
appear firft the beds of fliale, black, fhattery, and foon diffoluble 
when expofed to the weather. It is the fymptom. of approach-^ 
ing coal, and the covering. Cronftedl^ u 259, calls ita pyrita- 
ceous Jcbiftus^ and gives it other epithets, according to its con- 
tents. It is often found in beds of immenfe thicknefs, and often 
filled with inflanunable air, which frequently burfts out to the 
gi»at inconveniency and danger of the workmen. It is alfo im» 
pregnated with bitumen, which adds to its powers. In many 
parts of the kingdom it is found to contain quantities of alum; 

and 
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and to be worked for the purpofe of extrafting from it that ufe- 
fu^article. The trial is wordi making. In our parts we have 
Ac fame advantages of coal for the procefs, and water-carriage 
for the exportation^ as WTrithy has. Coals begin to appear in 
their unprofitable beds^ at a fmall diftance to the eaft ; half a 
mile further^ in great bodies^ and of an excellent quality. 

The collieries of iW^» and Bychtm have been worked for a CoLLtBiisf. 
very confiderable fpace ; and in the lafl: century fupplied DuUimnd 
die eaftern fide o( Ireland with coals« They were difcovered in the 
townfhip oi Mqfiyn^ as early as the time oi Edward I. as appears 
by an extent of that place, in the twenty-third year of that reign. 

I REMEMBER many fluduations in their ftate. They are now 
in the moft flourifhing which I ever remember, inferior only to 
that in which they were in the latter end of the late, and the be- 
ginning of the prcfent century. The rife of the* collieries at JVhite^ 
baven, which, interfered jwith our trade, to Dublmy wa$ . one. caufe 
of their decline;, but another great caufe was a natxii-al one, the 
lofs of the clwinpl of the river. Dee. ^ We ftill load a few fmall 
vcffels for the neighboring coafts oi North JVaku But our prc- 
fent profperity arifcs frocn the great works of copper- plates, 
bolcs^and {hcgthyigs/oriliips, andjhe^worksjof brafieftablifhed 
of k>te years, near the towa oi Hofy^ell.^^ ^Tj) 'them, may be 
added the confumptign occafion^ by the increafe o( population, 
by the accefiion of the cotton, xn^ufaduresi and, filially, thje vaft 
quantities ufcd fof burnipg pf lime, the cffed^ of the happy in- 
provement io agriculfurca annually incrcafi^ig'. for ^numbers » of 
years.

they immerge between the eftuary of the Dee, are difcovered again 
on the fouth-fide of FHral, in Cbejhire, as if correlpondxng with 
fome of the Flinfjhire. They remain as yet loft on the northern 
part of the fame hundred, but arc found a third time in vaft 
quantities in Lancajhire, on the oppofite fide of the Merfej. 
Their extent from weft to eaft, in this country, may be rec- 
koned fix)m the parifli of Llanafa, through thofe of Wbiteford^ 
Holywell, Plint, Nortbop, and Hawarden. Our coal is of differ- 
ent qualities, fuited to the variety of demands of the feveral forts 
of founderies in the neighborhood. Sometimes is alfo found the 
[ieacock-coal of Dr. Plot, 'remarkable for the beauty of its fur- 
face, gloffed over with the changeable J>rilliancy of the colors 
of that beautiful bird.

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Canal Coau The beds of canal are inferior indeed in elegance to thofe of 

Lancajbircj but greatly coveted by the lime- burners. 

Coals were known to the Britons^ before the arrival of the 
Romansy who had not even a name for them; ycc Tbeo^ 
phrajlus dcfcribes them very accurately, at left three centuries 
before the time of defar j and even fays that they were ufed 
by workers in brafs. It is highly probable that the Britons 
made uie of (hem. It is certain they had a primitive name 
for this foflilj that of Glo ; and as a farther proof^^I may add,. that 
a flint-ax, thejnftrument o( thtMiorigines of our ifland, was'dif- 
ciwered ftuck. in^ceirtain veins of coal^-expofed to day in Craig y 
Paf^xhtsMontfioutl^ire', and in fuch a fituation-as jto render it 
very acceflibk to the unexperienced natives, who, in early times, 
were. incapable ofpurfuiag the veins to any gseao- depths. The 
artlefs fmckers of antient times made ufe of wood only in their 
operations, as we find among the reliques of their hearths. 

F;ieb-Stone. At a fhort diftance from the fhale appear the beds of free- 

ftone, firftonthefide o£ the ding\c Nanty H,ind from thence 
above the coal, terminating in the cliffs in the parts of ^re Bycb*

* wife were the two buckets; and the -ends of the rope, after the

^ whole frame of the engine was ftirred and moved out of its 
5 place ; imd thofe men's clothes, caps, and hats, that efcaped, 

* were afterwards found fliattered to pieces, and thrown amongft

Another of thefe damps happened in the &me lands within AMOTaxaiv xj^u 
my memory. In the year 175 1» one man was beitt to pieces in 
the bottom of the pit. Two othevs were taken^ Mp aliirc, but 
died foon after ; ^ and two others furvived, but were moft dread«- 
iliUy burnt: and one who is now Uving, remabs a dreadful evi- 
dence of the effeds of the damp. All his fingers burnt ofl^ and 
his vifiige teiribly disfigured.

The evolutions of the lerft, and their beautiful iu^nfion irt 
the air, are pleafii^ %eftacle», and contribute to grace the 
fccnery. 

The owl tribe, in my opinion, do not render night htdedtis. 
Their hootings, and their other notes, break finely into tfte flSlU 
nefs of the evening ; and their form and fapient looks, are a fingu-* 
for variation among the feathered tribe. The white o^l, Aat 
ufeftjl fpecies, is gratefully foared, as it "is moft parcictflariy irti^ 
mical to mice. Its ch^fe after the difFerent kinds of fieM-mice 
is very amufing, whiJe it ftims^ong the meadows. The' beauty 
^its pltnfJagc is admirable i let that be thr excufc forgiving the 
figure of a bird that is not extremely rare.

On the continent it extends from Ger- 
many to Ksmtjkbaika^ and inhabits the vaft htcBts of pines* It 
alio neftles on lofty towers, and, Jike the jackdaw, is very noify^ 
In fize it is about equal to that bird. Its colour is n^ brow^ 
prettify marked widi triangular (pots of pure white. It feeds on 
huts (which it biseaks with its biU) alfa on fir-cones, acorns, ber-^ 
ries, and infers. }ts bill is as ftrong as chatof t ^e wood-pecker^ 
which enables it to pierce the bodies of trees, and make great 
havpck anMng tbe tinober. 

Vast numbers of water- fowh frequent our fhores io the wiii^ 
ter time, chiefly ducks and wigeons. In very fevere weikther^ 
variety of others emigrate here; but*none e3(c^pting.^ho(e whiqti 
accidentally vifit every other maritime part of <?rr<M Btdtaitu 

I SHALL conclude tkis mention of the birds with an account of 
a Angular accident difcovcred in a turkey which was killed for 
my table. The cook in plucking it found herfelf mMob wo\in4ed 
in the fingers. On examining die caufe, it was found, x\ax from 
she tWgh-bone of the bird ifilicd a ftiort upright procefs> wd to 
that grew a large aod frrong talon, with a iharp and cro<^e4

daw, exaftly rcfembling thai of a bird o(: prey. Every head 
was fet to work to cxpjain the caufe of tim wondrous phcBO- 
menon. The cffcdls of fright, of' coajccit on thje , m<pds of, the 
female, human and brute,, in the ftate of pregnancy, was then 
confidered,. and all the various, inftances of monftrous. prpdj^c- 
, tions. I have heard of a duckling, which, to th^ furpnxe of a 
grave family, waddled from its neft with a long ferpentine taii 
inftead of its* natural rump. This was. readily refolvcdintD a 
fright the mother-duck took, nt finding,. when it. went once to 
lay, a fnake coiled up in the neft, as was a real feft^. I coBful(;ed 
the learned, but foiind the.doftrinc of terror and fane j^ totally 
exploded. I then confultcd the Memoirs of the Royal Acadeoiy 
of Sciences at Broidmgnag ; and, to my inexpre.ffible fatiifadtioo^ 
found that the opinion of that illuftrious body, coinckled with my 
own ; fo I put down this uncommon accident as no more than a 
Reifium Scalcathy or, in the modern phrafei. a lujux nafuf^g*, 

FisBEi. The tides recede here fo very far as to deny us any variety 

offifh. The fpecies moft plentiful are of the flat kind, fach 
as flounders, a few plaiide, fmall foles, and;: rays.. D^s vifit us» 
in November. Smear Dabs, Br. Zool. iiL N** io6, alfo viCt our 
fea } and in the laft year was taken that rare fpecies of flounder. 
thewiW^ the figure of which is given, in the Britijb Zuology^

That turbotsofa large fizc are found in ourneighborhood> 
is evident; twice in my life I had one brought to mc which 
weighed twenty two pounds. There have been a few others, 
taken here of the fame fize, hut the inftances. are rare.

I gave him a few inftruftions, and drew up . for 
him a curious a^l vtrtiftnaent i bot the rogue went beyond his 
inftruvtions, for as foon as he arrived in the city, he fent the 
bellman about to notify his arrival, and that of his wonderful 
monfter ; fignifying that Squire Pennant had confulted all his 
Books, and couWnAt find the likt; His focccfs.was -great, for 
He got ten pounds by the curiofiry of the go6d»people of Gfe^^r. 
When the fmell grew intolerable, he fold -it to another poor per-- 
fon„ who (luffed the (kin, and dfftended it to a mo(b dreadful 
form, and carried it to Worcefter, and the intern.il parts of England^^ 
where I doubt not his fucccfs was equal- to that of poor Thomas:^ 
Budifield.

fixiNc Ray, That rare fpecics of fifli the Siiag Re^, Br. Zool iii. N* 38,, 

is fometimes taken in our channel It is greatly dreaded by our 
fifliermefij on account of the dangerous fpine ifluing from the. 
tail, with which it might give a mortal wound. ' From the 
. BrUifl> Zoology^ I (hall add, that the terror of its weapon fup. 
plied the antients with oiany tremendous fables relating to it. 
Iltny^ jEIian, and Oppian, have given it a venom that afFc As even 
the inanimate creation. Trees that are ftruck by it inftantly lofc 
their verdure, and pcrifti, and rocks themfelves arc incapable of 
rcfifting the potent poiien. 

The enohantrefs Ciuf awDod her fen with a fpear, headed 
with the ipine of the ^fygWy a. fpecic( of fting-ray, as the moft 
irrefiftible weapon fl>e could furniih him with, and with which he 
afterwards committed parricide, unintentionally, on his father 
Ufyjfis. But we need not dive into antiquity for the fatal applica* 
tion of the fpine of fome of the ray genus. The inhabitants of 
certain parts of Sontb yfrnrka^ and of fome of the nc w-difcovered 
ii^nds ia the J^a^ific Ocean, ftill head their fpears with the fpines 

of 
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of the congenerous kinds, which prove fer more trefnchdous thaiv 
thofe pointed \^ith iron, In ufc among the European warriors. 

The Herring in this fea is extremely dcfukory. At times Hermnc, 
Ihejr appear \n raft fhoab^ even as high as Cbejhr ; arrive in thfc 
month of November ^ and continne till February; and are fol- 
• lowed by multitudes of finall veffels, which enliven the chan^ 
ncl. Great quantities are taken, and falted ; but are generally 
fliotten and meagre. The laft time in which they appeared

The laft is^ here fo peculiarly deli- 
cious, that had Apidus failed from Minturna to the Flintjbtre- 
fitores, to have fcaftcd on them, as he did ta thofe of the Sinus

that fca, he would not inftantly have, returned indignant, as he

pofed fern, in Mr. Ray% Synopjis^ 124, After N** 24 ; and fig. i. 
tab. iii. at p. 128. 

Thb arenaria/axatUiSy Syft. PL ii. 364* is found on our moun- 
tain in plenty, and chears the ground with its white flowers, in 
May. I do not find it in Mr. Hudfon^ nor any of our Briiifb flo- 
rifts. It is found in Sibiriay FL Sib. iv. 157. tab. S^h and in 
Switzerland^ Halkr, p. 383, N" 867. 

The geranium pbittm, Syft. PL iii. 312. has alfo been difcovered 
in the hanging wood above my garden* 

The pifturefque dingle Nant-y-hi abounds with what the bota- 
nifts name the cryptogamous pkmis. The idea of cryptogamy in- 
ipired ^im^us with ideas of loves of other kinds and makes our 
Tfant the tender fcene of courtfhip for all the oymphs and fwains 
of Wbiteford parilh, which he candidly admits does always 
terminate in honeft matrimony in the parifh church. I leave to 
the learned in German^ to perufe his very graphical account *. 

• The learned J. C. Ttnueus^ of the Lunehmrgh College, at Hamhwgh^ did me 
the honor of tranflating into German my Literary Life^ and illufh^ted it with 
notes ; and gives a letter from Dodor Jokn ReinkoU Fmjter^ and another from my 
firiend Zimmerman^ containing certain important anecdotes^ tvx.

Thj waters of this parifh are very numerous, as Is the calc of Wateis. 
all mountanous tradts. Here indeed we muft confine them to 
the ftcep flope that falls rapidly to the fea. It abounds widi 
litde fprings, which accumulating in their courfc, form ftrcams of 
power fufficient to turn fome corn-mills of confiderablc fizc. 
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Tm largelt independent rivulet is that which gulhes front 
Ffyimon OJwald^ or the well of 0/tvaldy in the townihip of MerUm 
TMatu It takes its naoie from the Saxm monainch^.. martyr^ and 
&intj Ofuudd king of the NcrtbumbrioMSy who was defeated and 
flain on Offokfr 5th, 642, near QJweftry^ by the pagan Penda; 
king^ of the Merciaas^ who hung his liaibs on ftakes difperied 
over the fields a^ trophiiss of his vidtory^ Some of the tradition 
reached our pari(h : for there is near to the well a certain field 
called jlelod Ofwald^ or Ofwald's limhy as if one of them had 
found its way to this place. (For a fiirther account of the legendi 
I refer to article Ofweftry^ vol. i. p. 258, edit. 1784, of my I'our in 
STaks.)^ Thi& ftream divides the parifh of TVhitefordy for a certain 
way, from that of Holywell. 

Po6$iQi.Y St.^Ofwaldhz^ near his well a crofs ; for not remote^ 
on an eminence rxwxtiii^ Bfyn-yrGroes^ or the IBU of the.

The. flream of moft utility rifes from a fpring a little beyond 
the village of fVbkeford. It runs by my houfe,. and is no finall 
ornament' to my ground. It turns my ^wo mills, which>.widi much 
patriotifm and little wifdom, I ereded. The firft is near the 
Gwihnant or fVibnant^ and made in form of a<hapeL. My greac 
folly is about half a mile lower: is an excellent mill, and does much 
bufinefs for the leflee. This ftneam is much augmented by an- 
other, which riles at a place called Saiib Ffynnan, or the Seven 
fFelhy and murmurs through the romantic Nanl-y-H, and unite* 
with it at the Wtbnant. It. concludes its courfc near Llanerch-y-^ 
mar fmelring-houfej^ to which it. is of gfcat ufe, by fetting ja 
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modon fame flampers for comminuting the flags before they ^ 
committed to the hearth for the extradtion of the remaining 
lead. 

The laft ftrcam runs through Fefyn BIwm, or the kad-mUk 
a great romantic dingle which divides this pari(k from that of 
jUan-Afapb. Near its &li into the fea is a: confiderabJc milli 
the property of Sic Roger Mofiyn. This dingle probably takes 
its name from the number of andent imelting-heaiths for lead 
found in it, in ufe in the primaeval artlefs times dt foieking.- 

All our dingles run parailel to each other, and begin at ibme 
diftancc from the firft or. ftccpcft defcent fi»m the mountain. 
The fides 6f all are doathed with oaks, aqd each ha$ it$ rill at 
the bottom. Thefe great ravines,.! may caUthenr^» were evi-^ 
dendy formed on the running down of the waters of .hUm delugf 
on its fubfidencci when they, found their way to what the Al- 
MIGHTY detefn)incd.ihoukl ever remain acircum-anibient (ea. . 

NuMMRS of the fmall fprings which arifein the lower part 
, of the parifli ihew fymptoms of the internal contents. In the 
neighborhood of the coal, they are coycrp4 with a dirty yellow 
ochreous fcum; and are more, or left .cbatyhftate. On^ which rifis 
before my houle, i^ ftrongly ib> and proved very beneficial to the.^ 
only perfon I know who made a fair ufa of .it«L. 
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iN.relpeft to the hufbandry of this parifhi .it.may be di- 
vided, into feveral parts* I fliall firft pay attention to the higher 
or the mountaoous. That tradt is very extenfive, covered in 
general with heath mixed with coarfe grafs. The climate very 
cpld.in comparifon of the lower parts. We often find during 
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- ivinter a ieverd firoft ragn there, when the ground has been quitv 
fofi:, and the air mUd, in the lower parts. 

The foil in general a poor loam, and in many.parts very thin; 
in others, the Itnie-ftone pervades the ftratum, and forms large 
trads of rock. There: are certain parts fit for agriculture, as has 
been found by the furreptitious inclofures made in a few parts, 
which yield corn, fuch as barley and oats, in a kindly mannen 
t wifli experiments were made of planting part ; which, if put under 
the care of a woodman, might be a national benefit, as well as a 
private one to the lord of the manor. The n^left of appointing 
woodmen would render the planting of no effeft, by reafon of the 
variety of treipafles i as we free-holders 6£ die l6wer parts, who 
make our woods dit glory of our eftates^ do daily and cruelly 
lexperience. . 

Ovit mountains fupport fome black-catde $ the greater pare 
of which are left icmt the whole year to take dieir chance. Still 
the high countiy is a hurfery. Many are fent lean to nu^ket, 
and drove to rAoft genial foils. Moft of our farmers &tten 
cattle, and either fell them to t&e butchers for the H^fytoitt 
market, or to' ifio^ ^Ckifter and iMerpo^L • 
Shfip. The flieep are numerous. They likewife are left to them- 

felves ; and become in hard weather great nullances by dieir 
treipafles on the cultivated lands of us low -landers. As may 
be imagined, they produce little wool. Their fleeces are coarfe, 
yet of that a fmall quantity is fold into Merionethfibire, and 
the reft manufa£hired at home, and made either into cloth for 
the country pedple, or into flannel for the women, or knit into 
ftockings^ all for home confumption. In rei][)e£tto mutton^ much

nude a judidous application of it on his &rn)».afid as long a3 it 
lafted reaped the reward of his induftry. ^ 

Beyond the fpace between the boundary and die nKnintaia is ^ Li6bt£& Sou- 
trad of l^ht loil^ which may be faid to begin toidcr Kdyn^ in the 
townihip of Ucblofh' and continue in a dired line by Tyddin Ixba, 
:to Plas Tcboj in the townfhip of Mqfyfu This is ext»me]|r 
^pvell adapted for that ufefiil root the tumep ; and it has t)een tried 
with fuccefs. But the farmer is obliged to give up die cultiva^ 
tion> by reafon of the depredations the poor make on die crops. 
They will fteal the tumeps before his feoe, biugh at him when he 
iumes at them ; and aik him^ how he can be in fucha rage about a 
Ibv tumeps ? As a magiftrate^I never had a complaint made before 

X me 
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-mt agajnft a ttirnep-ftealer. Our fermers^ and our coal-adven« 
turtrs, have not yet ' plucked the old wc^ian out of their hearts/ 
for the laft fuffer likewife in a great degree in their trade, yet 
hardly complain. Incredible as it may appear, numbers of them arc 
in fear of being curfed at St* MUatC% well, (fee my Tour in Wales, 
vol. ii. p. 337) and fuffer the due penalty of their fuperftition. 

At uncertain feafbns clouds of ring-doves, wood*ptgeons or 
-queefts, winter-migrants from Scandinavia^ have vificcd our tumep- 
iields, and done no fmall damage to the crops. 
&)TAT0E8. £V£itY rotcage has its garden ; and if that is not large enpu^, 

any landlord or neighbor allots him a piece in one of his fields, 
for the purpofe of a potatoe-garden, and this Ipot is prepared, 
and manured by the landlord, and for which not more than 
i8^. per rood is demanded. The laft comfort is not of long 
date, for I can remember the time in which it was ahnoft 
unknown to the poorer people; neither did the rich extend the 
culture beyond the garden. How (ingular does appear to us the 
following quotation from old Gerard^ p. 928, who Ipeaks of it as 

* being alfo a meate for pleafure, cquall in goodneffe and whole- 

* fomenefle vnto the fame, being cither rotted in the embers, or 

* boylcd and eaten with oyle, vinegar, and pepper, or dreffed any 

* other way by the hand of fome cunning in cookerie/ — ^At pre- 
fent our gardeners, and a few others of the pariih, raife fuf&cient 
to fupply their neighbors, and to carry for fale to the adjacent 
market. The ftifffoilof the pariih is unfavorable to the cul- 
ture. If we want potatoes in any quantities, we muft import 
them from the vale of Gwrwy, from Cbeflnre, and Lanca/bire. 
In the prefcnt time of fcarcity, (M/y ^795) the cultivation 

has 
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has been unufually encreafed in JVhiteford parilh. Before this 
fcafon, I never railed more than was neceflary for the ufe of 
my family: this year I increafed my potatoe-ground niany- 
fold, even before I had read the Ipeech made by Sir John Sinclair 4 
Thoufands have done the fame in a fimilar (late of ignorance, 
fome from benevolence, fome from view of gain, and others on 
the principle of felf-prefervation. I may predift alfo, from the 
former motives, that wheat will be in the next feafon fown four- 
fold. Admonitions furely are unneceflary. In the next year 
we may rejoice in plenty, even in fuperfluity, and have the 
bappincfs of feeing the poor man exult in our fucccfs. — But the 
halcyon days are arriving faft. Let us comfort ourfelves with 
the fair prbfpeft before usj and devoutly pray for the accom- 
plilhment of thofe hopes delivered to us in the following pro- 
phetic efiufions : 

Let us cut off thofe legal bars 
Which cnifli the culture of our fertile ifle ! 
Were they removed, unbounded wealth would flow. 
Our waftes would then with varied produce fmile, 
And England foon a fecond E<ieft prove ? 

Wheat grows remarkably well in our clayey landj it is the Wheat. 
red kind, that the farmer prefers for feed ; it is the hardicft, and 
the fureft of finding falc i the white and the grey being in our 
country lefs in requeft. We raifc much more than the parifh 
would -confume. The reft is exported to Leverpooly to fupply the 
county of Lancajhire with bread, that vaft county not being pro- 
duftive of much wheat. The demand, therefore, from the nu- 
merous populous towns is very confiderable, and at times occa- 
lions a great rife in the price, and a confequential clamor at 
home. The complaints are the draining of our county of grain> 
and the imaginary evil of great farms. Grain is one of the ar^ 
tides of commerce of the parifh % and weaving the fupport of 
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thoulands and thoufands of poor in the great county I have nncn- 
tioncd. We feed thenn, they fupply us with various fpecies of 
cloathing* As to Ibod, let me add, that the farmers of that 
county even make us a return in that article ; for they fupply u$ 
with potatoes, as we do them with wheat. We all depend upon 
. one another : fo true is it> that 

God never form'd an iodepeudant man ! 
"Without llich means of fale, or, wc may call it, exdiange of 
commodities, the great farmer would cede to plough, would 
ceafc to form thofe magazines of corn, on which, at all dmes^ 
our markets depend, and which are the great prefervativc irom 
famine in thefe kingdoms. At times, bad feafons occafion bad 
crops, and of courfe enhance the price. An inoidinate Juft of gain 
may femetimes occafion criminal confederacies $ which, criminal 
as they are, have hitherto baffled every attempt of the kgif* 
lature to prevent. The poor are now left quite defencelefs 
againll the iniquitous race offoreftaUers, &c. &c. by the repeal 
of the 5th and 6th Edw. VI. It is much to be lamented that 
thofe humane laws arc not revived, modified in any manner 
adapted to the tiories. A middle man in great cpntpa^s is often 
Tequifite : it is not that dcfcription of men at whonri ;I.aimj but 
rhofe who in fmall bargains tempt the farmer, by pffors of exor* 
bitant prices, and contribute to the diftrelTes of (he poor, and 
tlifcontents of the country, to a degree unfpcakabh. At 
prcfent a calamitous war affifts that evil -, but furcly wk cannot 
grudge food to our brave countrymen, who are fighting for ail 
that is dear to us. Among them we ma,y have neighbors^ fons 
of tenants, our own fons, or different relations : to whom, if-wc 
think a moment, we fliould be afliamed to deny .a (hare in the 
produce of the labor of. their native country, in which it is 
poffible they themfclvcs :migbt have bore a fliare.

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Sotmsiko all Arms are reduced to an equaKt^i and all made 
fiiiall ones, che ground muft be divided into little portions for 
the fiipport of a miferablc team, or of a few cows, or for railing 
fin^ quantities of corn.

A <ew hobbets ^ of corn would be fent to market 
to p^ eke rent 1 the reft m\ght ierve to. maintdn the famOjr till 
the return of the harveft: and if the ftock fhould be confumed 
before that feaibn, how would they wi(h for the reftoring of the 
greati^msl Manf of the little farmers are alfo day-laborers: 
to whom could they apply for work, the very liipport of them 
aiid their ^miUes ? Never has thkrs been a famine in Eng- 
land SINCE THE INTRODUCTION Of OREAT FARMS. Unavoidable 
icarchies mil happen, from caufes inevitaUe. But diere has not 
been an inftancc^ fbr numbers of centuries, of the poor running 
into corners to die for want of food ; of their feebg their infants 
pcriih before their eyes ; and perhaps a pkgue might enflie, the 
ooAiequence of faininc» to thin the land of multitudes of the mi* 
fenible furvivors; 

. I SPJIAK difintereftedly, for I have not on my eftate a Angle great 
farmer. I find no merit in this aflertion; had it been otherwife^ 
I Ihouldhave iuppated him in att that was right, in common 
widi my pooreft tenant^ and my pooreft tenant perhaps in pre- 
ference to him.

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I wovLD never grant a Icafc to a grc^t corn-tenant. I wduld 
prcfcrvc a power over his granary, which legiflature will not or 
cannot affume. Should he attempt by exportation to cxhauft 
it, in years of fcarcity, and not leave a fufficient fupply for die 
country which produced the grdn; fliould he attempt a monopoly^ 
£hould he rcfofe to carry a prppcr quantity to the next market ^ 
or fliould he refufe to fell to the poor, who cannot attend the 
market, corn in fmall quandries, I would inftantly affume die 
power of the landlord, and expel him from my eftate : a juft pu- 
nifliment for the tenant, who,, through rapachy, declines to com^ 
ply with my defires, excited with no other view than to promote 
the good of the public. 

THEneceffity of great farms is admitted: but let it be re»- 
membered> that their fupport refts upon the laborers, who are 
equally requifite to the great farmer as bhzms are to a building* 
Let not the rapacity of the mifcalled great man direct all hs 
force to the fupport of the .o|)uknt farmer, for the fake of in*- 
creafed rent. He will (as fad examples prove) depopulate hb 
country by removing the fturdy laborers to the ground of wifer 
landlords, and leave his own weakened by their, defertion ^ while 
die fields of the former laugh and fing,. but round his own^ ingens 
iritJoUtudo^ 

I COULD wifh (was it in my power) tot add even to the cot- 
tages of my laborers two or three fmall. fields,, that they might 
have the comfort of a cow^ to fiipply their families with milfc. 
They arc too ufeful a clafs of men to be neglefted : to be left to 
the precarious poflibility of getting any of that invigorating fluid, 
fc neceflary for their infants^ and even for the fupport of their 

owa

own ftrengtb, to fuftain them through their labor. Give them a 
^ryjlated cottage^ with an upper floor, and a kind landlord, and a 
BrUi/h laborer need not envy Cdpfar. 

Before I toke leave of the fubjeft, let me define die fize of a 
great and a fmall farm in this parilh. Our greatcft farm is rented 
zt £,.110 per ann. at the rate of about 14/. per acre. Our imall 
farms have from 20 to 10 acres; and the rent per acre from 12 s. 
to 7 J. There may be in every parilh inflances of the exorbi- 
tant raife of rent: an evil moft frequently originating in the 
luxury of the landlord. Our rents are moderate, bccaufe our 
gentry would blufli to add one dilh to their table at the expencc 
of the tenant. Mr. fTedge, in his Survey c/CieJbire, p. 72, fpeaks 
humanely and fenfibly on the affedted maxim of ^ high rents being 
* a fpur to induftry^ This (for I muft help Mr. fFiedge with a 
fimile) refembles the pra6kice of the prudent planter, who wiflies 
to quicken die induftry of his negroes by the invigorating appli- 
cation of the cart* whip to their velvet flcin. 

In rcfped to leafcs, the utility is not pcrfefWy agreed on. In 
our parts of North Wales I have,kno\yn Icafc-tenants of very mo- 
derate rent continue on their farps their whole term widiput fuc- 
cefs : and I know in this pariih, and within a fmall diftance, feve- 
ral rack-rent tenants, with large farms, the moft profperous of any . 
in the country. .They improve boldly, and reap amply the fruits of 
their induftry. They have confidence in their landlords, nor can 
they recoiled more than one inftance (and that indeed difgrace* 
ful enough'*) in which they found it mifpl^ced. They are maft:ers

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of the knowlege of the foil, and the nature of the climate of their 
own country. The appearance of their tenements does them 
credit. When they heard of a perfon fenc among them to 
inculcate the principles of good farming, they fmiled at the 
defign, but fpoke with gratitude of the kind intent of the Board of 
jigriculture. Denbigbjhire has long had its little board, for North 
Wales does not ncgleft its own interefts. An agricultural fociety 
has, for a number of years, been eftablrfhed in the vale of Clwyd. 
None who have vifited that beautiful traft can deny the general 
excellency of its culture. 

In Chejhire the antient praftice of leafing is growing faft out of 
ufe : and agriculture will increafe in that county in proportion. 

Mr. George Kay^ ofLeitb, the miffionary to whom was commit- 
ted the infpeftion of every farm in the % counties of North 
Wahsy favored me with a call fome time in the lajft fummer, and 
delivered to me his credentials from Sir John Sinclair. I was 
really at the time out of fpirits. At the fame time, a report was 
circulated, that the objeft of the miffion was to afcertain the 
reality of our land-tax ; which was much credited by my coun- 
trymen. I was certain that the report was entirely unfounded ; 
but I did not chufc to trouble myfelf with militating againft 
what I knew muft fpeedily become felf-confuted. I treated Mr. 
Kay with all civility. He left me, and I believe, through all liis 
journey, (one place excepted) had no reafon to complain of the 
reception he met with. Sir John Sinclair is a man of honor. 
He had not the left occafion to give himfelf the trouble of making 
to me fo earneft an affeveration of the purity of his intentions, as 
Jie did in his laft favor. He is above taking clandcftine means of 
getting at any kind of information. 

We 
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Wx lament that Mr. J&^ did not iee, in anf one of our (isc 
counties, a fingk cuftom that could be ufefiil to others ♦. From 
the ftate of numbers of our farms, I lufpeft that we had prc- 
▼ioufly adopted many methods of agriculture from Englijh coun- 
ties> which muft have oceafiohed his remark. I would £itn pay 
that compliment to his candour. On the whole, I fear that the 
miflion has paflfed moft unprofitably to both vtfitor and vifith 
Nothing feems to have been learned by the one, and nothing 
taught by the other. 

We thatch our hay-ricks with admirable neamefs, and in that 
manner prefcrve the hay for years. I do not know a better 
expedient, even could the landlord afford to every little farm ^ 
kay-barn, or give them a moveable canopy, which is liable pef- 
petoally to be out of ordcr^ Neceflity in every country caufes 
different modes of)(|economy. Send Sbenkin ap Morgan on a furvey 
of Cathnejsj and he would at firfl Ifcare at the hykes f, but would 
adijiirc the ingenuity of the contrivances, and acknowlege the 
wildont of the farmer in the prcfervation of his grain, where 
other meanV.were wanting. 

Thsre are, certainly, both beyond the ^weed^ and beyond the 
'Dee^ many thoufands of acres, of which a tenant (hould be court- 
ed to attempt the cultivation, and be bribed by leafes to fettle 
upon them. In North Britain the praftice is common. In North 
Walesy our mountain landlords rarely grant leafes, poffibly from 
their not finding the neceflity. 

In 2^1 the mineral part of Flintjbire are numbers of fmall 
farms, tenanted by carriers, who entirely fupport themfclves by the

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carriage of the kad pfe, and calamine Or coal. Thcfe tfQ rcck^ 
oned the moft flovenly famtiers wc h^vc. They ap^Jy thonpM 
felves to carrij^c to fucb a degree, a* to P5glp<^ their jCQfinesta, 
The minerals are the great natural ft^ple of this, *nd mpft of thiB 
pariflies i fo that diefe fp^cies qf &rm^ ^re quite indifpenftble, . 

Let not the little farmer, or the cottage^ repine at the we^ltb 
of the great fermers. It i$ not n(iany w^eKs fmce their eaipty 
(lom^chs have been filled froip th^ hoards of the latter, . fiad 
they not been able to fornn a ftock, or to enable by falo others tp 
do fo, what would have become of you ? Th^ good, thQ bcne-i 
volent, have beep ^le to pyrchaff from them tb^ food that hu 
cojitfibuted to prcferve, for many pionth^, yoy and your's from 
cruel w^nt. The inftances of the regent charities have not been 
equalled. I may fpeak; of ;he uniyerfal charities, But I wiUl«cCJ^l 
to your minds thofc of your feveral neighboriioods, In public 
calatpities litde fouls Jie fqu?it in thejr hQle§ ? great fouls Strife, 
and are called forth to aftioo} fom« from a generous ^n^i- 
Jity^ others from ftlfiih pnotives, J cannot but copfefs nfiyftlf tP be 
among the latter, lam felfifh enough to wifli to pMtout'iny n^onty 
^t left on reverfjonary ifltereft, but that on fccurity inconteftible,

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The produce of the wheat of this parifh is 'from fcvcn and 
^ht (oU, to twelve or thirteen, ac(:ord)hg tp the pams taken 
with the grbund, or the nature of-ii.' Our general manure is 
fime, burnt in fod-kilns. The lime-ftone, broken fmall, is .placed 
within a diick circular wall of fods, and the ftrata of ftone, broken 
fmalli interlaid with beds of coal, which is fee on fire by wood placed 
in certain holes left at the fides. Thefe holes fervelikewife to ad- 
init the air, Whrch promotes theiiercenefe of the fire within. The 
lime-ftones are piled in a conic forhi, to a great height above the 
top of the fod-wall, and then covered thickly with fods. I muft 
mention that the holes are four ui nutfiber, placed oppofite to 
each other, and haVe a gutter cut ftom one to the other > which is 
left hollow by means of flat ftones over theiti, to promote the 
current of air. A circular gutter aifb runs clofe to the interior 
fide of ^e Mt wall. A common-fieed kiln will require about 
fixteen tons of ftone : but there are 1aiger> and thole often of an 
cvalform. 

Sometimes the lime-ftone is biirat in common kilns, dien 
taken and ca-ried to ferm a compoft with earth, which had 
been depofited in frnit adjacent place, and which ufualtjr had 
been dug out of old ditcheft. The lioie is intimately mixed 
With it, and l^fi: a cotifiderable cime to mature^ :afi:d' which it 
is appH*d to ufe. 

Our befl: bidey is railed ii) the light foil which we have meo- 
doned at p. 1 59. In general our farmery prepaid die ground fbr 
bariqrT>y giving it a follow in Ikfeinl?er or Jmmarji and again 
liarrow and plough it the latter end of jfyrii or jbegimiing of 
May. In the ftiffer lands &e crops are frequently very un-

£ivorable« The quantity raifed is not equal to the conTuiAp* 
don/ It is the t>rincipal graia uled by our common peopkw 
The produce from the hobbet is about equal to that of the 
wheat. 

Oats are chiefly fbwn in the mountain inclofuresj or on the 
lands adjacent to the mountains. The produce is by no meani 
equal to our demand. 

Thb ardfictal grafles are but two. Clover (the red fort) which 
we fow immediately after the barley. When the clover is Ibwea 
by itfelfy or without any other grais-feeds> the quantity to each 
acre is eighteen or twenty pounds. It is not s^ favorite gjr^&i but 
we do not know how to remedy ourfelves. It wears out in leis 
than three years, after which we renew the ground with a crop of 
wheat, managed as before related. The clpver-fced is procured 
from the vale of Clwyd, and other places, where the plant is culd<- 
vatcd for the lake of the feed. 

Ryb-grass is fowen in our poor land ; which> if nqt harvefted 
early, is little better than a fodder of ftraw. 

I VALUE myfclf on being the firft in this parifh who introduced 
on my eftate the hufbandry of draining and flooding, which I 
did laft autumn, and throughout the winter, oh a great number 
of acres. I did intend to delifl: from working after Cbrijlmas, had I 
not been induced to condnue it throughout the feafon, in confi- 
deratbn of the numbers of poor people who were in the deepeft 
diftrefs fi)r want of employ. The feaibn was fo rigorous, that 
the laborers were obliged to break into the unfrozen ground with 
idie pick-ax, before they cotdd ufe the fpade. This^ and the 
0iort days^ made the work very expenfive: but I was far 

ovtr* 
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t>ver-paid by die confideration of having given fooA to mul- 
titudes^ who in themfelves or their families muft otherwife havr 
labored under the greateft difficuldes. The undertaker was Mr. 
Henry Harrifim, who followed the moft approved praftice. J 
flatter myfelf that in the enfuiog year X fhali cxpmcnct the effeAs 
of his fkilL * 

To clear the free-holders of Wlitefard pariih from any inatten* Pi.Aimji«t 
tionto that important article ofhufbandry, planting, I bring the 
brie^ but irreliftible, defence of— the impolfibility. The dmgles 
are filled with oaks. I believe there is notone of us have any waile 
ground for the purpofe. AU our tenements confift of arable or 
pafture land, too valuable to be Ipared for any other purpofe in 
this populous parifh» Sir Rogir Mojiyn, on his commg to hii 
eftate, planted the little that had been cleared by his predeceflbr. 
Befides Mofyn or Wbitefard wood (fee p. 25) many of our 
very hedges are filled with oaks : poiTibly they do not benefit our 
land by their fhade, but a few of us are true druidsi and.fhpuld 
we apply the ax, we fhould imagine that we heard the groans of 
the Hamadryads at every ftroke* 

I AM, in pardcular, fo very ayaricious of my woods,, that at this 
infhmt of writing, I, with true reluctance, fign to my fon the death* 
warrant of a few ftag-homed trees, that have fkt oudived the beft 
of their days. They, in aD probability, would have had a re* 
^ite, could I move firom my couch to take a look at my andent 
£ivorites. But the void Ipace fhall be infhmdy inclofed, and, I 
may promiie, that in a fhort time it will be filled with the beft of 
fucceflbrs, felf-fown, from fome of their own defcendants,. their 
cldeft and moft fhirdy progeny* 

S If . 
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If wc of UHntefiri parifh are deprived of the potebility of 
planting within its Kmits, yet we can boaft of a Flinijhire gentle- 
man, who probably will be foimdto have contributed as a planter 
more to the benefit of his heir and of the ftate, than any other m 
the principality, in this age, or any paft. I mean Sir Edward 
Uoydy bart. o(Pengwem, in the parifh of Si. Ajaphy who finilhed 
his long and ufcfiil life on May the 26th of the prefent year. On 
his FHnt/bire eftates he has planted a hundred and fixty-two thoU- 
fend trees j and on his eftate at Pant^gldSy in the county of Caer^ 
naroon, more than three hundred and twenty thoufand. Moft of 
the trees are oaks, which in future times may float on the ocean, 
guardians of Britain, in diftant wars, excited, cither by the ambi- 
tion of foreign ftates, or by the incendiary machinations of domcf- 
tic male-contents.— Even at prefent what have we to dread ! The 
maridme genius of our ifland at length begins to fmile on her 
again, and \dgor and activity once more will fill every fail. The 
great {pirit of old Sandwich has tranfinigrated, leaving behind the 
frailties of its mortal ftate, purified and congenialized to the breaft 
it has taken poflefiion oG on its return to the wonted Boardj to rS- 
fume its well-known powers.

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will not however grow to any perfcftion on land where there h 
not a depth of at left two feet of dry (and or foil beneath the 
furface, and Ibcceeds (like moft other graffcs) in proportion ta 
the quality of the foil. All kinds of ftock are fond of it ; it is of 
a very feeding nature^ and is both grazed and harvefted. Clofe 
grazing will deftroy itj but if properly attended to, and 
affifted with manure about every fourth year, the plants will 
continue ftrong for upwards of thirty years. It may be 
grazed (fparingly) with- fafety in the fpring, until the firft 
week in May, and alfo in autumn, m the months of OSohcr 
and November^ after the fecond crop is cut. The hay, being of 
a drying nature, feems to be much better adapted for feeding 
ftock, than either for horfes or milking cows. I know no kind 
of hay that ftock will feed fafter upon than Uiceme, if it is well har* 
vefted i as grafs,, it wlUanfwer beft for foiling ftock, when houfed^ 

No attempts to embank, were made farther to the weft, till 
the fummer of 1794, when about forty ftatutc acres were inclofed 
by the fame company, on the white fands bordering on Green-^ 
field marih.

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projeft was fome years ago formed, of making two canals. The 
one to be carried over the marfli (afliftcd by the Holywell dream) 
down to or near the perch or anchoring-ground ; with a lock ca- 
pable of receiving veffcls of a hundred tons burden. 
, Another canal was defigned to have branched from this 
eaftward as far as Pintre rocky near Flinf-cajile, for the purpofe 
of carrying the coal which^ was or may be difcovered on that 
traft, either to the various mineral works, or into the lock for 
exportation;. I truft, if ever the plan is refumed, that it may ex- 
tend a little farther, to the collieries belonging to Sir Rcger 
Aiofyn and' myfdf> and others which may be difcovered hercr 
after. Nor fee we any reafon for our exclufion by To impolitic 
a.partiality 1 The more choice of ihops, the cheaper the goods. 
Both of the plans were taken by the able engineer, Mr. fn/liafp 
Jefap, in the year 1785, and declared to be prafticable.

Thb Mbrk, or place where the veffcls lie to receive or difcharge The Mark. 
their lading, is about two miles fropn the turnpike gate. The

-of the country. At prefent the veffcls muft, on the roccfs of .the 
tide, lie dry,, and in hard gales, before they get afloat, are fubjcft 
to much danger.

•trofio the Abtnyznd through die townihip ofUai, to Rbydin, in the 
counqr of Mini ; abovewhich is C^r^^r, a Briti/b poft : from hence 
it nms by //opr church, along the lide of MoUjdale, which it quits 
.lowaids the lowei^ part, and^ turns to Mynydd Lycbifyn, Monacbkg 
•car Northcpy by Nmixfp mills, Bryn^moeh Coedy Ifysy Nanty Flint, ^ 
Cefn y Cced^ tfarou^ die Strmd fiddy near Holywell, to^ its ter- 
ninadon below the abby of Bqfingwerk* i have' been thus mi-* 
ftute in giving itsxonde,.becaufe it is fo often confounded with 
. Q^s ditch^ v^hich^attonds tBe former at unequal diftances, from- 
Avt hundred yards to three milesv till the latter is touUy loft.- 

It is obfervable, that there are numbers of fmall artificial 
aiQuntSi.the fites of fmall forts, in many places along its courfe,* 

at 
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as well as that of Offa*s. Thcfc were garrifoned, and fecm in*» 
tended for the fame purpofes as the towers in the famoas Cbinf/e 
wall, to watch the motions of neighbors, and to repel any 
hoftile inourfions. 

It is remarkable that ff^af's dike fliould have been orerlookcd, 
or confounded with ihat of Offizy by all writers except by Thomas 
ChurcbyarJ the- poet, who afligns the objeft of the' work : that the 
fpnce intervening between the two was free ground, where the 
Britons and Saxons might meei: with lafety for aH commercial 
purpofes, ' - 

iBamngwerk Vestiges of the fortrefs appear in the foundation' of a waH on 

the edge of the ditch, and on the road fide, near the tijrnpikc gatf, 
oppofite to the ruins of the dbby. Lord Lyttekon * fays, that the 
/founder was an carl of Cbefter. I imagine that it xriuft have beea 
Richard, fon of HugkLupus, and^'ftdond £arl of Cbefter, and that 
the abby wa$ fortified .by .rq^foh of a danger Ee had incurred near 
the abby : for even religious nil 1 tunc lis had no exemption, tempore 
jnecej^tatis, belli licitum eft, ho/jpitari et in cajiellari in ecclefia f . 

The fitft notice I find of it is in the }ife of St. Werburg^ by 
Bradjhaw ; who informs us, that Richard^ on his return out of 
J^ormandyy wKerehe had been educated, begaii his reign with an 
jift of piety. He attempted, ib 1 1 19, a pilgrimage to the well 
of St. Wenefrede ; but, either in going or retuiining, was attacked 
by the fVdJby and obliged ^o take fl\eker in Ba/ngwerki He 
. japplied to St fFerburg for relief; IvbQ miraculouHy . raifid 
ipettain fands between Flintjbire and /Fir^/, .and thws gave means

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to his conilable to pals to his afliftance: which fands, from 
that time, were called the CoftJiable*s Sands. Bradft)aw ftylcs the 
place of his retreat an abby ; a proof that here had been a re- 
ligious community before the time ufually afligned for the foun* 
dation of this houfe. I muft alfo draw from Lord Lyttelt(nf% au- 
thority (for I can find no other) that this caftlc was demoliflicd by 
the JVilJb in the reign of Stephen *. 

Henry II. ia 1157, after his efcape from the ambufcade of 
£«&, left Bafingwerk reftored, well fortified, and manned f, in 
order to fecure a retreat on any future difafter. He did the 
iame by the caftle of Ruddlan. In his days the inland parts of 
our county were a dangerous wild of foreft. After his defeat 
he never trufted himfclf among our woods s but made his 
inarches along the open fhores. 

The fame monarch left another fpecies of garrifon J j for he 
cllablUhed here a houfe of toiights templars, a military order 
introduced into England in the preceding re^. They were 
firft ii^ituted in the Holy Land for the protedton of pilgrims ; 
jHid poffibly Hemy might have the fame ia view in fixing them 
here, to fecure the Englijh devotees in performing their vows to 
ourne^hboiing fainitj who feeing abpur.'tHis time to have coma 
into reputation. It i$ finguUr, that thefe rdigious . knights were 
iallowed at their inftitution- only one Horfe between two f yet fd 
greatly did they flourifh, that about the year 1^40, or a hundred 
and fifty years after their inftitution> ^the! order- had acquired^ \n 
different parts of Cbriftendom^ nineteen thouiand manors. 

This caftle was but of very ^ort duratiQi^j fi>r in 1 16^^ the 
gallant prince Owen Gwynedd laid fiege to it, took || and levelled

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it to thtf ground i after which the nanw occurs iio ipore ^s t 
fortrefs. I think at.fhis period it belonged to Hugh de B^lk 
Campo^ or B^auchamp^ on whom this and RuddUn ca(U$ had been 
bcftowcd by the Englijh monarch *• 
' Abbv, The abby fj of which there arc fome confiderable remabsitvas 
founded in 1131 (according to the opinion oC Bilbop 7'ama:J 
by Randal the fecond earl of C/jeJler : according to Bifliop Fleei^ 
wood, by Hemy II. For my part, I believe it to bfe ^f greater 
antiquity -, but do not pretend to derive its origin. No light intft 
the matter can be coUefted from the charters prcferyed 1^ 
Sir fFilliam Bugdale. There are three of tliem, either i^rying 
to confirm the antient donations, or confer new; in each 14 
mention of the earl as a benefactor; but there is not the left 
hint of his having been the founder. I nuift anribwl? that 
honor to one of the princes of Wales ; for both Lkem^n^ a^ Jfnr^ 
werii, and his ^n David, in dieir refpedive charters recic^j thu 
they give and confirm the feveral donations to GoD,;St, Afi?rjr, 
the monaftery of BaJ^gwerk, and the tnonksj^ which bad beeq 
beftowed on them by their predeceflbrs for the falvation of th^ii^ 
ibui^, . f 

Randal \fas certainly a great beneiac^i; & forit ;»ppearsiy,tbat 
before his d^ys the monks had only a choapel here. Fronx tha( 
period it became confiderable ; and about that time part c^ th^ 
prefent buildings were erededj for the coaveniency of its inhabit 
^ts, who were of the Ctfierxi^ order. . 
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. '^xRALiws calU^it celluiade Baftngiverk'^. He lodged here 
a night in the train of Archbilhop Baldtvyn^ on bis progreis 
through ff^ales to preach the crufade^ He took with him our 
eloquent countryman^ on account of his (kill in the l^ef/b Ian* 
guage. 

The architcfture is mi|c^. Here .^jpears what is called Saxon; 
having the round arches and Ibort columns in fojne pa^ ; and the 
Gothic narrow flips of high-pointed windows in others. The 
firft Ipecies ha'd libt fallen out of ufe, and the laft was coming 
into falhion, in the days of the fxtft great beneft<3»r. 

The church lay on ^ eaft fide ; bu( h nc^w almoft deftroyed. 
The rcfeftory is pretty entire j and on one fide has a great recefs, 
with two round arches. The pillars which fupport them are 
very curious^ formed of circular ftoni» <^ the form of checfes, fet 
clofeme upon the:0^^« 

Abovb were.the cells for the lodging^ of the monks^ with a^ 
fmall window to each. 

The chi^ of *tbe knights templars it ^ ipocTous building. 
The windows are lohg» nairow^ and pointed; thp pijafters be« 
tween them on the mfide flender and elegant. 

WaAf sy£a monuments or iAfcriptions might have been in 
the chufchi are totally i^ttxoytd^ onlcftthac i^hiclx: tnsy be found 
in one of the out-houiies. It prcfervcs .d^p memory of a pious 
emigrant of the laft century, George^ youngeft and eighth fon of 
WH&am feooQd Lord Petr$y who, p]%Bed with dieftnatical ^t^ 
ftctitions in the re^ of Charks I. quiosd bia obniifery, died aft

GREEiiFiELD HousE^ which was built by that worthy friend of Gkekkfiblb 
mine, the late rclift of Sff George Mofyfij baronet, of Tre^ Hou««, 

lacre^ was built as a dower-houfe for her^ and the widows of the 
&mily. It is a neat brick houfe on the weft fide of die turnpike 
road, oppofite to the ruins of the abby, commanding a fine view 
of the eftuary, and the Cbeftnre fiiore. It is at prelent in the 
hands of the great copper companies, being leafed ta them with, 
part of the ftream on which their wOFks ftand. 

DuRivro the preparations for the conquellr oi Woks by EJ* 
ward 1. the abby was tinder the prote£tion of the EngUJb.. There 
are extant two orders for the purpofe, providihg that they had 
no commerce with what are ftyied the Welfi} rebels *• I imagine 
that die convent was firmly attached to the viftor ; for I have 
.been informed that there are, among die lifts of fummons in the 
Tower, writs for calling the abbot to parlement, in the 23d, 24th> 
dSth, 32d, and 3^ ef Edward I. 

According to the valuation of its revenues in 1534, thegrofi 
fum at the difiblution was, according to Dugdak, 1 sol. 7s. 3d.; 
to Speedy 157/* 15 J. 2d. In 15539 there remained in charge 4/. 
in annuities f.

6Sttrefni!y of the parifh; whichis mehtionod in the confirmation of 
the grant to that convent by Henry II. and again in the confirriia* 
Woa of the charters renewed to it by Utwtlfyn op Jenwertb and 
his ion. The monks had a grainge on thefe lands, and. right of 
piihjrage on the maiintain, in common with die neighboring in- 
habimnts*. The Grange vszt prefent afarm-houfe, the property 
pf Sir Py^s^Mqfi!fnyJ2uiA ftiHl retains ks antient name. 

This charter is dated from CoUjbtil in 1 240> and .withefled by 
Hu^ biibop of St* JJi^By and his chancellor, the famous Edrr^feJ 
Vychm^ and otliers* 

Tannbr t mentions the tithes of Blackhrook, and the wood of 
fjmgdan i lands in .Cbtmclrfwartb ; the manor of IVcft Kirkby ia 
Chejhire^ the filver mine near Bq/ingweri; free warren in Gethdi^ 
MimgrJatge^ Vuregrangey Be^eriurgb^ and HofywdL 

Tri£ abby aiHb was poflfefled. of the holpital or chapel of Spems 
9e«r €$suintryf wifaich had been originally founded by Hugh Cevei^ 
itf^eatl of CbefttTy who: probably bcftaw^d.it oa thefe monlcsr:|:. 

The revenues of the abbot amounted in the whole, redc^ 
<>Btng thofc! arifing from the ihilis» Iknds,. cenrs, and iheep, 
to 46/. lis. 

In die grant to die abby of. B^gwirky of the lands in th« 
Siak^Ii$rhyfinrfy there is^ a claufe referving the venifon to th«

king. 
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lsLing> with the confent of the abbot and convent i for die pre- 
fervation of which two forefters were appointed by the king: but 
the grantees were allowed to kill hares, foxes, and wolves *. 

In 1540, the hotife and lands in the neighborhood were 
granted to Henry apHarry^ of the tribe ofEdnowain Bendew ; whofe 
only daughter jfme^ by her marriage widi IViUiam Moftyn^ 
efquire^ of Tnlacre, conveyed it into that &mily, in which it now 
remains. 

I CANNOT recover the names of any more than two of the 
abbots. Thomas ap Dafydd Pemumt prefided over the houfe in die 
time of Guttun Owaifiy a bard who flourilhed in the year 1480. 
Beiide that, and another eulogift mentioned in p. 34^ I may 
add a third, viz. Thomas 4xp Rhys ap Hcnvel^ ofStofyn, who pub- 
lifhed an awdl or ode in his praife. It is to he found in the Sc^ 
irigbt ColkifioniVol i. p. 37. among a coUeftion of poems and 
prophecies delivered I^ the bard when the awen^ or furor poetkuSf 
had full polieifion of him. 

I SHALL not here repeat what I have faid of this celebrated 
abbot, in pp. 2Zy 34* ^^^ r^^^ to them for his hiftory. I (hall 
only add here, that the ruins of a hoble oak> {tiU to be ieen near 
the remains of die abby, is fuppofed to have been his co- 
temporary. 

I HAVE ipqken x)f his ibn and fucce0br Nicholas^, at ppl 24, 34 1 
.and fhall again, in the ardcle BagUlt, refume the fubje&. . 

The whold joad from the abby to St Wtkefrtd^^ well, is moft 
tttnark^bly pifturefquc, aloi^ a narrow but dc?p valley, bounded 
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-on oac fide by hanging woods. In former times the fafcred 
&:caai hurried to the fca unconfined by. the bufy manufaftures. 
.Duriog the rci^ of pilgrimages nothing but the corn-milU, 
,tbc.pix)perty of the*monks> Ibund employ for its waters. 

Before 1 advance up the valley, let mc obferve, that notwith- 
ilandtng it has the common caufes of heakh, a rapid dream, and 
:the groateft part of the year a bride wind (ufually from weft to 
^e^A) yet k is vifited witii-tbe jufoal diieafes of the country, in a 
.degrepeven gneaterchan odier parts; nor has the angina maligna, 
-hereafter to be fpoken of, Spared the. chUdren of this littfe 
tradt. 

CoMMSiiCE found its way to the valley about fifty years ago. 
I can ' remember the building of the worics of white and of 
red Jead under the conduift of Meflrs. SmeJley. But prior to thefe, 
a little above, was a tilting-mili, and an iron-wire mill. The ^ 
firft lefiees were Hart stnd Co. from Tcr^^e* TTiey were fuc- 
^eded by Mr. Barker and Sir James Creed, who crcfted a new 
one on the lower part of the ftream. On Mi*; Barker's death the 
remainder of die term was purchafed by . Mr. John Norman 
and Mr. Reuben Chambers. Under a new Icafe Mr. John Chambers 
converted theold mill into a iRccl-wire-miU ; before which his mo- 
ther uied it for a warehoufe for a coarfc-paper-miU. The Paryl 
Aline cotYipany fucceeded to both the premifcs, and corcred them 
with their miportant edifices. 

It muft be ohfijrvcd, that the anticnt corn-mills, belonging to 
the abby, ftood where the paper-mill was, the molendma qu^ejuxta 
fortam 4shbatise haheni *. 
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On this dream had been three fnuff-^mills; the oldeft was occu* 
pied by Mr. Edward Jones, tobacconift, now living. It joined 
the old and iippermoft corn- mill. It was taken down by the 
cotton company, who on the fite built part of the new corn-mill^ 
near the Holywill (^xm%. 

Peter Parry, tobacconift, had two fhuff-millsj one on the 
land of John Pierce^ joiner, deceafed, a little below Ae crcfcent 
cotton-mill. It was purchaied by the brafs battering-mill com- 
pany, for the fake of giving their pool a litde greater depth of 
water, which built another for Peter Parry, below their brais- 
works. 

Ak antient fmelting-work (lood in my memory on the fite 
of the old cotton-mill, and part of the garden. They were ere&ed 
before the year 1733, by leafe from Roger Petmant, efij. of 
Bagillt, I do not recoiled the names of the leflees, but the com-* 
pany was known by that of Madam Kaye and Co. The fmoke 
did fuch injury to the fine woods belonging to Sir G^^r^^ Mofiyn^ 
of ^relacre, bart. as to occaGon many law-fuits between Sir 
George and the company; fo that there enfueda total ceflation of 
the fmelting-trade in thefe works. Whether the fuit came to a 
decifion, does not appear. The fuit muft have comn^eoceii 
before March a6th, 1733, from which day all proceedings^ 
which ufed before to be in Latin, were to be carried on in the£fl^« 
lijh tongue. Juft before that period poor Sir George fuflfered ar 
nonfuit, for ufingthe ward prope inftead of juxta-, and was foiled a 
fecond time, by ufing in the proceeding the title of Sir George 
Mojiyn, inftead of George Moftyn, efq. his elder brother being liv- 
ing, and at that time an ecclefiaftic in the church of Rome: and it 
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is faid that he fufFcred a third repulfc, by ftating that the works 
Were in the tawnfhip of Greenfield^ tnftead of Holywell, or vice 
verja. 

How the affair ended I cannot learn. The building reverted 
into the hands of the heirs of the leflbrs. Edward Pemant, eiq. 
granted a leafe of it> in 1758, to Mr. Champimi, partner and 
agent in the Warmly company, near Brijioly who there calcined. 
black-jack. He was the firft who engaged in fuch a concern in 
this country, and probably in Great Britain, which he carried on 
under the proteftion of a patent. 

A PIN-MILL was built in 1764, for the ufe of Jamei Eden, 
pin-maker, who occupied it about two years, and then failed. 
The next occupier was Mrs. Chambers, who converted it into a 
coarfe-paper mill, and continued the ufe of it till 1783, when 
it fell into die hands of the cotton-company, which turned 
it bto a fmithy: and, finally, three corn-mills, formed with 
the above the fum of the works upon the ftream, in my early 
days. The lower of thefe two, reckoning from the well, was 
pidled down. 

In the year 1766 b^an the memorable epoch in the annals of 
Ofur &nK>us ftream, when the late Mr. Patten of Warrington, and 
Co. built thefirft battering-mill for copper and brafs. In about ten 
years from that time, Mr. John SmaUey, now deceafed, introduced 
the firft manufeduiie of cotton. By his fucceffors, and by the great 
cDpper«companies, thofe behemoths of commerce, our little Jordan 
was foon drunk up. By their fkill and induftry they fucceeded, 
to the benefit of the flate, and to their private emolument. Tho. 
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WiUiam^ cfquire*, that ufeful and adtivc charadlcr, with unparal-i 
lele^ fpeed, covered the lower part of the ftream, or rfiat next to the 
fea, with buildings ftupendous in expence, extent, and ingenuitf 
of coutfivance* Thefe great works are under the firm of the 
Parts Mine Pajvys Mine Company. The buildings were completed in the 

juear 1780, and held under leafc from Sir F^crs Mqfyn^ bart. 
owner of the whole ftream, excepting a fmall part. To Mr, 
Samuel Williamfony chief agent of this part of the works, I am 
indebted for the account of the works carried on here. Thefe 
are entirely confined to the manufad'ore of copper. 

In this department is a ^^t forgo for. heating: the cakes ~of 
copper, previoufly to their being beat into pans, or rolled into:

I MUST not be filent on the fubjed of the moft beautifiil coin 
or token in ufe by this great company, as it exceeds in elegance 
any which has been yet emitted. On one fide is the head of a 
IDruid^ emblematic of the iflc oiMona^ the antient feat of the ve- 
nerable order, and which now produces the material of the coin. 
On the reverfe is the cypher of Parys mountain, with a promif- 
fory legend to pay one penny, or one half-penny, as it happens CD 
be, in London^ AngUJey^ or Leverpooh to bearer on demand. 

Vast quantities of thefe coins are counterfeited at Birmb^bam^ 
and may be had by public order in any number. 

Above thefe works is a great duller of vaft fquare chimnies» 
the difcharge of the tremendous volumes of thick black fmoke, 
fifing from the making of brafs. Thefe are the brafs nielting* 
houfes belonging to the Greenfield copper and brafs company, 
under the dire&ion of Mr. Dtmiavand, where they have fix lai^ 
melting houfes with twenty-four fires, each fire contains nine 
pots, with metal, fluxes^ &c. Here they make plate^brafs for Ac 
purpofc of being manufaftured at their battery-mills, plate-bnrfs 
for wire for the pin-manufadxirers, and ingoc-brafs for the va- 
rbus founders, &c. At this place diey have a mUl, places to 
calcine, buddle, and grind the lapis calaminaris^ &c. for the pur- 
pofe of making brafs; alfo a copper forge, not uied atprefent: 
the head of i^ater is about iij feet, fuperficial furfiure of the 
pool about 23,664 feet. The number of the men employed in 
thefe works, is about fifty. The materials for the making of 

brais 
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bra& are all at hand. The copper fhot and clippings are from 
the adjacent worksj the calamine from our own mines^ and the 
charcoal from our woods. The art of making brafs in earlf 
times, is mentioned before at pp. 123, 114. The firft patent for 
the calamine ftone, and the ufe thereof was granted to JViUiam 
IJumfrey^ and Chrifiophcr ShUz^ dated the 17 th of September ^ 'S^S* 
at which time the long loft art in thefe kii^^donos began to revive. 

In digging the foundation for the brais melting-houies, Mr. HrrocAVfr. 
D$nbii^and difcovered an antient Roman hypocauft> furnifhed with 
various flues, with the iuperincumbent tiles of a fine red color. 
Thefe artificial hot- baths and fweating*rooms were the greateft 
luxuries of the Romans^ This proves that they had . a ftationary 
fettlement in thb place, probably of merchants concerned in the 
mineral works, which they certainly had on the adjacent moun- 
tains, of which I have given an account in p. laa of this book. 

Not far from this work, on the eaft-fide of the river, is the Wub-Wo»k. 
great manufactory of brafs wire of every denomination. Alfo here 
are drawn the fquare materials for making copper nails, which are 
formed by the common procefs of beating and heading. This 
work has a head of twenty-three feet, which is capable, by means 
M an extenfive pool, that may be formed above» of having a very 
large work built on the now vacant fpot. 

At a fmall diftance to the fouth, a moft niagnificefic cotton* Cottoh-Woek. 
work foars, like the tower ofBabd^ above all the lower buildings. 
I ihall here only fay, that about ten weeks before its completion, 
iM>thing but a void appeared before me : at the expiration of that 
ipace, in another ride I took, I cannot exprefs my ailoni(hment 
at feeing the enormous mafs rifen, as if by magic, out of the

The yard and refervoir of water pertain- 
ing to this noble manufadtory are fuitable to its magnitude, and 
by much the moft Ipacious on the HofyweU ftream.

REM ARKS. 

ift. It is a certain fa£fc that the people conftantly employed in 
the copper-manu&dories are as healthy, and arrive to as great 
an age, as the generality of people employed in other occupations 
not connefted with fire or metal i but they arc fcrupulous ob- 
fervers of the antient law, which forbade to eat with unwalhcft 
hands s and they find it highly neceflary to perform a careful ab* 
lution of the whole body at left once a week, to rub off* the cop« ^ 
per duft, which adheres to their bodies, and occafions violent 
eruptions of a green color, evincing, by tlic tinge, their origin. .- 
The pain and fymptoms are eafily removed by walhing iiFitk 
dean water > but if that is negleded, the confequences become fc» ^ 

rious, and even to require chirurgical afliftance. 

ad« Young dogs« which liavc acquired a habit of licking xrop^ 
per (heets or bars, have never been known to furvive long. The 
metallic virus by that means conveyed into the inceftines foon 
4eftroys the animal by violent purging.

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3d, Yet it maydeferve notice, that the writer of thefc hints 
Having formerly kept a great number of poultry running about 
the yard, he obferved that the fowls preferred drinking the 
water from a ftialbw copper pan that lay out of doors, and was 
generally full of rain-water, tinged of a deep green color, to 
frefh clear water, of which there was abundance. No ill cfFeft 
was ever known to have happened to them from the greens 
water, though a fucccflion of pouhry reforted to it for years. 

The writer of this having been employed on the fpot, from the 
firft opening of the ground for the founc(ations of the mill and 
other buildings, found frequent proofs that the furface of the land 
had formerly been about fourteen or fixteen feet lower than at the 
time the buildings were ere£ted.

Thefe are on the Cte of the brafs-battery-mills, built in the year 
J 765, and fct to work 20th Sept. 1766. The firft brafs made at 
Creenfieldy was on the 20th Auguft^ 1766, then held by Meff. Patten 
und Co. Since 7^»^^0^ 1786 they have been in the hands of 
Thomas Williams^ cfq. and Co. under die firm of 27?^ Greenfield 
Copper and Brafs Compat^y who have very much improved them by 
various ereftions, fo as to enable them to finilh goods for Africa^ 
America^ and moft other markets, viz. brafs Neptunesj or large 
pans, in which the negroes make fait; pans for getting the gold 
out of their rivers, and for various other purpofcs; kettles; 
brafs and copper rods ; bright and black maniUas — the firft are 
rings for ornaments to the arms and legs, the laft for the current 
money of the country. The laft are not unlike the golden 
bracelets of the antient Britons^ the ends turned up and flatted; 
and add to thefe various forts oflatten, brafs, &c. for mathema- 
tical inftruments, &c. &c. ^ 

The word latten is applied to works in brafs, with which, for 
•crtam purpofes, is an admixture of any other mctaL Some- 
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times it is made a (ynonym of brafs ufcK PTatfon's Effays^ W. 70* 
and in the fame page : and Stringer^ in his Opera Mtneralia Ex- 
flicatdy p. 34. gives us the qualities of the faid latten^ as explain- 
ed in the patent ofyth Elizabetb 10 Humphrey and Sbutz^ above- 
mentioned, which was granted to Shutz for * his great cunning, 

* knowlegc and experience, as well in the finding the calamine • 

* ftone, called in Zjatin^ lapis calaminaris, and in the right and 

* proper commodity thereof^ for the compofition of mixed me- 

* tal, commonly called laUen, and in reducing it to be foft and 

* malleable,.and alfo in apting, manuring, and working the fimc 
^ for and into, all forts of battery wares, caft-work, and wire, 

* and alfo in the mollifying and manuring of iron, and drawing 
^ and forging, of the fame into wire and plates for the mak-

The wovdlaUen is alfo ufedfor a diflinflr metal, as appears By 
two patents, one of the 30th Henry VI. to his chaplain and con- 
troller ©rail his mines of gold, &c. in Devon and Cornwall (ftc 
Stringer^ p. 20.) ; the other in the patent of ioth Elizabetb, (fee 
Watfony iv. 70.) both which mention mines oflatfen. But, as the 
Bifhop obferves,. whatever the name did mean, it is- now idlh 
I can only lay, that calamine does appear in fo manyfandfo dif- 
ferent formS) that the application might have been to one of 
them, iince the qualities feem to have been the fame. 

The bead of water to thefe mills is about 21 1 feet; and 
the fupcfficial furface .of the pool or refervoir, about 70,^96 
£ict. 
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All the pools belonging to the feveral works are well ftockcd 
yiith trout brought from the river fVbeekr^ which flows beneath 
Caerwis. They grow to a. vaft fize : I have heard of one which 
had been taken in the braft mill-pool, .which weighed between 
eleven pounds and twelve pounds, but thofc over-grown fifh do 
1100 equal in flavor thofe of aa inferior fize. The three-fpined 
ftickle-back, {Br. ZooL m: N* 229.) a little fifb, feldom of the 
length of two inches, abound in this ftream, .but eipecially«in the 
ftillcr parts, where the water has been confined for the ufc of the 
works. Eels are the only filh, .. befides . thefe, . found . ia thcfc 
watersc- 

Those beautifiil birds, the kingfiffiers, are very frequent about 
thefe waters, and almoft dazzle. the eyC' in their frequent tranfi-- 
tions from place to place*. 

This work was .ercd:ed in the fpring of .1790,. is twcnty-fix> CKsscBMr-Minu. 
yards by ten wide, and is fix ftories high. It is worked by a 
water- wheel, fifueen feet high, and ten feet wide, ,with a £dl oi 
water of thirteen feet and a half. This work makes a noble figure- 
on the dream, is ornamented. with a handfome cupola, with a- 
fine gUden crefcent on. the top,-. fix>m. which it receives, its - 
name.

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Old C -ttok- A LITTLE beyond the crefcent-mill, is the Old Cotton MtU^ fsac 
' that which was firft known on the ftream. It was ercfted in fhe 

fpring of the year 1777, by Mr. John Smalley^ of Prefion^ in Lan- 
cejhire. He died January 28th, 1782, aged 53, and was interred 
in Whitefcrd church-yard. On his tomb mention is made of his 
having at HclywAl cftablifhcd the ^cotton- works. This mill is 
fmail and low, is 33 yards longj 8 yards wide, and only three 
'ftories high, and is worked by a water-wheel 15 feet high, and 
5 feet wide, with a fall of water of 1 1 feet 6 inches. 

Mr. John Smallcy^ fcnior, had long been engaged in a cotton* 
work at Cromford^ near Matlock^ in Derhjjlnre^ unhappily with- 
in the baleful influence of a tyrant rival, which forced hira 
to feek the protedlion of St. Wmefrede^ under which he pro- 
ipered, and his children 'ftill profper, bleflxng the benefit of the 
"-change made by their injured parent. 
Greatest Cot- A LITTLE way above this mill is the largeft and mod magnifi- 
TOX.M11.L. ccntof any on the water. Jt was xrefted in the autumn of the 
year 17 83,. in the fpace of fix weeks from laying the foundation* 
. ttone. It is 40 yards long, .10 yards wide, and 6 ftories high, and 
is lighted by a hundred and ninety- eight fafli windows, which 
nightly exhibit a moft glorious illumination. It is worked by a 
water-wheel ao fcet high, and 7 feet wide, with a fell of water 
of ao feet. 

All the cotton-mills on the river go under the name of the 
Cotton "Twift Company. It is to Mr. Cbrifiofher Smdley, one 
of the partners, and eldcft fon to the founder of thefe great' 
manufaaories, I am obliged for the account of what rdatc$ 
;JEOthem. 
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The cotton-twift company have between three and four hun- Manaoement of 
dred apprentices, which they clothe and feed themfelves, in com- ^"^ Childrew. 
modious houfes built for that purpofe, the boys and girls in fepa- 
rate houfes. Thefe houfes are white- waflied twice every year,. 
are fumigated three times a week through every apartment, with 
fmoak of tobacco; befides this tha flecping-rooms are wafhed* 
twice a week, and the bed-ftocks are frequently iprinkled with 
reftificd oil of tar. All the windows in theilceping-rooms open at 
the tops, by which a thorough draft of air is admitted during the 
whole time the children are at work. To thefe and other precau- 
tions the good ftate of health of fo many children may be juftly 
attributed; for though the number of apprentices have not been 
lefs than 300 for thefe feven years paft, they have only buried 
feven. Their food for dinner is beef or pork and potatoes three or 
four times a week, the other days herrings and potatoes, or foup 
and bread and cheefe, as much as they pleafe to eat. Their break-- 
fafts and fuppers in fummer is milk and bread; in the winteri. 
when milk Cannot be had, they drink porridge or brotb, with 
bread and cheefe. A furgeon is appointed to fuperintend their 
heakh ; and a Sunday fchool is regularly attended by a mafter at 
cachhoufe. 

Our little children fleep three in a bed, the larger fizes only Theih Bed?. 
two ; and ihofe who work in the night are fo far from fucceeding, 
each other in the fame beds, that they do not even fleep in the 
fame rooms.

Cotton wool is produced in the Eaji and Weji Indies, zsd aUb 
in many other places. The Ifle of Bourbtnty in the Eaft Indies, fur* 
iiilhes the beftj the next to this jn quality, grows in the Portuguejf 
fcttkments in South America, from whence it is exported to Ufioif, 
and iojported from thence jto England in Briti/h bottoms, duty- 
free. . If in foreign bottoms, a penny per pound is paid. About 
, fifteen years ago, not^more than .five hundred bags were culti- 
vated in the Brazils j but of late years, on an average, fifty thou- 
fand. The Dutch fcttlements, fay Berbice and Surinam, fupply a 
.cqnfiderable quar.tity of good cottony and comes to this country 
.better cleaned than any other. . 

THB-cotton-plant. grows naturally xa China zn^ India. The 
cultivation travelled -wcftward into Arabia, Perfia, and the Levant. 
It is alfo cuUivated in the province of Valencia, in Spain, with vaft 
. fuccefs. On the plains of that rich province, in good years, abopt 
four hundred and fifty thoufand .tfrr^^iw (of a6 lb. each);are'har- 
ivcfted* I fuppofe all this to be manu&Aured in Spain, at left I 
^o.not bear of any being imported into our kingdoms. 

•Cotton 
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CpTTON twift is (pun here of 130 hanks to the pound. Each 
hank is 840 yards long, fo that one pound of cotton thread thu^ 
fine will be 62 miles 80 yards long. The new principle (for it 
is not yet 30 years old) by which cotton wool is made fo perfeft 
a thread, is by the ufe of iron-rollers moving horizontally ; their 
fpeed is governed by brafs wheels of different fizes and numbers, 
calculated to produce what finenefs is wanted ; the twift required 
is given by the flier and Ifwndle. The cotton-twift made here is . 
fent chiefly into England and Scotland^ to be woven into ginghams, 
muflins, muflinets, dimities, nankeens, fine callicoes^ fuftians, &c. 
&c. which goods, when finifhed, are either admitted or fmuggled 
into every part of the known world. It is introduced into every 
part of the Ruffian dominions, and even into the diftant KaM^ 
Jcbaika. 

A NUMBER of machines called Muks are alfo ufed here with Mules* 
fuccefs : this machine is a compound of the water-engine and the 
ipinning-jenny, and being of a mixed breed, was, I prefume^ the 
reaibn of its being fo named. It is a machine particularly adapted 
to the fpinning of fine yams, and far exceeds every other yet dif- 
covered for that purpofc. 

The laft mill on the river is a cornrmill : a large building 
crcdted by the cotton-twift company, inftead of the old one ; and 
of another which ftood a little lower down, on the fite of which 
ftands part of the great cotton-milL 

The length of the ftream, from the fountain to the marlh, is 

one mile and two hundred and thirty-four yards. The following

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L?T me conclude with remarking the vaft population thefe 
companies have brought to the townfhips of Holywell and Gree»' 
field. In refpeft to the firft, there is no great increafe of building; 
but the latter has of late years received liich an addition in 
works and in houfes, that almoft the whole is a continued feries 
of edifices of different kinds, from the upper corn- mill quite to 
tlie fea-fide. Among them are a hundred and feventy-feven 
houfes for workmen of different occupations, of which few in- 
deed have been ereded beyond my memory* 
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The origin of thi« ufeful ftrcam is' difcovcred at the foot of Sr, Wexei redeU 
the ftccp hill, beneath the town of Holywell, or Trej^inon, to ^^^' 

which it gave the name. The fpring boils with vaft impetuofity 
out of a rock, and is coaBned in a beautiful polygonal well, co- 
vered witli a rich arch, fupported by pillars *• The roof is moit 
cxquilicely carved in ftone- Immediately over the fountain is the 
legend of St. fVene/rede, on a pendent projeftion, with the arms 
of England zttht bottom. Numbers of fine ribs fecure the arch, 
whofc interfcaions are coupkd with a fcidpture. 

SoMEare mere works of fancy J grotefque figures of animals: 
but the reft allude chiefly to the Stanley family. This building, 
and the chapel over it, rofe from the piety of that great houfe, 
which left theie memorials of its bencfadlions : there are befides 
fbme marks c^the illdlrious donors $ for example, the profile of 
Margaret, mother to Henry VII. and that of her hulband the 
carl o£ Derby, cut on the {iJXA ftone. 

The compliments to the Stanleys, are very frequent. The 
tw^s^head is the arms of the earls of Ci&^^: it is indofed in 
a garter, in refpeft to Sir fVUliam Stanley, knight of that order> 
who had been chamberlain x>f that city, and jufliciary oi North 
Wales. The tun with a plant iifuing out of it, is a rebus, the 
arms of his wife Elizabeth Hoptou, allufive to her name. This 
proves, that the building was erefted before 1495, in which year 
Sir fFUlsam loft his head. The odier badges of the fame houie 
are, the ftag's head; the eagle's leg; and the three legs, the arms 
of the ifleofMiiir.

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We alfo find, that Catherine of Arragtm^ widow to prince 
Arthur^ and afterwards the unfortunate wife of his brother Henry 
YIIL was a benefa6^refs to this building; at left her arms appear 
here : three pomegranates in a ftiield, ftirmounted with a crown i 
the badge of the houfe of Granada^ !n memory of the expuUioa 
of the Moors y by her father F(?r^iw»^*, The eagle feems alfo 
to belong to her, being one of the fupporters of the arms of her 
family. 

Over one of the leflfer arches, on each fide of the well, are the 
dragon and gre-hound, the fupporters of the arms o( England 
during the reign o( Henry VII. and part of that of Henry VIII. 
The firft was born by Henry VII. as a badge of the houfe of 7i^^, 
which derived itfelf fix)m Cadwalader^ laft king of Britain^ who 
bore on his enfign a red dragon. Henry j in imitation of him, at 
die battle of Bojwartb carried on his ftandard a red dragon, paint-^ 
ed on white and green filk ; which afterwards gave rife to the 
office o{ Rouge-dragon among the heralds. 

On one fide of a wall that fupports the roof, was painted the 
^tale of the tutelar faints at prefent almoft defaced : over it is in* 
fcribed, in bonorem SanBa JVenefreday V. & M. 

In another wall is an elegant nich, in which ftood a ftatue of 
the Virgin Mary \ pulled down, as I have been informed, in the 
year 1635. 

I HAVE alfo heard, that there had been another of St. Wene^ 
frede. To grace the image on high feftivals, it is probable, 
that Ifabel^ counteis of fTarwick, widow to the great Richard

Over this ipring is a chapel^ of the fame date with the other Chapiu 
building : a neat piece of gothic architefture ; but in a very 
ruinous ftate. The eaft end is a pentagon, and had five windows 
with elegant tracery. The top arched, and eroded with neat 
flender ribs. It had been open to the body of die chapel s but 
the fine arch which formed the divifion, has been bricked up a 
great number of years ago. On one fide of the body b an oblong 
recefs, divided fi'om it by three arches, fupported by pillars ; 
and within is a window impending over the well. Under the 
centre window muft have ftood the altar. The whole length of 
the chapel is fifty-two feet : the breadth is twenty. The re- 
ceis is twenty-fix feet long, and eight broad. The roof is 
neat wood-work. This had been a free chapel, in the gift 
of the bifliop, with the referve of aftipend to the chapter; 
but the reft of the ofierings were to be expended on the chapel* 
In Richard III.'s time, the abbot and convent had from the crown 
ten marks yerefy^for tbefuftentaci(me andjalarie ofapriefte^ at tbt 
chapeUe of St. Wynefiride\. The chapel is the property o( Darnel 
Lio, efquire, in right of his wife JLetitia, fifter to the late John 
Davies, eiquire, of LUmercb. 

The foUowmg order, fi>r putting the chapel over the 
well into pofieflion of a clergyman of the church of Rome^

fxEB School. In this chapel is kept the free-fchool for fij&teen boys, with a 
fettled falary, from money laid out at intereft, of 10/. per annum. 
The vicar appoints the matter, which, as far as I recoiled, has 
been a clergyman, excepting in one inftance. 
Sunday ScHooLg. BrsiDfis the Sunday fchool, where the cotton-company's ap- 
prentices are inftrufted, there is another parochial one kept in 
the chapel over the well. This is fuppor-ted by a general fub- 
icription through the parifli \ and about feventy poor children are 
inftrufted by proper matters, in reading, writing and arithmetick* 
The copper and brafs cornpanies are handfome fubfcribers, but 
% they 
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they fend only a few adults, to be inftrufted in matters, their more 
advanced years make them capable of learning. 

This rochu Has been ufed as the hall for holding both the great 
and the quarter feffions. I remember Matthew Skinner^ efquire, 
chief juftice of Cbefier, holding the affizcs there; and I alfo recoUeft 
a quarter feflions : the hall having been properly fitted up for the 
purpofc. But the diftance from the center of the county was 
found fo inconvenient, that after thefc inftances they were removed 
to Flint, and finally to Mold, where they ftill continue. 

The window in this chapel impends a vaft height over the ChamlWiwdovt. 
bathing well. Several perfons (not in their (bber fenfcs) have 
leaped into the water, without receiving any other damage than 
the fmart caufed by the dafhing on the furface from their exalted 
ftation. Within my memory, one John Blachvall, o( Uanqfapb^ 
took a far more defperate leap into the fame water, from the 
church-yard wall, almoft adjoining to the chapel. The leap 
would have been great, had it been on level ground. Here, had 
he not reached the water, the confequence would have been, that 
of being dalhed to peces on the flags. 

The bathing-well is an oblong, 38 feet by 16, with fteps for 
the defccnt of the fair-fcx, or of invalids. Near the fteps, two 
feet beneath the water, is a large ftone, called the wijhing-ftont. 
It receives many a kils from the faithful, who are fuppofed never 
to fail in experiencing the completion of their defn-es, provided 
the wifh is defivercd with full devotion and confidence. 

ONthe outfide of the great well, clofe to the road, is a fmall Littlb Sfaino. 
%ring, once famed fer the cure of weak eyes. The patient made 
an offering to the nymph of the fpring, of a crooked pin, and 

fent 
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fcnt up at the fame time a certain ejaculation, by way of charm : 
but the charm is forgotten, and the efficacy of the waters loft. 

The well is common -, for I find by a decifion of the court of 
chancery, on a law-fuit refpefting the lordfhip of Holywell, be- 
tween Sir John Egertm, knight, and John Eldred\ chancellor 
Ellejmere decrees, * That on calling to mind, that within the 

* faid manor there is a fountain or well of antient and worthy 

* memory, he doth not think fit that the petitioner, or any 

* other, fliould have the property thereofi notwithftanding the 

* general words of the grant of the manor : and therefore his 
^ lordihip doth order, that notwithftanding the faid grant, that 

* the well (hall continue as now it is, or heretofore hath been j 
« laving to the petidoner, and his heirs and afligns, the benefit 

* of the ftream and watercourfe, with the appertainances/ 
Th£R£ are two different opinions about the origin of this 

ftream. One party makes it miraculous : the other aflerts it to 
be owing only to natural caufcs. The advocates for the firft, 
deliver their tale thus : 
0# Saikt Wen«- ^^ *^ feventh century lived a virgin of the name of fVenefrede^ 
of noble parents -, her father's name was Tbewitb^ a potent lord in 
the parts where Holywell now ftands j her mother's JVenlo, dc- 
fcended from an antient family in Montgomeryjbire, and fiftcr to 
St. Beuno* Beuno afTumed the monaftic habit, retired to Cfymwg^ 
in Caernarvon/hire, where he built a church and founded a con- 
vent. After completing this work of piety, he vifited his rela- 
tions in Flintjhirei and obtaining fi-om his brother-in-law a Httle 
fpot at the foot of the hill on which he refided, eredbcd on it a 
church, and took under his care his niece Waiefredc.

A. it^fOHSORiNC prioee of the name of Cradotusy ion of kiog 
y^^> was (truck with her beauty> ahd at all eventSx determined u 
gratify his defires. He made known his paflion to the lady; 
who, affefted with horror, attempted to efcapc. The wretch, ^^ 
enraged at the difappointment, inftantly purfucd her, drew out 
his fabre, and cut off her head. Cradocus inftandy received the" - 
reward of his crime : he fell down dead, and the earth opening, 
fwallowed his impious corps. Higden^ in his Pofychnmctmy adds^ 
that even the defcendants of this monfter were vifited with hor- 
rible judgments, to be expiated only by a vifit to this well, or 
to the bones of the f4int at Salop.

A ipring oT 
uncommon fize burft from the place wherfc the head reftedi 
The mois on its fides diflHifed a fragrant fmdl *• Her blood:

commemorate the fa£i:> by afltiming colors unknown to ^em aL 
other times*

St. Beuno took up the head, carried it to the corps, and^, 
offering up his devotions, joined it nicely* to the body, which^ 
ihftantly* reunited. The place was vifible only by a flfcnder 
white line encircling her neck,, in memory of a miracle, which, 
lurpafled far that worked by St., Biotrjfjsusy who marched in 
triumph after decapitation, with his head in his hands, from. 
. Mont tnarire to St. Dennis' s^f ; or that of St\,Adelber$tis^ who, in« 
like circumftanccs, (warn acrols the Viftulai 

To conclude: -St. Wenefrede furvived her decollation fifteen 
years. She died at Gwytberin in Bcnbigbfiire,yiYitTt her bones

reRed till the retgn of king Stepbeny when, after divine adnio- 
iution> they were furrendered to the abby of St. Peter and St. 
Paul at Sbrewjbury. The memory of the two great eveots, that 
of her firft death is celebrated on the 2ad oijune: that of her 
tranfladon the 3d of November^ 

The firft Sunday after St. James's day is alfo kept in honor of 
certain (aints ; (probably St. Wenefrede and St. Beuno) not with 
prayers or with holy mafTes, but in every fpecies of frolick 
and excefs. It originated in the Romijb tltiMvclii but I clear 
that congregation from being concerned in any part of the 
orgies; which are, I fear^ celebrated by perfons of our own 
religion only, who flock here on that day for moft unfaindy ends. 
The day is called Dydd/uly Saint, or the Sunday rf ibe Samis. I 
wiih I could trace the primaeval ceremonies, and whether one 
might not have been the Druidical cuftom, the Dei/eal, or Deififl, 
or turning from die eaft to the weft, according to the courfe of 
the fiin. In fome of the weftern ifles the cuftom is flill preferved 
with great devotion. Deas fignifies the right hand^ and ful the 
fun, from the ceremony being performed with the ri^t hand 
always next to the circle, cairn, or whatfoever they furround*. 
It b pofCble that this cuftom might have been applied to our 
faint) and the words Beifeily or Deifidy corrupted ^r diat purpofb 
for Dydd-Joly for giving particular fandbion to the Sund^ in 
queftion. 

A PRATERNiTV and gild was efbblifhed in honor of our 
iaint at Sbrewjbury. It had its common (eal, which, through the

After her deaths her &n&itf^ (ays her hiftorkn, was proved 
by numberlefi miracles* The waters were ahnoft as fanative 
as'th^feof the pool of Bab^da: all mfirnuties incident to the 
human body met with relief; the votive crutches^ the barrows> 
and other proofs of cures> to dus moment remain as evidences 
pendent over the well* 'The iaint is equally propidoiis to Pro- 
ceftants and Catholics; for among die ofierings are to be found. 
thde gFatefel tefthnonies from the patients of each religion* 

Tna Holy Padier gave all encouragement to the piety of piU 
grims to frequent tMs fiKsmmn^ Pope MarttB V. * in die reign. 
ofHemy V. fumiflied die abby o{ Bafingwerk with pardons and 
indulgences^ to fell to the devotees. Thefe were renewed again, 
in the reign of queen Mary^ by the interefl of Thomas Goldwett 
bifhop of St. JJapb f, who fled into Italy on the acccITion ofEliza^ 
hetb^ Multitudes of ofiferings flowed in-; marks of gratitude from, 
fuch who had received benefit by interceflilonL of the vir^a.

Cambr. 874. Mr. Addifiniv]^ he faw his pidure at Raveima^ in the convent of 
"Sieatins^ among the eminent men of that order.. 
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The refort of pilgrims of late years to thefe FwifimoRA lias 
confiderably decreafed ; the greateft number are from LoH^aJbire. 
In the fummer^ ftill a few are to be feen in the water in deep 
devotion up to their chins for hours^ fending up their prayers, 
or performing a numt)er of evolutions round the polygonal 
w^ell j or threading the aroh between weU and weU t prefcribed 
number of times, I am forry to fay that this excefs of piety has 
coft feveral devotees their lives. Few people of rank at prefent 
honor the fountain with their prefence. A crown^ head in the 
laft age dignified the place with a vifit. . The prince who loft 
three kingdoms for a mafi, payed his refpefts, on Augu/l 29th 
i686| to our faint ; and recrived as a reward a prcicnt of the 
very fhift in which his great*grand-mother Mary Sluari loft her 
head^. This piince gave, in the courie of his progrefsj as nuu'ka 
of his &vor, golden dngs, with his hair platted beneath a cryflal. 
I have feen one, which he had beftowed on a RomM CaiboHc 
prieft of a nighboring fiimily. The m^ority of devotees arc of 
the &ir ^ex, attraAed hither to commemorate the martyrdom 
of St. JFenefredey as thole «f the Eaft .did th( death of the , 
Qfprian favorite,

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We> whofe anceflorSy between two and three centuries ago^ 
abridged our faith to the mere contents of the Old and New 
Tcftannent, and to the creed called the ApeftleSi do not think 
die belief in the above, and other legends, requifite. I refer the 
reader to the arguments ufed by the andquary DbAor Powell 
in his notes on the Itinerary of GiraUus Cambrenjis^ and to Bifhop 
Fleetwood!^ annotations on the life of the faint, for proofs againft 
die truth of the tale : but withProteftants, and temperate Catho- 
lics, it carries with it felf-confutation. 

Thb waters are indifputably endowed with every good quality 
attendant on cold baths $ and multitudes have here experienced 
the good efie£ts that thus refult from natural qualities, implanted 
in the fcveral parts of matter by the divine Providence, in order to 
liilfil his will. Heaven for a (hort period deigned to convince a* 
dark and obdurate age with a feries of miracles'; which were de«- 
livered down to fucceeding times, as inconteftible proofs of the 
reality of the- divine miffion. Without them, a fufficient ground of 
truft and reliance upon the Supreme Being has long fmce been 
eftabli(hed» Second caufes innumerable are diiperfed throughout 
the univerfe, fubordinate to the Fihst. Every element proves 
to us a medicme or a bane, as fuics His unerring difpenfa- 
don. We cannot want, we cannot have the mediation of 
poor departed mortals. The fuppoficion would be bellow* 
ing on diem the attributes of the Deity; omniprefence and' 
omniicieRCQu 

Some eminent botanifts of my acquaintance have reduced the 
Iweet mofs, and the bloody ftains, to mere vegetable produc- 
tions,^ far from being peculiar to our fountain. The firft is 

that: 
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that kind of mofi called JungermdmU, AJplmoidcs; FI. Angl. 
509, ^our in WdeSy vol. i. t^b. 6. impcrfedUy defcrihcd and fi- 
gured by Jyilkniusy in his hiftory of moffes 1 wWch ihduced us to 
give a new engraving of it. This fpecies is alfo foond in another 
holy well in Caernarvonjh^e^ called Ffynnon LlM^ddiinkleH, m a 
parifh of the fame name. 

The other is a Byjus, likewife odoriferous i contunon to Xtfjp- 
land^ and to other countries beddes our own. It adheres to ftones . 
in form of fine velvet. Lintiieus calls it Byffus Jelifbus*, Or thf 
violeihfmelling. He faysj the ftone to which it tdiieres eafiljT 
betrays itfelf by the color, being as if fmeared with blood j and 
if rubbed^ yields a fmell like violets. Micbeliy in his Ge$tera of 
plants, mentions the fame t i • and Scbw^ckfeU difcovercd it 
^ among the vegetables of Silefta. He calls It a mufcus Jvfhruieus^ 
and informs us, that the fmell is grateful to the heart 1 and that 
if ptit among clothes* it gives them a good fcent^ and fervcs to 
drive ^way moths {. Unn^eus fays ||, that it is of ufe in eruptive 
dilbrdcrs: The Confervd Gelattnofdi Syft* PI. iv, 591. FI» 
Scot. ii. 986, is found in the fame well. ^ 

A SPECIES of mofs is apt to vegeute on the oaken wheels of fe- 
veral of the mills of this dream. Thefe give fhelter to multitudes 
of animalcuU. Thele, ic is probable, eat into the tuBber, and 
occafion the ill fame our river has obtained of having a corro-« 
live qualiQr, Mr. IVilliam CbamhirSi of Hofywell, has afiured me 
that he has feen the penftock and contiguous part^ wliich lie

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always under water, in fomo parts pierced with a few holes, ia 
ethers eaten quite thorough ; and that the i^anks appeared^ after 
the mofs was (eparated, as if confuming by the wet rot. He 
adds, that the mofs firft adheres to the oaken planks, and then it 
is that the fmall grubs eat into them ; and in fome parts quite 
penetrate, (^ that die mo& becomes feemingly the nurfery or 
receptacle of the grubs. The method uied to prcferve the 
wheels, was by icraping the mois off annually. 

This account is corroborated by Mn Robert Tkr/, a very in- 
telligent mafter-carpcncer, who fays, that the wheels made of the 
beft oak are deftroyed remarkably fbon by the Hi?/|f^// ftr^^m« 4^ 
wheel which ought to have lafted thirty years, has here been known V 
to become unfit for ufe in about twelve. Mr. Tart recommends 
wheels made of pme ^ red deal, and that the fiir&ee of thib * 
wheels be paid with pitch, tar, and ruddles but even thia.has 
proved ineffedhial, for the water occafions the nuxture fo^m cq^ 
peel away. Mr. Doniavand was (b fenfible of the evil, as to fub« 
(titute, inftead of timber, wheels of caft^iron in the works which 
he fuperintends. 

Edward DavuSj an experienced whed-wright^ mcd feventy- 
five, confirms the above; and adds diat red deal perifhcs in the f^me 
manner, but in a much flower degree, by reaibn of ill refinous qua* 
lity. There have been formerly inft^nces of oaken planks, which 
had laid long under water, being found as full of holes as if they had 
been eaten dirough by Nortvay rats s and were kepi as curiofities 
by the late Mcffra. Barker, of Bfynmadhy or Gadfys. 

On examination of the ammaUula which occafion diis da- 
n^^j we found diem to be the eruca or caterpillars of a certam

infeft, which dcpofitc its eggs in the mofs, the Ifyfnum ripariumg 
Flora Scof. ii. 760. we found them in the ftatc of eruc^^ about 
a third of an inch long, and of a whitifh color. 

We found others arrived to the ftate of pupa or cbryJalideSi of 
the fame length as the caterpillar^ and of a deep brown color. 
Whether thefe deftruftivc infe£b are epbemer^y or pbryganea, of 
the clafs of infefts which, by a wonderful direction of nature, dc- 
pofite their eggs in waters of different depths, 1 cannot aicertain. 
It is certain that thefe genera, before they afflime the infe£l: form, 
remain under the water. They from the c^ become cater- 
pillars ^ thefe caterpillars reft a certain time m ihape of pup^, 
then burft put into flies or infefts, after that inftantly quit the 
watery element. In a ftill day they may be obierved to make 
their appearance, preceded by a bubble : the infeft immediately 
follows, and either takes to the air, or runs along the fur&ce of 
the water, before it riles into its new habitation. 
Chuxch. Above the well ftands the church, dedicated to St. IFcnefrede. 

The pariih wakes are celebrated in Nevmher, the time of her 
tranflation. The living, before the dillblution, belonged to the 
abby of Bajmgwerk i and is a vicarage in the gift of J^us College, 
Oxford, which nominates; and Daniel Leo, efquirc, the lay-redor, 
- prefents. It was given away by Roierf Davies, to the college, by 
deed dated i6a6, expref&ng, that as often as it became vacant, 
. the faid Rokert Davies and his heirs Ihall freely, and cbaritaiis in^ 
tuUuy et ahfque aliqua morofa amUatione, prefent a native of ^ix^, 
rightfully and canonically nominated by the coU^.

Ton of the donor, earneftiy recommends to the college Mr.

bled by a walking ffceple, a man with a ihiall bell, who founds 
the notice through every ftreet. 

The prefent church was rebuilt in }76g| on the fite of the old, 
and of the fame length andbrcaddi^i^^. the length.fixty-eight feet, 
the breadth fifty-fix« It is difficult to afcertain the anuent archi* 
te£turc of this church. Near the entrance, at the weft-end,' is a 
door-way, With an dbtxsk gathic arch. The pHhrs, jfMii diem« 
Kslves, and with plalii capitsils, ^ith fapportthe gjdkty oh eaeh 
tide of the nave, are origrhad; and'by thef ipecimens' given by

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been in ufe among the Saxtms and the Ntfrmms, The arched^ 
which might have confirmed my Ai^icion that the church was 
built in the Norman reign> are taken away> but the ftyle con- 
tinued till about die year i2cx). The church has a na?e and 
two ailesy over which are two handibme galleries ^ and the 
whole is fuppofed to contain three thoufand people. It is plain^ 
neat> and calculated for u£e. 

Should it be ever thought neceflary to commemorate the re- 
pair of the church by an infcripdon^ I would venture to recom- 
mend the eneigedc lines inicribed^ on a fimilar occafion> on a 
church at Briftol, adapting the date and third line to the circum- 
fiances of thzt of Hofywell.

Under the chancel are the vaults of the Mifyns of Trelacre, 
the Pennants ^ oiBagUiii and the Pantons of BofjOlt. The late 
Edward Pennant^ ^ture^ on the purchafe made by me of part of 
his eftate> promifcd to me his fhare of thele eienue domns. . He 
diedi and the pofthumous ^ was isi the handfomeft niianner 

transferr^ 
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transferred to me by R^er Barnfttm^ efquirej who afterwards 
poffeffed the remainder of his fortunes. 

In the chancel is a neat c^enotopb^ in memory ^iMary^ mother Monum^iits. 
to the late Edward Pemant^ efquire. The infcriptton does this 
lady no more thanjuftice: 

* She was prudent, pious, and charitable ; in the midft. of misfortunes fiiewed 
^ a great example of meeknefs and humility, of patience and refignation to 
* the will of God.* 

With the beff and moft afftftionate intent to- improve the affairs 
of her fon, fhe engaged in a partnerlhip with a fmelting-company 
in the neighborhood. The company foiled } and the creditors^ 
in an unrelenting manner, purfued the good lady till fhe was 
obliged to take fheker in the ifle of Mani where fhe died, on the 
* aSth o( February^ ^7 5^j ^^^ ^otxy^ and was interred in the church 
at Douglas. 

On the wall of the fouth aile is a fmall monument in memory 
of the Reverend Robert Edwardsy a younger Ion of Brynford, re&or 
ofHalkin, who died May 13th, 1694. Above the infcription are 
the amis of the hoiife, viz. field vert, a cheveron between three 
wolves heads argent, erafed, with the lion, the arms of Tudor 
Trevor, enipaled.

John PkNNANT was fecond in defcent from Nkbolas Permant^ 
laft abbot of Bafingtverk ; and was married to Margaret^ daughter 
of iSrgA Mqfyn^ younger fonof Pyers Moftyn, o(Trdacri. His 
arms are the three ihieldrakes quarterly with thofe of Sir R$birt 
PounderUngj conftable of Defert caHkj and of Sir Griffiib Uvoyd^ 
mentioned before at p. 31. He was great-grand-father to Mary 
Pennant y who conreyed into our houfe the Hofy^MeU and Marim

In rebuilding the church was found the headlefs figure of a 
priefl, in his iacerdotal habit, and with a chalice in his hand. He 
b fuppofed to have been Tbamas, fecond fbn of Tbemas op David^ 
abbot cifBqfingwerk ; whoni J find in the BapUt pedegree to have 
been vicar of HofywelL 

The fleepk is plain and fquare, very ftrongly built^ but 
without any marie to denote the time of its being built. 

The church^yard is the worft in the whole diocefe. A fmall Cru&cb-Yaid. 
part is a gentle Oopc^ but the greater almofl pecipitousi fo that 
after any continuance of wet weather^ a fall may happen pro« 
duftive of the moft' indecent and horrible ipeftades. 

The number of inhabitants in this parifh may be from 7 t6 Nvmbbr or 
8000. There are about looo houfes in the whole parifh, of People. 

H h which 
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which upwards of 400 are in the town. Gr^^^/i contains about 
177 houfes. This is the townfliip which has received the great- 
eft increafe, by reafon of the fudden and vaft acceffion of inhabi- 
tants, by reafon of the manufatSlures which fettled here nearly at 
the fame time. In thefe evil days about twenty of the houfes 
are empty. 
Jncxcasb. The increafe of inhabitants may be coUefted from the follow- 
ing abftradl from the Holywell regifters. Let it be obferved, that 
the number allowed to each houfe is greater thaq common^ from 
the confideration that in manufa£buring places the number of 
poor employed in them are crowded into far lefs ipace than in 
any other towns.

In this parifli are three clubs, or friendly focieties, inftituted on CLUfl8,o»F«iiND. 
the fame plan as thofe in Wbiteford ^znSa (fee p. 10 1.) The 
firft, or the Old Club, was formed on March 7th, 1751 : fo that 
it is prior to our's by fifteen years. It confifts at prcfcnt of 214 
members. 

Club the fccond confifb of 170 members, and was formed 
January a7th, 1759. 

Clvb the third is compofed of 160 members, and commenced 
on January 21ft, 1775. Each of thefe clubs have their rules, but 
fo fimilar to thofe of Wlitefcrd parilh, that' I (hall not repeat 
them. I fhall only remark, ne quid detrimenti ecclefia capiat^ 
that there is an article which excludes every one who is not of 
the true church of England by law eflablifhed, unlefs with the 
approbanon of the majority. 

The Union Club was efhtblifhed in ApriU 1789. It is com- Union Clu*. 
pofed of forty-two members, in general the moft refpeftable in- 
habitants of the parilh, untainted with defpotic or Jacobinical prin- 
ciples. Every Cbriftmas they (hew exemplary charity to their poor 
neighbors; and under their influence above 160/. was raifed the 
late (cafon of fcarcity, and diftributed among the objctls moft 

H h a worthy 
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worthy of relief. • My fon and I arc proud of being members of 
this fociety, as well as all the preceding. 
Old Bowling- Lbt mc here mention (from the principle Kee alim me^ 
Gt££N. if^iniffi juvabit) a fociety long extinft, which confided of the 

gentlemen of the neighborhood, and the moft relpe£table men 
of bufinefs, tradefmcni or mine- adventurers, who met, dur- 
ing fummer, once a week, to dine at the houfe o( Bryn Cefyn^znd 
after dinner defccnded to the bowling-green juft beneath^ to 
amufe themfelves with the innocent recreation. Adjoining, in a 
room of retreat, in the intervals of play, the perlbns out, took their 
pipe and ale^ or perhaps a fmall bowl of punch : for in thofe plab 
days wine was feldom called for, unlefs by the few with whom 
dher liquors might difagree *. 

In the town are three places of worfliip befides the church, two 
for the Roman Catholics^ and one for diflenters. The laft was built 
on my ground, by leafe dated April 16, 1788^ and is maintained 
by voluntary contributions. Of the former, one fupports a fecular 
or parifti prieft. The odier a gentleman' of the late order of Jcfuits^ 
Both of their cures arc endowed with lands vefted in tniilees. 
Each of their houfes had been a fpecies of hotel, probably de- 
figned for thie reception of pilgrims of better rank. One was called 
the Crofs'keysy the other the Star. I remember at one or other of 
them Edward duke of Norfolk^ and other vifitants of diftinAion* 
BftTN Y Gaitbli,. Above the church is a hill called Bryny C(0eUy narrow and 
very deep on the fidesj^rojcdting at the end over the little valley*

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On this might have ftood the cattle of^reffymon^ or St. JFemfrede^ 
built by Randle \\\. earl of Cbefter^ in the year i2io\ There 
lu-e not at prcfent any vcftiges left. 

It is fmgular that no mention is made in the Daofnfday^Book 
of either chapel, church, or well; yet townfhips now of lefs note 
are named ; fuch as Brunford, CalJecote, and others^ Notwith- 
ftanding bifliop Fleetwood's opinion, I think the legead of St. 
Wenefredi was known previotis to that furvey ; for the very name 
cfHofyweB is SaxoUy probably beftowed on it before the Conqueft> 
on account of the imputed fandfcity of the welL 

The fpring is certainly one of the fineft in thefc kingdoms i 
and, by the two difierent triab and calculations lately made for 
my information, is found to fling out about twenty-one tons of 
water in a minute. It never freezes^ In refpeA to the equality of 
the water m droughts, or after the grcateft rsuns, I find I muft , 
place it among the vulgar errors. From the amhority of Mr» 
Cbriftopber Smalley, and other refpe£table manufaAurers on the 
ftream, I difcover that the variation ts extremely great, and 
that there is a decreafe in fummer of nK>re than one-third, 
and in great droughts of ftill more, and after vblent rains 
the increafc is in like proportion: fome even fay it is one- 
half. As long as I remember, the fountain, after heavy fells of 
wet, became of a wheyey color. This is increafed to a great 
degree, grows more turbid, and even depoftts a mud upon the 
ftones. 

Th? town was alfo very inconfiderable till the beginning of 
this century; the houfes few, and thofe for the moft part 

thatched i 
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Aatched ; the ftrccts unpavcd ; and the place deftitute of a mar* 
kct. The flouriftiing mines, that for fomc time were difcovcrcd 
in the neighborhood, made a great; change in the appearance, and 
introduced the cflfefts of wealth. The efFefts of the manufafto- 
ries make Jcis appearance in the town than in the valley beneath^ 
which, from the well to the fea-fid6, is a continued fucccffion of 
buildings. 
Market. The monks of Btiftngwerk obtained for it the grant of a fair 

and a market. The firft has been dropt beyond the memory of 
man. The market was alfo loft, till it was renewed by letters 
patent, dated Jan. ^oth* 1703, granted to Sir John Egertofiy 
baronet. The patent alfo contains a grant of three fairs, viz. 
on the 23d of AprH^ the ^uejday in Eaft€r week, and the ad of 
Septmbtr. The market has been the moft flourifliing in N(frib 
fFalis,; but the &irs never could be eftablifhed. 

The market is. the beft in the county for butcher's meat. 
That for com is now much reduced, by reafon of the greater 
farmers, or the badgers or purchafcrs for exportation, leflening 
the great ftock which u(ed to fupply the markets at reafonable 
rates. Every great fiirmer feems now to have taken the early 
part of his education in Change- Alley, and is as expert in prices 
of corn, as any academy of that noted place is in thofe of 
ftocksp That there never can be a deficiency for the ufe of the 
natives ofFIint/bire, either from their own lands, or the vale of 
Ckvydy IS evident fix)m the following table of exportation, from 
September i, 1794, to Auguft 5th, 1795 j communicated to me 
by the friendfhip of the gentlemen of the cuftom-houfe in Chef-

Tm. fituation of the town is pleafant and healthy. On the 
back is a lofty hillj at times extremely productive of lead-ore. 
Towards the fea is a pretty valley, bounded by woods: the 
end finiihes on one fide with die veneraUe abby. To fuch 
who require the ufe of a cold-bath, few places are more propers 
for, befidcs the excellence of the waters, exceeding good medical 
afiiftance, and comfortable accommodations, may be found here 1 
and the mind entertained, and the body exercifed in a variety of 
beautiful rides and walks. 

Thxre are leven roads out of Holywell^ leading to di^erent 
places. The firft, or that from the lower part of the town to 
the fea-fide, I have already mentioned. 

The fecond pafles through fFbsteford ftreet, and is that to 
RuJkmd, Sl Jfapbi Gmuy^ and Holyhead^ and alfo is the coach- 
road to Lmb ighnlXA extent in this parifh is only one mile, 
2 ending 
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ending at the late Mr. Henry Sieeple'^ wall, where the parifti of 
TVbiteford begins. Above the weft end ftands the Grange, which 
was called FeUebrock (and alfo Fulibrock.) The Grange ftill re- 
. mains a farm-hou/e in a moft ruinous condition. It is the pro- 
perty of Sir Pyers Moftyn^ but formerly belonged to the abby of 
Bajingwerk^ having been granted to thenn by Meredetb Wawor^ 
of which Dugdale^ (i* 7^0 gi^cs the following account, in the 
charter o( David ap Llewelyn, prince oi North IFales : ^ Terram 
« etiam quam Meredit TFawor in villa de HaliweU et extra villam 

* habuit et terram quam Huitredus frater ejus fccum excambiavit 

* in ipfa villa pro fua parte terras in ^itfordia et grangiam illo- 

* rum quae appcUatur Feilebroe cum omnibus pertinentiis et afia- 
' mentis fuis et communitatem pafturse montium cum cacteris.* 

The Holywell level was begun in 1774, under Icafes granted Lenbl. 
by Sir Pyers Mojiyn, baronet, myfclf, Peter Parry, cfquire, Ed- 
ward Jones, cfquirc, and Mrs. Mary fVilUams, of Trelunniau. 
I and my two fons made the voyage of this important venture on 
September 21ft, »795, and took boat, or nather punt, at the en- 
trance into the work in Coed Cae Dentir, a field belonging to Sir 
Pyers, on the north fide of a fmall dingle opening into the road 
oppofitc to the great cotton faftory. Under the pilotage of 
the honeft Thomas Edwards, agent to the mine, we entered the 
mouth, lighted by candles, ftuck on each fide of our veflfcl. The 
firft forty yards of our way was arched with ftone, and fo low as 
to oblige us to ftoop. When the arch ceafed, the roof was the 
natural rock, of that fpecies called Jhale. The height begins now Shalf. 
to be fix feet j the breadth four -, the depth of the water, included 
in the height, is two and a half. After pafllng in the flialey ftratum 
about two hunilred and twenty-fix yards^ we find it is fuccecded 

I i by 
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Chert, by that of cbert^ at which (pot the levd enters my ground, in 
the field called Coed Caeporfa. There the height to the furface is 
eighteen yards. Several (hafts have been funk »fbr air between 
this place and the mouth of the level. In a field of mine, called 
Cadlas bir, was early difcovcred, at the depth of thh-ty-onc yards,. 
a ftrong ftring of ore, which ratfed the hopes of the adventurers 
to the higheft degree -, and the mineral ftock rofe in proportion^ 
But alas I in a little time, both fpirits and ftock fell ; for the pro- 
mifing profpeft fuddenly vaniihed, an accident too fi-equent with 
miners to occafion furprize. The chert continues to a little beyond 
the turnpike-road, when wcagain enter the land of Sir fyers Mojlyrty 
in a field called Brocknallty where it ftops. Hitherto the level has 
Limb- Stone, pteferved a ftrait courfe: but in this field (where the lime-ftone 
ftratum begins, and is continued to the end of the prefent work* 
ing,' above five hundred yards) it takes a bend parallel to the 
road, and fo continues as far as BrocknalU-pellaj and then makes 
another curvature, and near a fmall but pretty cave croffcs 
A Cate. obliquely the turnpike-road. The cave is furnilhed with a table 
and benches, at which the vifitants never fail experiencing the 
hofpitality of their worthy condu<Slor. Out of this cave is, a 
paffage, or fump, or ftiort fhaft, funk for the purpofe both of 
fearching for ore, and alfo for conveying of air, which began to 
be wanted, into the level. This fump communicates with feve- 
ral others, till it reaches a (haft. The aftion of the air is various, 
VtHTiLATOK. fometimes itdefcends through thefhaft; at other times rulhes 
up the mouth of the level ; but in each cafe paflcs into the 
mouth of a fquarc Wooden conduftor, which enters the lower 
part of the fump, and is contbued on one fide of the level, al- 
moft to the end of the prefent working.

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In proceeding farther we were alarmed with the awful found 
of a cataradt. On arriving at the fpot from whence it ilTued, the 
noife feemed to have derived its gr^ateft force from the confined 
arch of the level; for we difcovered it to proceed from a fmall Cascadb. 
but elegant cafcadcj whichj in our fights tumbled down a fmall 
hollow, and fcrved to augment the waterof the level, which was 
alfo increafed by^ feveral ftrong fprings rifing from the fides and 
bottom with (bong ebullitions. Similar noifes are faid to have 
been heard in CottiauW Odyn. It is polliblethat this fubterraneous 
water may be one of the feeds of St. JVenefredes well, as the 
field is nearly in a defcending line with it. I have alfo heard, 
on good authority, of another large ftream of water running 
through a great fubterraneous cavern, in working Portaway 
mine, in Pantafa^ in the parifli oflFbiuforJ^ but its difcharge 
has never been yet difcovered. — But to return. After paffing 
this fall, we reached the end of our voyage, at the length of . 
1167 yards fi-om the mouth, and at the place where two 
miners were purfuing the working of the level, and had got 
within ten yards of the f^aft in winch the miners are working in 
the rich vein, beneath the field called Coed Cae Plwrn^ or the wood ' 
or field of lead. The height from the fole of the level to the 
forface at this. place is ninety- three yards and a half 5. the depth 
of the fhafi:, which is nowfo fiattcring to our hopes, is-fifiy yards; 
fo that there are forty- three yards and a half from its fole to that 
of the level, which all the way is found to be filled with ore ! ! ! 

But we. have more than ontftringto our bow. CoitiauW Odyn- Other Veis«. 
veia runs entirely from Coetiau^mawr fields through my ground, 
as- does Maes fVbiie/ord, giving Mr. Jones of fr^pre a fmall

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chance In our mineral lottery. Then comes ^rue Blue, which U 
(harcd between Sir Pyers Maftyn and myfclf ; and the Once rich 
vein of Brocknallt is entirely his. All thefe run north and fouth,. 
and have in general been very prodadive, but cfpecially thofc be- 
longing to the houfc of Trelaa^e. 

Co^TiKUANcE oT. Let nfic obfcrvc that in the depth of the kvel we faw the dcfcend- 
ing courfe of all thefe veins (excepting Coetrau'r Odyn) fome of 
them which were tried at that depth proved barren. How far 
lower the veins defcendcd, may probably ever remain fccrer, unlefe 
fome bold adventurers flioald have the fpirit to attempt a level* 
from the marfti, which we (at p. 218) poved to have,, from the* 
well, a fell of ao2 feet. 

Fkrtub Tract. The whole traft below the eafl: fide of this road, is a.moft: fcr* 
tile and w_ell cultivated bottom, flopmg on each fide. Its nirat 
oeconomy may vie in excellence with the moj9: boafted of, our 
ifland. The profpeft is charming, of the whole length of the 
Cbefter channel, bounded on the oppofitc by fViral^ and a diftant 
view of part oi Laneaftnn^ 

From the other fide of die road the ground rifes fteepty; on* 
the fiimmit is a traft of inclofed land^ backed by the mountain or 
common^ 
Fbn-y-Bal I RETURN into the town, and at die cn4 of Whiteferd-ftreet 

Road. afccnd the fteep road called Ten-y-Baly of very laborious afcent,. 

I lemember it the only coach approaoh on this fide^ The prc^^ 
fent fine road> then widi great propriety called IhlUmayr was toa 
narrow for any carriage beyond the then wretched carts of the 
country. I well remember that whenever our family wanted to* 
vifit Holywelly it was obliged to be dragged up to. PM-y-fordd^ 
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vHterii to crofs the mountain, and with locked wheels, and with 
gpeat peril, go down the almoft precipitous way. 

From the fummit of Pm y-Bal^to the weft, is a narrow trad of Calcoeb. 
common. A little beyond, in a fmall wood, ftands Calcoi or 
Calcoedj in the townfliip of the fame name. In the Doomfday' 
Booky it is called CaUecote, and is there united with Mcrelone and 
tertia parU de JVidfcrd. The fi^under of this houfe was Henry 
Mofton^ dodtor of civil law, fecond fon of Pyers MofioUy of Tr^- 
lacre. He purchafed Caulcot^ as it was then fpclt, of George and 
Thomas ManUy^ oiChefter^ in the jrcar i595>for the fum of 467/. 
After four generations, the fucceOjon ended in the male line in 
^AmuelMoftyn, cfquire, who died May 16 th, 1760, aged 79, and 
was buried at N<^tbcp on the X9th : who fettled his eftate on his 
nephew Mr. Jabn Ellis, who aflumed the furname oSMofiyn. 

On the mountain to the call of the common way to Calcoedy 
are two ftones, about three feet high^ and about tweaty-two feet 
diftant from each other. They are called Naid^y-March, or the 
horfe's leap, from a vulgar notion of the derivation of the name. 
They are of the very antient Britijh origin, and probably the place 
of interment of (bme hero whole body was depofited between 
ftone and Hone. The diftance might be intended to give an idea 
of his mighty fize; as Alexander is fuppofcd,.on Ws return out of 
in^ay to have buried variom fuits of armor,, of gigandc dimen- 
fions, to impoie 00 future times an exalted nodon of the troops^ 
he had led to this diftant coimtry. 

I DESCBKD again into Holywell, and at the ibuth end of the 
Hi^ Street turn to the right, up the road which leads to Hdlkin 
$nd Brytfordi the latter branches from that to Halkiu on the right.

BRYNFORD H.O U S E. 

Above the road is the old houfe of Brynfordy at prefcnt the pro- 
perty of Richard Gamons, efquire. It had been that of the Ed^ 
wards'^. Their defcent is given, at p. 239. I remennber it in- 
habited by Thomas Edwards ^ efqiiirc, a moft refpeftable old gen7 
tleman, blind with age, of great charity and benevolence ; and 
who, moft grateful to Providence, increafed his charities in pro- 
portion to the increafe of his abilities, in obedience to the direc- 
tion of Heaven, to obfcrve its frequent injunftions to the per- 
formance of that virtue. 

Opposite to the houfe, on the other fide of the road, was for- 
merly a profitable lead-mine, called Pmy Bryn, belong^ to lord 
Kilmorey. It was remarkable for the quantity of refrafting (par^ 
Jpatum Jflandicum, of great purity and trafparency j and often cle-* 
gandy infcftcd with marcafitc finely diipofcd in lines. 

This road ends on the mountain on the borders of Skyvicg 
parifii, the boundary of Holywell parifh on this fide. 

I RETURN to the turnpike road, and continuing my way, pafs 
on the right by Pijlill, a neat fmall houfe, the property of Peter 
Parry i efquire, of Twiffbgj in the county of D/mbigb. 

In order to proceed towards the rich mineral country T am 
entering on, 1 ftiall continue the enumeration of veins from 
Coetiau'r Odyn (fee pi 241.) 

The next to that, eaftward, is Caleb Belly a north and ibuth 
vein, which is traced fi-om the eaft fide o( PeH-ySfily defoends 
from the mountain, towards the late Jokn Denman\ but as yet 
has not been traced to the road. This has in old tiaies been 
very rich in feveral places. 

The old vein, or Pant Itbel, is another rich- vein, which firft 
5) ^ appeared 
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appeared in Pantqfa^ and yielded great quantities of ore and ca- 
lamihe. From thence crofles Butkr*s fields^ and Pen-y-Baly 
and then to Coetiafatjsr ; from thence to Pan$ Itbdy where it dc- • 
fcends near Brynford houfe, and croffes the road into Higbgate te- 
nement, the property of Mr, fVilRams of Trelttfrniau. It then 
enters into my tenement called Mtihvr^ and was the firfl: place 
in which ore was found in the level; the leafe of which was 
granted by my father, on December the aoth, 1754. 

The next is the Bighgate vein^ which about Pt/UU had branch- 
ed into many ftrings. As they advance from PiftiU eaftward, 
they enter Higbgate tenement, and become very produflive, 
both in Mrs. IViUiams^ lahd, and alfo my own, which for many 
years poured on me in great abundance its mineral weahh. I 
never conftdered this ipectes of riches but of the moft precarious 
nature, liable inftandy to fail : I therefore fecured them on the 
beft of tenures^ and purchafed with them the moiety of the BagiBi^ ^ 
Hall efbte, which has turned out to me uncommonly fortunate. 
I alio was enabled by another part to improve my houfe at 
Downing to what it now is. 

Every thing has its end. The vein or veins at knglh grew 
poorer. A great fire-engine was erefted a few years ago, in 
hopes of clearing die water, and getting at the ore which was 
fuppoied to have been left in the fdes. 

The level begins at the bottom of the north fide of Nant- 
biU-irwcy and runs footh-wcft. How uncertain is miner^ know- 
lege, even among the mofl: knowing 1 The ob^eft of the 
leifees was the working up to a certain rich vein, named the bird , 
Jbafty in die lands belonging to Brytifordd. An objeft that never 
' yet 
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yet has been obtained. But in purfuit of that objeft they moft 
tinexpeftcdly met with the veins which produced fo much 
wealth to Mr. TViUiams and myfelf. Perhaps I fall (hort in my 
eftimate if I fay> that to leflbrs and leflees, the total amount 
muft have exceeded a hundred thoufand pounds. 

The next vein to the bigb-giMy is a ftring within five yards 
of the bigbgatey which has been very produftive. Into the field 
called Coetia TJcuhor^ the bardjhaft vein is expcfted to enter, and 
crofs the whole breadth, into the ground of Pen y fylle. And at 
the very corner of the fame field, another vein croflcs into the 
fame land» and has been tolerably rich. 

I NOW quit my mineral territories in this part of the country } 
and crofs over the road to Peny pylle, the feat of Hugb Hum^ 
fbreysy cfquine, jdefcended fi-om Edwyny prince of Tegengh That 
gentleman has had large ihane of the mineral wealth. The 
vein Roji y cegin paflfes under his very houfe and garden. 
The mine-hillocks fill the land : but by his judicious walks and 
plantations^ which now cover them, he has turned them into 
beauties. The vein continues to his grounds, below his hou&> 
jaod nlay probably be a Iburce of new wealth. 

T«E Lucfy Voiturey is the laft vein I can mention in this pa- 
xiih, whix:h ranges fi*om the mountain, and crofles the road into.a 
corner of a field of Mr. Humpbreysy and immediately from thence 
into the land belonging to Edward Jmesy cfquire, of Wgprey 
.in which abundance of ort has been got. Much has alfo 
been got in the very road, in a pit funk by earl Grojvemry a 
privilege clamed by his lordfliip, in virtue of his great mineral 
grant p 

This 
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This townfhip ends at about a mile diftancc from Pen-ypyOe, 
where it is feparated by Rb^4 Fudr, a little rill, from the parilh 
of Halkin. 

I RETURN again into the town, and after crofling the eaft end 
of the High Street y take the road leading toward Godly s. On the 
righti fce a trifling monument of my rcfpeft to a town which has 
for a long feries of years fliewn every mark of efteem for the 
landlord of many, and the friend of all. In an adjacent field of 
mine, called Roft ^ob^ was a valuable fpring, which running to 
wafte, occafioned a great lofs of time, to rich and poor, in pro- 
curing water. 1 (by the affiftance of Mr. Donbavand) caufed, in 
idle year 1794, a pillar to be erefted, into which the water was 
coUefted, and raifed to a height convenient to be received into 
veflels placed there, to fupply, with eafc and expedition, die 
wants of the inhabitants. 

At the bottom of the defcent from Holywell is a beautiful din-i 
gle, named Nant-inl-brwcy which winds on the right to Meilwr 
tenement, and on the left quite to the marlh, the greater part of 
the way ornamented with hanging woods. On crofling a bridge 
near a large mill, the property of Paul Pantotiy efquire, enter the 
cownfliip of Bapllt 5 and in lefs than half a mile pafs by the houfe 
of that worthy friend of mine. Our intimacy began in early youth, 
and has been ever fince retained. With joy I fee his eldefl: fon 
rifing with progrefllve goodnefs, and rare abilities. I fee with 
pleafure my eldefl: fon, with true judgment, cultivating with him 
a friendfliip. May it continue through a long life of human felicity, 
pleafant to themfclves, and ufeful to their neighbors and country 1 

To Mr. Panton fenior I hold myfclf greatly obliged for the 
account of his family, maternal and paternal.

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The houfe and eftate oi Bagillt was conveyed into Mr. Pan-^ 
ion's family, by the marriage of his father with Mary^ daughter 
of Edward Griffiths^ efquire, defcended from the Griffiths of 
-Caerwis-baU^ who derived themfelves from Edmwen Baidew^ one 
of the fifteen tribes of North Wales. His anceftors had long been 
fettled at this place> and have as antient deeds to fhew for their 
lands as any in Wales^ as will appear by the following will :

The clofc diftinguifhcd in this will by the name of Gwem 
Owien, (lill retains the name^ and runs from Ro/t Tob towards the 
woods that lead to Meilwr. 

The licence for Mr. P^fnton*s great-grand^ither's marriage (by 
his mother's fide) in Cromwell's time, is a curiofity worthy of the 
reader's perufal. I think that the fame form is mtrcduced into 
Francey fince the abolition of religion in that kingdom. It pro* 
bably was taken from the model left by our fanatical rulers in 
the laft century. I have another of a fimilar marriage in our 
femily, attefted by ■ Evansy a juftice in Nortkop parilh.

The antient fmclting-houfe of Gadlys ftood a full mile dlftant 
from this boufe, about a mile diftant from the (hdre, and on 
the land ^i Robert Hughes, cfquire, oiHalkin. The leafe expire*

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in 1786, and the works were pulled entirely down, after ftanding 
the term of the agreement, which was forty- four years. 

Thb refpedable company, long known by the name of tKc 
Gwemor and Compofryfir /melting down Lead with Pit Coale and 
Sea Coak, by the royal charter, granted in the 4th of JVilliam^ 
and Aftfry, began bufmefe in this county about the year 1700. 
They flourifhcd with a moft fair reputation for a great number of 
ycairs, tiH their decline, eicher through want of ore. Or other in- 
evitable caufes, induced them to remove their antient furnaces to 
fomc works, built by the late Meffrs. Smedley^ on the bank 
above BagiUt. Thofe they purchafcd s and continued fmelting, un- ' 
dcr the dircftion of their agent, Mn IViUiam Smith*, till they fold' 
them to Mcflirs* Griffith and JJIet, of London. This company 
was often called the fakers Company y from the number of per- 
fons of that mild perfuafion being of k. 

DvRiNG the prolpcrity of the works (which was very long) 
they produced vaft quantities of lead and bullion ; of the latter 
they extrafted from the lead, between the year 1704 and 1744, 
not lefs than 430,604 ounces. Queen Anne and her fucceflbr 
commanded that all fpecie coined from the filver Ihould be 
ftruck on the reverfe with the plume of feathers, as a mark 
of its having been the produftion of the principality f . 
James L gave the fame direftions relpedting the coin made from 
the filver of the mines worked by Sir Hugh Middleton, in Cardi^ 
ganjhire-y and in 1637, Charles I. caufed the fame marks of fVelJb 

fUv^r to be placed on the coins of the mint at Aberyftwith, ob-

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tained from the mines of the fame county *. Other coins from the 
company's works were called quakers mone^y from the caufe above 
afligned. In an anrient map of Denbigbjbire and Flkufinr^y by TV. 
Williams y publifhed in 1720^ is an engraving of a crown* with the 
feathers^ the infigma of IF^d^ i and alfo another, of the feal of 
the corporation, with its creft and arms. The fupportcrs are two 
miners ; and the motto the apt one, SpeSiaiur in ip^. And above 
them is a view of the works, faithfully given, as tKejr appeared 
before they were reduced to a fingle chimney. 

The company were for a long feries of years the grcatcft ramc- 
adventurers in North WaUsy and had very confidcrable mbes ia 
every part of Flintjhire^ The company dilpofed of Aeir remain* 
ing property in the county, and totally withdrew from it at Mt^ 
fbaebnasy 1792 5 but ftill they carry on very extenfive mines and 
fnvelting-works in Cumberland and Nortbumherlandy under the 
commiflioners of Greenwich hofpital, on the forfeited eftates of 
the earl of Derwentwater* 

Gadlys takes its name from the fVel/hy Cddy an army> and 
Llysy fignifying the royal head quarter, or palace. Near the 
works ftood a large mount, on which might have been a traftele^ 
the refidence of fome of our princes* 

Between this place and Pentre Bagilll is another eminence of 
antient celebrity, Bryn Dycbwelwcby fo named from Bryn^ a htUy 
and Dycbwelwchy return ! being traditionally faid to have been 
the place from which Henry 11. gave his order for retreat, 
when he was engaged with the fFelJhy in 1157, with his 
;sirhole army> in Cclejhilly in the fame difficulties as he had juft

•before 
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E>efbre experienced in the depth of Coed Eulo. In this aftion his 
forces were again defeated, and Euftace Fitz-John^ a baron firft 
in rank, wealth, and abilities among the EngUJb-, and Robert de 
Courciy another great baron, with numbers of others, were flain. 
Henry de EJfeXy hereditary ftandard- bearer, and a man of ap- 
proved valor, was feized with a panic ; and flinging down the 
ftandard, cried out, that the king was killed ! The route would 
have been general, if the king had not valiandy rallied his forces 
and repulfed the fVelJb', but in the end he thought it prudent to 
withdraw his army, and encamp in a fecure ftation. He after* 
wards attempted, by decamping from the fhore, and endeavoring 
to get into the interior part of the country, to cut off Ozven^^ re- 
treat into the mountains *. But the wife prince, penetrating into 
his views, retired to a plain near*?/, j^apb, ftill called Cil Owen y or 
Oweris Retreat^ and from thence to a ftrong poft named Bryn-y- 
Pm^ defended by great ramparts and ditches. This camp lies in 
the parifh of St. George^ on a lofty rock above the church, and 
J6 now called Peny Pare. 

I RETURN from this length of road to the fkirts of the town of 
Holywell, and enter the road to Wall-wen, on the borders of the 
marfb, a branch of the Flint turnpike diftrift, tacked to it by aft 
of parlement in 1 7 7 1 , which had been obtained in that fefllons, for 
enlarging the term and powers of the Mojlyn diftrift, and particu- 
larly adding this road, under the defcription of ' from Wall-wen 
* to the then dwelling- houfe of Edward Parry.* This aft will not 
terminate till 18 12. — After a very fhort fpacc, pafs by a noble 
malt-kiln and granary, the property of Mr. Richard Sankey, who 
more than once gave a very feafonable relief to the country

in 
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in the late time of fcarcity, by large importations of barley, and 
GtANAitxEs. that with very fmall profit to Wmfelf. Would not repofitorics 
of grain, eftabliftied and filled by parlemcntary fanftlon, be 
ftronger preventatives of that evil than any other ? I would have 
no part of our waftes lie uncultivated. Our wattes have very 
properly the fynonym o( commons ; for rich and poor, bordering 
on them, have in them proportionate rights *. If the poor man 
is to lofe his benefit of feeding a few gcefe, or a few fheep, 
ou^ht he not to have recompencc by the grenierj (Tabtmdance, 
granaries of plenty, fo ufeful to France before the miferies in 
which rich and poor have been involved by the chimeras of 
br^n-fick politicians ? If our waftes arc to be generally inclofedi 
ought not the produce to be fafely lodged in proper houfes 
of receprioji, and, from the boafted plenty which is to enfue, be 
ready, by the refource at hand, to chafe away the daemon rapa- 
city, which has had too great a power over the dealers in the 
&bfiftence of the land. All -that human wit could invent, (hould 
be praftifed to prevent their eluding the attempt to reduce grain 
to a price which might afford an honeft prof t to the farmer, and 
yet enajble him to fupply the poor laborer at a rate which might 
give him power, not only to feed his family, but to cloath them 
with decent rayment, an article co-elTential to their comfort, and 
to their health, 

• The legUlaturc, at this vay time, fecms to have this fubjea in confide- 
ration ; mu.ch care and attention muft be paid to it« The poor may, by vari- 
ous means, be tempted to fell their new acquifitions. There will always be harpies 
at hand to take advantage of diftrefs, by which means every eafc to the pariflies 
will be defeated. Thofc little poffeffions ftiould, if poffible, be entailed on the 
parifti, or allotted as alleviations of parochial taxes, thofe growing evils, in a man- 
ner the wifdom of the legiflature may contrive. 
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As a houfe of induftry is now in contemplation by tlie parilh 
of Holjwelli is there not a polTibility of allotting certain portions 
of the wafte lands for fale, to raife a fund to carry on the work, 
or to give in mortgage to fuch perfons who may be willing to 
advance money for fb falutary a purpofe ? 

The town of Sbrewjburyy and I may fay of every manufaAur- 
iog county, have fucccedcd to admiration in their attempts, and 
IhoulJ be examples to us. This neighborhood is now filled 
with men of buQnefs, capable of the conduct of fuch works : 
hefides, the cotton and twift company have it in their power 
to expend annually above /. 1800 in the town, in picking 
the cotton ; but from the diflike of the poor to that employ, 
are obliged to fend the materials to diftant places (fee p. 216.) 
whereby the town and neighborhood lofc the expenditure 
of that great fum among them. We fquires are le(s qualified 
for operations which require vigor and aftivity, but we can 
contribute countenance and power, equally effential to the fup- 
port of the dcfign. I know the poor will be averfe to it at firft : 
hut when th^y recollect how long »hcy had ftarvcd under the 
carelefs care of overfeers, and tnat they will be placed under the 
iiptpcdjate attention of vifitors confifting of their neighbors, and 
that they will not be ripmovcd beyond the reach of their friends and 
relations, whom th^y may fee at proper times, I truft they will be 
fatisfied. To banifti the poor from the poffibility of the occa- 
fional comfort of their dearcft relatives, would be unfpeakablc 
cruelty. I, therefore, muft ever cpndemn a county houfe of in-, 
duftry, in which Aat cflfential confolation is made difficult or im- 
ppffiblcj to the inmates from diftant parts, 

LI On * 
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'VxTMoi-WoRRs. On gaining the fummit of this road, appears a vitriol-work, 
the property of Mr. Donbavand^ placed under the care of Mr. 
John JoneSi of HolywelU an able chymift. His operations arc di- 
rcdted to three articles : blue vitriol, or vitriol of copper, which 
is made by diflblving copper in oil of vitriol or acid of fulphur. 
After the folution has taken place, the produce is diflblved in 
boiling water, evaporated down to a given weight, and put in 
coolers to evaporate. 

The ufe of this fpecies of vitrwl is in dying cottons of a green 
or olive color, and hats and woollen cloths black ; and alio for 
Verditer. making green verditer for painting in oil or water-colors, by 
precipitation with whiting. 
Sugar of Lead. The laft article is fugar of lead, ox Jaccharum Jaturni^ which is 
lead diflblved in diftilled vinegar. When the vinegar is fatu- 
rated with the lead, it is boiled down to a given weight, and, like 
the blue vitriol, is put in coolers to cryftallize. For the purpofe 
of making the wort for the vinegar, twelve hundred hobbets 
of barley or mak had been employed in a (ingle year \ but in the 
late feafbn of fcarcity the proprietor totally deGfted from this 
branch of buGnefs. 

Sugar of lead is ufed in the cotton printing buHnefs, for 
fixing the colors in the fhiffdyed or printed. Such I believe to 
be the fole application of it from thefe works \ but from others 
nearer to the capital I fear a moft criminal one is frequently in 
pra6tice, (for it is a moft dangerous poifon) I mean that of ufing 
it in the refining of white wines, or in reftoring the fweetnefs to 
flich which are grown four : for this drug is the fweeteft of all 
fweet things. It occafions to the drinkers of wines thus reftored> 

or 
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jor rather thus endowed with the powers of poifon, numbers of 
•maladies they cannot account for, fuch as colics, obftinatc cof- 
tivenefs, and paralytic afFeftions of the limbs. Finally, we 
may add death itfelf. The fatal dinner at Salt Hill, on Marcb 
ayth, 1773, which ended in the deftruftion of feveral gentle- 
men, fuppofed to have been caufed by wine impregnated with this 
fetal drug, has been much talked of. I believe that not to have 
been the cafe. The gentlemen did not ficken till after feveral 
days. One (Mn Pote, who had drank as the reft did) never was 
infefted. It happened that ho walked in the garden during the 
time a moft miferable objeft, a pauper, had been examined, from 
whom the pcftilential w/^^/^ of a fever, probably of the natur^ 
of the jail-fever, had diffufeJ themfelves among the company 
prefent ; for all, except Mr. Poie, fickened *. In this inftance die 
vintners may be cleared ; but fince it is probable that numbers of 
people fall viftims to their art, I wi(h legiflature would frame a 
law to condemn them, not to the halter, but to the more apt 
punifhment of fwallowing a competent draught of their own 
Stygian liquor. Nee lex eft juftior ulla ! — Bi/hop JVatfon (iii. 369) 
fays, that in Germany fuch adulteradon is punifhed with death. 
In Bmry \III/s time, a cook was boiled to death, (I hope in 
his own kettle) for poifoning a number of poor at Lambeth^ with 
the broth allotted by a pious prelate for their fupport. 

I MUST not forget that in Olfober laft Mr. Hugh Roberts^ of Ribbok 

JJttk MoorfieldSi cftablilhed on my ground, oppofite to the vitriol- 
works, a colony of ribbon-weavers. Sixteen looms are already 
employed^ and others continually expeded.

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a6t PENNANTS OF BAGILLT. 

Bagillt, the From the fummit to the ifhore is a moft fteepdcfcent. About s 
TsNiiANTs* quarter of a mile lower, on the right, (lands the houfe of BagiiU^ 
Halli erroncoufly fo named, it not being poffefled of any mane- 
rial rights, nor does it Hand even in the tov/nfhip of 5tfj;//// j the 
whole road from the town of Holywell being in the townftiip 
of that name, divided from the former by die bottom of the 
dingle which we croffed by Mr. Panicns mill. 

The houfe was large, had a great and handfome hall, and a 
good parlor, the laft wainfcottcd with good oak, much carved 
about the chimney^ The reft of the houfe confifted of a number 
of rooms irregularly difpofed^ Near it ftood, as ufual with our 
old feats, a fummer-houfe. 

This place is beautifully fituated, the grounds flopc towards 
the fea, and command a fine view of the Chejler channel, and as 
far as Beejion caftle, and its adjacenc hills. 

A FEW years, ago I was obliged to pull down great part of 
the building. It was very old, and going faft f^ ruin j and the 
repairs would have been ufeiefsly expenfive^ for the thick fmokc 
of a great fmelting-mill for lead, and of a great calcining-houfe 
for calamir.e, juft beneath, muft have ever deterred my defcendants 
from making it their refidence*. 
Founder of the The founder of the family was TbomaSj abbot of Bafingwerki 
and fecond fon to David op Tudor^ of Bycb$0iy by jlnne^ daughter 
oiJobnDoney of Vthntm^ in the county of Cbefter. Our abbot 
was living in the year 1480, in the reign oi Edward lY. and in 
thofe of Edward Y. and Richard III. The reader will excufc, 
I hope, the repetition of the few words in which I mentioned 

that: 
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that celebrated churcb-man, who, quitting his profeflion, became 
(what the lawyers call) a monk deraigney and married Angharad^ 
daughter of Guilltm ap Gryjfydd op Guillim, of the great houfe of 
Penrhyn, in the county of Caernarvon. By this lady he had four 
foos. Edv>ardy the eldeft, fucceeded to his fortunes in the parilh 
o( Holywell 'y Thomas j the fecond, became vicar of Holywell i-dind 
Nubolas, the third, fucceeded to the abbotftiip of Bqfingweri. 
Fourth in dcfcent from him was John, who acquired the eftate of 
Merton^ in the parilh of fFbiteford^ by his marriage with Mary^ 
^daughter and heir ofTbomas ap Tbomas ap Edward, of that houfe. 
Finally, by the marriage of his only daughter Catbarine with 
David Penmnty of Bycbion, we not only acquired the Merton eftate, 
but all the pofleflions in Holywell, belonging to abbot Nicholas. 

Let me not forget that Nicholas had alfo two fitters, one 
named Agnes, wife of John Griffith ap Twna ; the other Margaret,. 
wife of Gruff. Uoyd ap John ap Griffith ap David. 

Thb houfe of Bagillt was probably built by Henry, fecond in 
defcent from the abbot, for he is ftyled in the pedegree, ' of 
' Holywell and Bagillt,* whereas his father Edward is defigned of 
Holywell only. 

From David, fifth brother of Henry, Iprang the family of the Peitnants er 
Pennants of Hendrefigillt, in the parifii of Kilken. He married "^^1'";.^'^ 
Deili, daughter and heir of John ap Deio ap Jevan, of Halgbton. 
In Kilken church-yard are fevcral infcriptions of this branch of 
the family^ The oldeft informs us that Jngbarad Pennant was 
buried on September ^5th, 1588. The laft who is mentioned in 
the pedegree of the houfe is Peter, who married Barbara, daugh- 
ter 
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tcr of John Eyton^ of Leefw^ody and was cotemporary with Da^id 

Pennant y o( Bycbtony who was living in 1664. 

Of Peh-y- There were other branches of the houfe of Hendre-figiUty one

to the houfe and eftate of Hendre-figillty it has long fmce pafTed

loM PENHHTir. My reipefted, but remote kinfman, Richard Pennant, baron 

Penrbyny fprung from this branch of our family. He is ninth in 

defcent from the abbot, and thbd from Gifford Pennant, fecond 

ion of Edward P^nant, of Bagillt, by Catberiney daughter of 

Edward Kynafion, of Otelyy in the coijnty of Salop. He went to 

Jamaicay\vi the time of Oliver Cromweli bad a grant of lands there 

November 5th, 1665 i fctded in the parifh of Clarendon, and died in 

. 1677. His lordlhip's property in that ifland is immenfe, and his 

addition to it in the county of Caemarvony in this his native ifland, 

is very confiderable, by bis marriage with Anne Sujannay daughter 

and heircfs of the Jate general Warburton, of fVinningtony in 

Cbejhire. With fihgular fortune, by this match his lordftiip pof- 

fcfles Penrbyny the feat and eftate belonging to the family of 

Angharady his diftant anccftrefs \ from whom lady Penrbyn is by 

heY grandmother alfo defcended. All thcfc fortunes they enjoy 

with dignity, and with utility to their nunierous tenantry. I 

particularly allude to thofc about Penrbyn, where he has made 

6 his 
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his vaft flate-quarries an objeft of admiration to travellers, pro- 
fitable to himfelf, and the fource of opulence to the furrounding 
country. I had not, at the publication of my fFelJh Tour, oppor- 
tunity of informing my felf about thcfe important works -, I, there- 
fiwe, give a brief (ketch of their hiftory. 

When his lordfhip came to poffeflSon of his fortunes in 
part of the ifland, he found great appearance of negleft and 
poverty among the tenantry; the flate-quarries, one great 
ftaple of the country, in a very low ftate ; and the export of that 
valuable article did not annually exceed a thoufand tons 5 and 
there were not four carts on his cftate, and only three in all 
Nant-Frankofiy and the roads fcarccly paflable for a horfe,. By 
his judicious management a happy reverfe took place. The 
carriages have eiicreafed to the prefent time, to rather more than 
a hundred broad- wheel carts and waggons. 

Port Penrbyn, formerly Aber-^cegidy is now highly improved 
by quays for the reception of veflels; fo that thofe of two hun- 
dred tons burden can lie clofe to them, and take in their cargo* 
VcfTels of above three hundred tons can enter the port, but cannot 
get clofe to the quays. 

Before the country experienced his lordlhip's improving ta- 
lents, not above a thoufand tons have been exported in the year*. 
In 1794 the export amounted to fifteen thoufand. In 1795 
there was every reafonable hope that it would have increafed to 
twenty thoufand, but the tax on the flates has given it a check; 
though it is expeded that the return of peace, and a modification 
of the duty, will reftore the progrefs of the trade. 

The 
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The (late-quarries are a few miles from the port, near the 
entrance into Nant-Frankon. From four to five hundred men are 
employed in them. They live in very elegant cottages, prettily 
difpofed in groups. Here is a butcher and a fhoe-maker, but no 
corrupting ale-houfe is permitted. His lordlhip has built a mar- 
ket houfe, fo that the workmen need not wander for the necefliry 
provifions. Let me not forget tliat he ere6ted an elegant pa- 
vilion, called Ogwen Bank, with a kitchen, ftables, &c. wliich 
lord and lady Penrhyn often vifit, either to examine into this 
creation of theirs, or to^mufe dieir guefts. 

His lordfliip was elefted member for Fetersfield, in the firfl: 
parlement of his prefent majefty ; and in 1767 vacated his feat 
tft be elefted for Leverpool. He was returned in 1768, 1774, 
and again in 1784. In that arduous •fituation, his lordfhip dif- 
charged his truft with zeal, abilities, and fidelity. 

Edward Pennant, ^e laft owner p( BagilU, and laft of the 
mole line (lord Penrhyn excepted) died -at Marfeillesy on March 2d, 
1778 s and was there interred. In 1766 he difpofed of to me 
• by falc all the eftgtes in the townlhip of HcfywelL^ And foon after 
he retired into France, he bequeathed the remainder of his for^ 
tunes to his coufin Thomas CratchUy, who dying, left them to 
Roger Barnftonj efquire, of Chefier. 
M«. Hughes OF From BagilU-hall I defcendcd intd the townfhip of BaglUt^ 
through the turnpike-gate at fVall^fu^en. Immediately on the left 
hand, in HofywelliownOiipy is a fmall houfe, and fmall patrimony, 
the property of the Reverend Thomas Hughes y a curate of twelve 
^e^rs (landing, of good morals, decent, and modeft, His family, 
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jind two other femilics not remote from him, had long poflefled 
rclpeftablc freeholds of fifty pounds a-year each. ^ Time and 
^ chance happeneth to all men/ Our humble curate is far 
diftanced by the other two. He remains a drudge in his pro- 
felTion, boneftd pauperiej refulting from fraternal afFedion, in ex- 
erting every nerve to fupport two fitters, who reft on him for 
the poor pittance he can afford to give. ^ 

After pafling the turnpike-gate, I find myfcif on the conti- 
nuance of the turnpike -road from Crectifiild to Flint. The.dif- 
tancc from the Granfiild gate to Flint is only four miles. Let me 
add, that within little more than one mile from the fountain o(St. 
Wenefrede^ at Helywell^ to the gate juft mentioned, Britain may 
be challenged to fliew, on an equal fpacc, a fimilar allcmblage of 
commercial buildings, or of capitals employed in erefting and 
in carrying on their feveral objeflis. I refer the reader back to 
p. 203, for an account of thofe upon the Holywell ftream. I re- 
fume the chain of commerce, from the copper-forge, the lowcft 
link, which reaches to the very road. 
^ A LITTLE to the right of the turnpike-gate, the little rill 
Nant'hil'brwc divides the fmall townfliip of IP^bslftone from that 
of Holywell. This traft, of which I have the tythes, is one of 
the portions of Bagillt townflilp, which is very large, and fubdi- 
vided into two others, Bagillt-fawr, and BagilU-fe^han. 

O^ the fi4e of the rill ftand the works called the River RiVERDAMc 
Bmk^ eftabliQied on my land, by kafe dated Ssptembtr 22, 1785, 
granted to Mcffs, JViiliam Roe and Edzvard Hawkins. Thefe 
buildings are employed for the double purpofes of calcining ca- 
IdiTiine for tlae brafs-works at Cbeadle, an:l' Ma^clesfiddy and for 
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the fmelting lead-ore. It has the advantage of a fmall ftrcam, 
which improves the operation of the latter. 

It turns two wheels, one of which is twenty-four feet in dia- 
meter, and from the fizc and breadth makes a noble appearance. 
At each end of thefe wheels is a balance-wheel ; one of them fets^ 
the great refinmg bellows in motion, the other that of the flag- 
hearth. 

Here is alfo a curious contrivance for faving the calx of the 
lead-ore, which would otherwife have gone away in fmoke. It 
befidcs leffens the bad efFedts on the grounds above. For this 
purpoic two brick flues have been conftrudted, one from each 
furnace ; each of them is horizontal, and is fupported by three 
arches, and over each is a channel to contain a fmall current of 
water, for the purpofe of turning the wheels, and alfo to con- 
denfe the fmoke in its paflSige, Thefe flues converge, and meet 
a litde beyond the third arch, and terminate in the condenflng 
room, to the walls of which the calx adheres. This room is 
opened three times a-ycar : the calx is taken out, and re-fmeltcd 
with fome profit. 

The two flues, in ifluing out of the building, are united in one, 
and are continued, forming a right angle for a very confiderable 
way. Out of the end rifes a vertical flue, forty-threc feet high, 
out of which the fmoke ifllies. The length of the horizontal 
flues which pafs over the arches is fifty- feven feetj of the fingle 
^ one which pafles from the room which catches the calx, is two 
hundred and ten feet. 
Bagillt Upper About three quarters of a mile farther on the bank, above the 
road, fl:ands a large fmelting-work, originally built by virtue of a 
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Icafe granted, in 1727, by Roger znd Edward Pemanty cfquires, 
of Bagillt, to Francis Staley and Nicholas Twig. It was after- 
wards rebuilt, and pafled through various hands; the Smed^ 
lies, father and fons ; Henry Vigars, of Eaton, whofc widow fold 
it to the Gadlys company. That expiring corporation pofTefled 
it only from about Michaelmas 17833 after defcending from their 
ancient works at Gadlys. In 1792 it again changed mafters, 
and was fold by the company to Mr. John Griffith and Mr. 
Robert JJlett, of London. 

Below them, on the road-fide, were works of greater anti- Lower Works. 
quity, Thofe were in poflcffion of two leffees before the year 
1717. The firft was Mr. Thomas White-, the laft was a gen- 
tleman well known by the name of Major Roberts. He was of 
the antient houfe of Plajnewydd, near Ruthin. His leafe was 
furrendered, and a new one granted, in 17 17, by Roger Pennant^ 
cfquire, to Mr. Beyamin Perrin^ father to our refpedlablc coun* 
tryman. Sir Richard Perrin, baron of the exchequer. I remem« 
ber them (landing ; but foon after they became a heap of ruins, 
and at prefcnt their place is fcarcely known. 

A Mr. Warren came into this country in 1794, and built, on Dee Banc. 
the land o( Roger Barnjicn, efquire, a fmelring-houfe, on a new 
conftruftion. But it was fcarcely warmed, when it was diipoied 
of to a Mr. Langworthy, mineral agent to earl Grofvenor I 

The collieries near thcfe works have been very confiderable. Collierh8. 
I remember, about forty years ago, there was between twenty 
and thirty thoufand tons of coal upon bank, the greateft quan- 
tity, perhaps, ever feen together. The pits were then worked by 
the Cudlys company. The company had imprudently given 
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their agent, one Lancafter^ an unlimited order for ratfmg the 
Goal, This he found fo profitable to himfelfj that he never de- 
iifted till tiie difcovery was made of his felfifh views. To ex- 
pedite the working, he engaged nunabcrs of colliers from New-- 
caftle^ and was the firft in this country who made ufc of horfes 
under ground. The coal might have lain or the bank to this 
day,, if a difpute had not rofe between the city of Dublin and 
the coal-adventurers at Wbttehceven. This occafioned the citi- 
zens of Dublin to purchafe this great ftock, which was all carried 
- away before the differences were fettled. 

For a confiderable time after this glut of coal, the collieries 
declined greatly, and became very low, till they were revived of 
late years by the fpirit and perfcverance of Mr. Roger Mis, of 
Camifii in the parifli of Flint, who has crefted a powerful 
fire-engine on the road-fide, between Greenfield turnpike^ 
gate and Flint, and raifes great, quantities of that important te* 
quifite. 
Naxt-y-Moch. Quit the townfliip of Bagillt, after croffing a little- rill, ifluing 
out of Nant-y-mocb, or the dingle of the bogs. Here we enter the 
townfliip of ColeJhiU-fawr. On the right, on an eminence, arc 
the fmelting-works,. built by the grandfather of the prefcnt Sic 
Richard Perrin^yihok iather continued the works, and lived at 
Farm, till he took up his refidence at FUnt. About the year 
1755, ^ new company was formed by Paul Ponton^ efquire, under 
the firm of himfclf,.the Reverend Tbcmoi Inee, and Cbarles Pigot^ 
efquire. 
CpiBsRiLK. The Doomfday^Book informs us, that at the time of the. com- 
pilation of that record, Colejelt was held by Rjobert de Rodent, or 
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KuMarjy a valiant Norman^ nephew to Hugh Lupus ^ earl of 
Cheftcr. Edwyn held it of Roberty and as a freeman. There was 
one taxable hide of land j. a land of one ^arucoy or a plough-land. 
On Cokjiliy was one Radmarty four villeyns, and two boors. The 
Rodman was the fame with the Redox Rad-knights, who by the 
tenure of their land were bound to ride with or for their lord, 
and to guard him or his lady as often as they were required. 

Thrs townfliip took its name from the- abundance of coal 
which is produced. At prefent it gives name to one of the 
hundreds of the county. In the Doom/day-Book this townlhip is 
placed in the hundred' of Attfcrasy a name which would have 
been loft, was it not retained in a traft called Croes-atty 2l certain 
fpace round a crols, not remote from Flinty the pedtftal of which 
I remember ftanding; 

Beneath the fmelting-work is a neat building for the purpofe 
of calcining calamine, held by leafe granted by Mr. Pantm^ 
June a4th, 1794, to Mr. Thomas Baviesy ofSmeihwicky Stafford^ 
Jhirey and the company known by the name of the Smetbwick 
Brafs Company. 

Paul Pantony efquire, is lord of the manor of Cole/hilly and, till 
the marriage of his father, the family inhabited the manor- 
houfe, which of late years has been confidcrably enlarged and 
improved. 

The Pantons were a Denbigh/hire family, poflVffed of large Panton Familt, 
property in Llanvair-Talbaiarny Llanyjyddy Henllany and other 
pariflies. Jobn Ponton quitted Plds-Pontony the anticnt refi^ 
dence, a great houfe, called New Plds Ponton. (See its unfor- 
tunate hiftory in the ^our in ff^ales, ii. p. 52.) He married 
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Mcij fourth daughter of Sir WilUam Booths (i( Bunbam-MagUy in 
. Chejhire. He was fecretary to the lord chancellor EUefmeret 
and reprefentcd the borough o( Denbigh ^ in the 39th and 43d of 
Elizabeth ; and the borough of Harwich^ in the ill of James I. 
He difinherited his fon Thimas, and left his large pofieflions to 
his only daughter Jlifbea, who married the lord Sandys-de-la-Vine^ 
in Hampjbire^. 

^homaSi the difinherited fon of this John, by his induftry and 
(kill in agriculture, became enabled to purchafe this lordfliip, in 
1617, of the firft earl of Bridgewater^ fon of the lord .chancellor 
Egerton. At the tinne when paper credit was little known, to him 
was intruded cafti to be conveyed to London, which, by a letter 
o{ Pyers Pennant's, I find he did in perfon. The manor has 
continued in the family from bis time. In 1753, the prcfent 
gentleman improved it gready, by an embankment from tiit/ea^ 
which in parrs is produftive of moft excellent wheat, &c. &c. 

The firft I find of the line of the Pantons, is Jevan Ponton, 
twelfth in defcent from Marcb-weithian, one of the fifteen tribes 
of North JVaks. His wife was daughter and heir of Bennet, 
fourteenth in defcent from Marchudd, another of the fifteen 
tribes. Their hiftory, and their feveral dcfcendants, are given in 
the Appendix to this Work. 

All the coaft of Whiteford and Holywell parifhes are more

A CRUEL kind of quinzy has of late years infefted thefe pa- 
rifhes, and others adjacent. In 1794 it raged particularly in the 
townihip of Greenfield^ and parilh of HaUdtty and made dreadful 
havock among children from the age of three to that of five. The 
average lofs was four or five in feven. In this vifitation the 
difeafe did not attack adults s not that inftances are wanting in 
other places of its attacking grown-up perfons. In September^ 
ijj i,z Mr. Pooley his wife and mother, were buried in one 
vault in Bunbitt-fields. His daughter fell a vidtim alfo, and made 
the fum of the family, who died at the fame time, and by the 
lame malignant diforder. 

The name given by the learned to this fatal difeafe, is angina 
maligna, and cynanche maligna. Cynancbe, becaufe the patients are 
often obfcrved to protrude their tongue far out of their mouthy, 
like an over-heated dog. 

The fymptoms are too terrible for defcription. They may 
nfclefsly afFcft parents, who may fafely truft to the medical peo- 
ple for the knowlcge of them, for they are by no means equivo-- 
cal 5 but, if any one's curiofity is excited, it may be fatisfied 
by the perufal of the works of the late Dr. Fotbergilly p. 198. 
and Dr. Huxham's Effays, p. 286. It feems to have been one 
of the Nova Cohors Febrium. It was firft obfe'rved in Spain, in 
1 6 10, from whence it fpread into Malta, Sicily, Otranto, Apulia^ 
Calabria^ and, finally, in 161 8, it broke out at Naples. It alfo 
appeared in the Archipelago, when T^ournefort (fee his Travels, i. 
6 p. 132.) 
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J), fja.) was in Milo, in the year 17^0. In Spain it got the 
name of garrotilloy from the horrible noife made by the patients> 
like that of perfons ftrangled by a rope. 

This fatal diforder reached England in 1739. Its firft viftims 
were two fons of Mr. Pelham, on the a7th of November of that 
year. After this it feemed to difappear, but began again in 
,1742 J and with great fatality in 1746, when feveral of the in- 
habitants ofBromleyy near Bow^ loft moft of their children. From 
Dr. Huxham we learn, that in 175 1 it vifited Cornwall', and from 
the latter part of that year^ to May 1753, carried off nunabers of 
children, and fome adults. 

In the year 1743 it appeared in North Wales. From March 
5th to March icth, our late worthy vicar, the Reverend Griffith 
Griffith^ buried three children. It was too much for his paternal 
feelings, and ever after greatly hurt his mind. And in the year 
1 744/5 that calamity vifited the county oi Caernarvon ; ^d from 
January 28th to February 9th, the late Sir Thomas Moftyn^ ba* 
ronct, at Gloddaethy in Catrnarvonjhirey loft four. Thefc were 
obferved to have been the only inftanges of the difcafc in their 
refpe6live neighborhoods. ^ 

J CANNpT trace the progrefe of this difeafe any farther north* 
ward thao my own country. If jt has ;iot made any advances 
towards the colder climat;QS, it may t>c deemed a ir.alady of tl*c 
warm and temperate parts oH Europe. 

Xhat it has found its way to the New World, appears froTi the 
following inftances. In 1746 it vifited many parts of North 
y/f^erica^ from Philadelphia xo New-Tork zv\^ Neiv-Eupandi ansJ 
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with a rage unknown in Great-Britain ; for in NevD-England it 
depopulated whole villages. And that it either continues on the 
continent, or has re-vifited it, is evident from its having appeared 
in New Tork, in the year 177 1. 

The cynancbe tracbialis, or croup, has appeared here too fre- 
quently. A few years ago it dcftroyed not fewer than fix chil- 
dren in the faniily of a refpedbble farmer in a neighboring 
parifli. 

The fmeking-works at Flint are at a very fmall diftancc from Flint Smrltino- 
the eaftern boundary of Holywell. The divifion of the parifh of 
Flint from that of the latter, is by a rill not far from the town of 
Flint. The works arc of great antiquity. They arc here men- 
tioned as the laft link of the chain of metallic operations along 
the ihore* There is no limiting the antiquity of the fmelting- 
works i for we have proofs of very confiderable ones having been 
near the town of Flint, at a place called Croes Ati, which is evident 
from the quantity of fcoria of lead, bits of lead-ore, and frag* 
ments of melted lead, difcovered in feveral places. I refer the 
reader, for a full account of them, and of the various antiquities 
met with on the fpot, to p. 52^ vol. i. of my fVelfi Tour, which 
evince that they had been Roman works; lb that it is probable 
there had been a fucceflion of fmelting-hearths in one part or 
other of this county, even to the prefent day. 

To return to the works in queftion. They are frequently 
known by the name of the /alt-works; which poflibly implies 
that the lite had been occupied by works of that nature, prior to 
the exiftence of the fmeldng-works. They have been occu- 
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pied by fcvcral companies : at prefcnt by Mr. Richard Ingkhyy 
of Halkht. — May fut cefs be his reward, for the feafonable and 
ufeful importation of barley in the late time of fcarcity j a cri- 
tical relief to the numerous miners on the adjacent mountains, 
in which he had no more intereft than in the reft of the 
human race !

We do not wilh the farmers folely to feed the poor ; we only rc- 
qucft them to referve in the country corn enough of every kind 
to enable others to exert their benevolence to their poorer neigh- 
bors i not by gratuitous donations, but by felling it at reafonable 
prices to thofe who are in want; we do not aQc it from the 
farmers at the prices of good times. God forbid that wc fhould 
deny them fair profits, fuch as every other dealer has a right to. 
, I wifh to inculcate univerfal juflice ; but let us remember that 
CHARITY begins at home. We fhall gladly innpart our fuper- 
fluity to our mofl diftant neighbors, even fhould we be obli^ 
to pay more for the bare competency wc may referve.
